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INTRODUCTION 


It was the heart’s desire of the late Robert Nelson Pol- 
lard that this book should be published. His love of this 
church was the supreme passion of his soul. Just before his 
death he requested his life-long friend, Christopher C. 
Vaughan, to see that the work was done and it is through 
Mr. Vaughan’s devotion and untiring efforts that this book 
now appears. 3 

Up to July 1, 1928, the following friends of the church, 
at Mr. Vaughan’s solicitation, had contributed to this end 
a total of $789.00, which together with the proceeds of the 
sale of the book, it is hoped will defray the expense of 
publication:

It is indeed unusual that a church should have preserved 
unbroken its complete minutes for a period of a century. 
Few churches could boast of such a record. It is a tribute 
to the wisdom of the church in selecting its clerks, to whom 
this church owes a real debt of gratitude. These clerks were 
in turn, Colonel John Pollard, Wm. P. Courtney, W. R. Carl- 
ton, H. R. Pollard, Robert N. Pollard, R. D. Allen and Luther 
R. Bagby, the present clerk, who has faithfully served for a 
quarter of accentury. The minutes are recorded in five books, 
the first beginning 1828, the second 1845, the third 1854, the 
fourth 1875 and the fifth 1916 down to this date. The first 


three minute books are copied in full in this publication, 
Lack of funds prevented the printing of the last two vol-- 
umes. The minutes published contain a record of the first 
forty-seven years of the existence of the church and much 
additional information is contained in the three sketches, 
appearing in this volume, the first written in 1875 by a com- 
mittee appointed in pursuance of a resolution of the General 
Association of Virginia calling on the churches to preserve 
their histories. The second was written by Rev. Alfred 
Bagby, D. D., in 1909, and the third by John Moncure, D. D., 
in 1906, appearing in the History of King and Queen County, 
Virginia, published by Dr. Bagby in 1908. Other information 
will be found in Memoirs and Sketches, published by Hon. 
Henry, R. Pollard, LL. D., in 1923. In the appendix ftosthis 
book references are made to some important entries in the 
minutes from 1875 to the present time. 3 


By resolution of the church the first four minute books 
are deposited for safekeeping in the vaults of the Virginia 
Baptist Historical Society at the University of Richmond, 
Virginia. Along with these books are also deposited the 
carefully kept records of the Mattaponi Female Missionary 
Society which was organized at the home of Colonel John 
Pollard, January 2, 1839, Mrs. Pollard presiding at the initial 
meeting. The constitution of the Society was then adopted 
and Mrs. Adalaide Lewis was elected president, Mrs. Juliet 
Pollard, vice-president, Mrs. Julia Todd, secretary and Mrs. 
Emaline Cooke, treasurer. The minutes continue until May, 
1857, at which time Sarah Jane Pollard was secretary. Among 
the other old records of the church is the treasurer’s book, 
the first entry in which was made April 2, 1839, by Benjamin 
P. Cooke, Treasurer. The accounts in this book continue 
until 1899. This book is also deposited with the Virginia 
Baptist Historical Society, as is also the minute book of 
the Sunday School, beginning April 6, 1856, and continuing 
until 1871. : 


The minute books are the best and most accurate source 
of the history of the church. There interesting disclosures 
are made concerning the religious, social and economical 
conditions of the period covered. It is a record of the strug- 
gles and triumphs, of the joys and sorrows of a militant little 
band of Christians. The descendants of these noble men and 
women will read the record with tender devotion and will 
thank God for the fidelity of their forbears and the rich heri- 
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tage bequeathed to them. It would be indeed difficult to find 
any church which has contributed more largely to the 
strength of the denomination and the cause of Christ. In- 
fluences going from this church have reached the utmost 
parts of the earth. The big city churches have drawn strongly 
for their leaders upon the men and women trained here. 
The gospel has been preached in all parts of the world as a 
result of the devotion of the founders of this church. 


It is not the purpose of this introductory chapter to re- 
write the history of this church, in these pages so well re- 
corded by others, but simply to glean from the records some 
of the interesting items which reflect the conditions and 
opinions of the time. 


DISCLPEINE 


One cannot read the minutes of this church without 
being impressed with its earnest efforts to hold the members 
up to a high standard of Christian living. Much space is 
given in recording the efforts of the church to maintain 
peace and harmony among its members. The church held 
to the doctrine that brethren must-not resort to law, but 
must bring their disputes before the church for settlement, 
no matter whether they be of a pecuniary or personal nature. 
Time and again the church took cognizance of the ill feeling 
of one member toward another, summoned the disputants 
before it, settled their differences, saw that mutual apologies 
were made and peace and harmony restored. The rules of 
order required that in case of claim or debt where one mem- 
ber may have complaint against another the complainant 
shall state the matter and have it brought before the church 
to be settled by the active members or a committee appointed 
for the purpose. Many disputes were thus settled. 


Sometimes we find slanderous tongues began to wag, 
reflecting on the good name of some brother or sister. In- 
vestigations were made and results recorded. One of the 
most interesting of these investigations was a report cir- 
culated concerning Elder William Todd who was charged 
with saying there should be two communion tables, one for 
the rich and one for the poor. It is useless to say that the 
charge was found to be false. 


A member of this church made a complaint against my 
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erandfather, John Bagby, of Bruington Church, charging 
him with usury and a joint committee of the two churches — 
was appointed to investigate the charge. ‘Their report ex- 
onerating Mr. Bagby is found in the minutes. There are re-. 
corded quite a number of disputes between members of the 
church and Dr. Zachary Lewis, a prominent and active mem- 
ber of the church, a courtly but evidently imperious phy- 
sician of prominence in this section. His disputes culminated 
in a serious split in the church in 1847 and the records show 
that a faction under his leadership, antagonistic to Elder 
William Todd, withdrew from the church. 


Many are the causes of discipline, the most prolific of 
which was intemperance. Many members were excommuni- 
cated for this offense. Among the other causes of discipline 
were non-payment of debts, resistence of public authority, 
fighting, fornication, playing at cards and whist, dancing, 
swearing, slander, separation of husband from wife, cruelty 
of daughter to mother, pleading of statute of limitation and 
other methods of taking advantage of legal technicalities to 
avoid just debts, writing insulting letters to the pastor, non- 
attendance on public worship and on business sessions of the 
church, non-payment of church dues, etc. 


DOCTRINES 


The minutes disclose strict adherence to certain dis- 
tinctive doctrines held by the church, such as baptism by 
immersion only. On one occasion we find that an immersed 
Methodist applied for membership in the church. He had 
been baptized by a Methodist who had himself been im- 
mersed, and the question was presented as to whether the 
applicant should be admitted to the church without rebaptism. 
The vote was in the affirmative by the narrow margin of 
one vote. 


A second doctrine, zealously guarded, was that only im- 
mersed believers should partake of the Lord’s Supper. Mem- 
bers communing with churches other than the Baptist, and 
other denominations partaking of communion in this church, 
were subjects of consideration. Members were excluded for 
communing with other denominations and, on one occasion, 
the question of the deacons handing the elements to Chris- 
tians of other denominations who happened to be here on 
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communion Sunday, was made the subject of an elaborate 
report adopted by the church. The conclusion was that 
deacons in this church could not properly hand the elements 
to those of other denominations, or even to the immersed 
Reformers, as the Disciples were then called. The ground 
for withholding the communion from immersed Reformers 
was, that to allow them to commune would be to endorse 
their doctrines. The action of the church thereon was (that 
in conformity with the long established usage) they should 
invite to the communion only those who are “of the same 
faith and order,” a usage now long since abandoned by many 
Baptist churches.

Pee, Ob TAR CAURCH TOWARD SALE AND 
USE OF INTOXICATING LIOUOR 


In the early days of the church it set itself against the er- 
cessive use of liquor only, not against its moderate use and sale. 
Later on (1859) we find the church opposing the sale of liquor by 
retail “to be drank at the place where sold.’”’ And yet later we 
find the church excluding members for selling liquor either as 
proprietor or employee. And yet later (1896), we find it making 
the subject of discipline those who patronized barrooms. And to- 
day we would doubtless find the sentiment of the church to be for 
the absolute prohibition by law of the manufacture and sale of 
liquor. e 


There is one marked difference between the minutes of the 
first fifty years of the church’s history and the minutes of the half 
century which follows. In the latter references to discipline and 
doctrine have almost entirely disappeared. 


mL li TUDE TOWARD: THE COLORED PE@PLE 


From the beginning, negroes slaves and free, were admitted to 
membership. They were assigned separate seats in the church 
and white members were appointed to keep order among them. 
The slaves were frequently subjected to discipline, the chief causes 
of which were theft and fornication. It seems there was no 
occasion to discipline them for intemperance, which was so often 
the cause for exclusion of white members. We find the church 
very solicitous as to the religious welfare of the slaves. Com- 
mittees were appointed to instruct them. On one occasion we find 
the church appealing to the masters to have cold dinners on Sunday 
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so as to permit the house servants to attend services, and also ap-- 
pealing to the masters to give the slaves some time off on days 
other than Sunday so that they might make their purchases 
at the stores on week days. This discloses the fact that it 
was common in those days for stores to remain open on 
Sunday. 


After the War Between the States a large number of the 
colored members withdrew and formed a church of their own, 
and later on those who remained were requested to withdraw. But 
the church did not lose its interest in the colored people and ap- 
pointed committees to aid and guide them in their religious activi- 
ties. In this connection an amusing story is told, not concerning 
this church, but quite illustrative of the conditions of the times. 


Soon after the Civil War, when there were no schools for 
negro preachers, many ex-slaves who could neither read nor write 
were licensed to preach, but they were usually required first to ap- 
pear before a committee of white preachers to stand an examina- 
tion, touching their knowledge of the scriptures. One old darkey 
who was ambitious to preach because, said he: “I am tired of 
having to work for a living”, appeared before the examining board, 
applying for a license. The first question they asked him was 
what he knew about the Epistles. He replied: “‘Well, Gent’men, 
I don’t know nothin’ about the Epistles, ceptin’ they was wives of 
the Apostles, but I knows all about the Parables.” “Well,” said 
the Chairman, “Give the Board one gf the Parables from the 
Bible.” 


The old negro slowly arose, took his old bandana handker- 
chief out of his pocket, wiped off his brow and with great dignity 
and impressiveness raised his right hand as if pronouncing the 
benediction and began : 


“And lo, the Queen of Sheba, she went down unto Jerus’lem, 
seated on a mule and behold, the mule flung her and she fell among 
thieves, and they passed by on the other side, but she got again on 
the mule’s back and rid her down to Jerus’lem and as she rode, she 
lifted up her eyes and seed them a-cumin’ afar off, and five of 
dem were wise and five of dem were foolish, and dey came forth 
to meet her with palmleaf fans in there hands, cryin’ ‘Great is 
Susannana of the Ephesian’s’ and dey waved dem palm-leaf fans 
in dat mule’s face, which were a colt, and she sure must been 
’spired of God or she couldn’t sot upon that colt under dem cir- 
cumstances. And as she rode down de streets of Jerus’lem she 
looked up into the second story casement windoe and she cried 
out: “Fling down Jezebel’, and the answer came back: ‘We aint 


gwine to fling down Jezebel’; and she say unto them yet a second 
time: ‘Fling down Jezebel’, and the answer came back: ‘We 
aint gwine to fling down Jezebel’; and she cried unto them yet a 
third time: ‘Fling down Jezebel’; den dey changed their minds 
and dey flung her down seventy times seven, and she busted to 
pieces which could not be numbered for their multitude and there 
was a-weepin’ and a-wailing’ and a-snatching’ out of teeth, and dey 
picked up her fragments twelve basketfuls, five loaves and two 
small fishes, and I say unto breden, ‘Who’s wife is Jezebel gwine 
to be in de day of Jedgment ?” 


THE WAR BETWEEN THE STATES 


The attitude of the church toward slavery is shown in their 
action taken in 1845 favoring the separation of the Southern and 
Northern Baptists by sending delegates to the Southern Baptist 
Convention at Augusta, Georgia. As the war came on the feeling 
rose higher and higher. Its extent is reflected in an incident which 
I have often heard my father relate. He had graduated at Colum- 
bian College, now George Washington University, Washington, 
D. C., and was about to be ordained to the Christian ministry. Dr. 
George W. Samson, the President of Columbian College, came 
down to deliver the ordaination sermon. Although he was very 
friendly to the South, he was suspected of having Northern sym- 
pathies, and the feeling against his speaking in the church was so 
intense that it was thought best not to allow him to appear. This 
was a source of deep chagrin to my father. 


When the clouds of war broke the man strength of Mattoponi 
went into the Confederate Army and we find those left at home 
passing a resolution to send to the members in the army, and the 
reply of the soldiers is recorded in the minutes. These were dark 
days and frequent prayer meetings were held in this house for the 
success of the Confederate army. Two interesting stories con- 
cerning these prayer meetings have been handed down in the 
family. Iam sorry I have forgotten the names of the chief actors 
in each, but one was a member who was suspected of great 
cowardice and who was in constant fear of the approach of the 
enemy, so much so that he was the butt of many a joke by his 
neighbors. In one of the prayer meetings held here, he was called 
on to pray. His petitions for God’s protection against the enemy 
were so earnest and so often repeated during the course of his 
prayer that it seemed suddenly to dawn upon him that his hearers 
might think he was a coward, so in the midst of his prayer he 
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exclaimed,—‘“‘But, O Lord, although we are praying for protection 
against the enemy, we would not, dear Lord, have Thee to think 
that we are afraid of the Yankees.”’ 


The other story is concerning a brother who at one of these 
prayer meetings was called upon to read the scripture and he came 
to the passage which says, “they shall come from the east and from 
the west and from the north and from the south and shall sit down 
in the kingdom of heaven”. (Luke 13-29). The good brother 
was evidently not familiar with that portion of the scripture and 
adjusting his glasses and scrutinizing the verse very closely in 
order to be sure that he had not misread it, he looked up and said, . 
“yes, brethren, those in heaven shall come from the east and the 
west and many from the south and some, even from the north, but 
very few from the north, brethren—very few.” 


A TIMID BOY ADMITTED TO MEMBERSHIP 


An interesting story is related concerning the reception in the 
church of my uncle, James Pollard, who afterwards became a 
prominent lawyer in Baltimore. There lived in my grandfather’s 
home Miss Eliza Walton, who aided my grandmother in the care 
for the four younger boys—my father, John, James, Henry R. 
and Robert N. She was devotedly attached to all of these boys, 
but James was her favorite. When James, a little boy of about 
twelve, applied for membership in the church he was, according to 
custom, questioned in the presence of the congregation by Elder 
Todd. The aged preacher looking at the timid boy said, “James, 
do you feel yourself to be a great sinner?’ The childish voice 
came back with the answer, “Yes.” Sister Walton could not re- 
strain herself and broke out with the remark, “Don’t believe him, 
Brother Todd, he never did anything wrong in his life.” 


MATTAPONT’S GREAT BENEFACTRESS 
! 
No history of this church would be complete without refer- 
ence to one whose generous gifts to the restoration of the old 
building and to the publication of this volume have placed the 
church under such a deep debt of gratitude to her. 


Not many years ago a little girl used to visit her aunt, Mrs. 


May Gresham, who lived in this neighborhood. She was a fre- 
quent attendant upon the services in this church. Here her 
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Gresham ancestors had worshipped and she had a reverence for 
the place. When she grew up she married Mr. Alfred I. DuPont, 
one of the country’s great business men and_ philanthropists. 
When she heard of the great calamity which had befallen the 
church in the fire of 1923, which left standing only the solid brick 
walls, the memory of her childhood days and her love for those 
who had gone before prompted a generous gift which made the 
restoration of the church possible. 


Mrs. DuPont’s cousin, Miss Hattie Belle Gresham, of Rich- 
mond, who was once a devoted member of this church and who 
has since distinguished herself as a teacher and as a lecturer and 
by her leadership in placing on a firm foundation Virginia’s work 
for crippled children, kindly furnishes the following statement con- 
cerning Mrs. DuPont and her relatives who were such important 
factors in the making of the history of this church. 


“Jessie Ball DuPont is the daughter of Lalla Gresham and 
Captain Thomas Ball. 


Her grandmother, Mrs. Edward Gresham (Isabella Mann), 
joined Mattaponi Church in 1853, and she, her husband and chil- 
dren—Walter, Philip, Ella, Kate, Lalla, Bunnie and Edward— 
were regular attendants. Walter later became member of Con- 
gress from Texas, Philip doctor of Virginia and Texas; Flla, 
Mrs. William Haile, of Essex; Kate, Mrs. Lewis Tyler, of King 
and Queen, and Lalla, Mrs. Thomas Ball, of Northumberland. 
Bunnie and Edward died. 


Mrs. Gresham continued a member of Mattaponi until about 
1860. She with her husband, Edward, B. A. and B. L. of William 
and Mary College, joined Exol Church, which was nearer Wood- 
lawn, to Gresham’s home. 


This church was founded and paid for mainly by Edward 
Gresham’s father, Thomas, attorney for Essex County for many 
years—and Mr. Robert Boyd of Poplar Grove. 


The two churches, Mattaponi and Exol, at this time had the 
same pastor, Dr. Alfred Bagby and the Greshams attended both 
churches and were identified with the interests of both churches 
and the children were raised under the influence of both. 


The Greshams’ two oldest sons, Walter and Philip, attended 
Dr. Bagby’s school and were taught by Josiah Ryland, who 
afterwards moved to Richmond. 


Mrs. DuPont and her sisters, Mrs. N. A. Baker, of Rich- 
mond, and Mrs. Bayard W. Wright, of Baltimore, often visited 
Mattaponi during their childhood and girlhood when visiting their 
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aunt, Mrs. May Gresham and family. Mrs. Gresham was the 
widow of Dr. Philip Gresham.” 


LARGE SUMS RAISED IN-RECENT YEARS 


The church building was injured by fire starting at ten o’clock 
on the morning of February 18, 1923. It was restored at a cost 
of $14,000.00 and was re-dedicated on August 31, 1924. An ac- 
count of the re-dedication service will be found on page 72. _ 


In 1921 the church built a parsonage at the cost of $3,500.00 
on land donated by its devoted member, Christopher C. Vaughan. 
The parsonage tract; consists of nine and nine-tenths acres, near 
Cumnor, opposite the gate to Spring Farm on the right hand side 
of the road to Stevensville on the Virginia State Highway, Route 
No. 131. 


This volume printed in pursuance of action of the church 
taken October 9, 1926, is sent forth with the hope that its pages 
may be an inspiration to the members ot the church through the 
years to come. It is believed to be a faithful picture of what took 
place here. No attempt has been made to gloss over or to cover 
up the mistakes which the church has made or the shortcomings of 
its members. The bad as well as the good is recorded. The bad 
in order that we may avoid the mistake of the past, and the good, 
that we; may be inspired to still greater usefulness. In this one 
respect it is like the Bible itself, for there we find recorded without 
any attempt at euphemisn the sins of God’s people as well as their 
virtues. But taking it all in all we have a just cause to be proud 
of what our ancesters did here. Although it is apparent that from 
time to time Satan got in his work, yet only God knows how great 
have been the fruits of those who labored here. 


It is a great thing to have had good and pious ancestors. It 
is infinitely greater to be worthy of them. Let us avoid their mis- 
takes and emulate their virtues.

A SKETCH OF MATTAPONI CHURCH 
King and Queen Co., Va. 


Prepared by order of the Church and under a call of the 
General Association, by a committee, consisting of 
John Pollard, Wm. P. Courtney and A. Bagby. 
March, 1875. 


Elder William Todd was the father and founder of this 
Church. Baptized into Bruington Church in 1800, licensed to 
preach in 1802, he was “ordained in April 1804 by a Presby- 
tery consisting of Elder R. B. Semple & Ivison Lewis. His 
first appearance in the Dover association was as a delegate 
from Bruington church in 1803, when he was chosen assistant 
Clerk. He held this office till 1820, when Elder Reuben Ford, 
the Clerk having died, Elder Todd was elected Clerk; which 
position he held till 1832, having been present at every meet- 
ing except one.” (McGill). Your committee have not the 
data enabling them to fix the exact time at which Elder Todd 
began his labors in this region, though we think we can not 
be far wrong in expressing the opinion that it was about the 
year 1804; for in that year he accepted the pastorate of Lower 
King and Queen Church, he then residing at King and Queen 
Ct. House & acting as Deputy Clerk of the Courts. It is 
proper to say in this connection, that he continued his pas- 
torate with that church till his death in’ Dec. 1855,—a period 
of more than half a century. Being a prominent young 
preacher, full of hope & zeal he commenced the work, going 
from house to house, in the region round about the Ct. House, 
and so readily did the people receive the truth that in a short 
time, it was found necessary to erect a house of worship for 
the accommodation of the growing congregation. A rough 
and uncomfortable framed house was erected on the land of 
Mr. Robert Pollard about 3% of a mile below the Ct. House. 
Here he continued to expound the word for several years with 
continued success. But the congregation so largley increased 
that this house soon became too small to accommodate the 
people & meetings were appointed to be held at a deserted 
tenement called familiarly “The old brick Church’—being 
one of the many and magnificent and substantial edifices 
dating from continental times & erected for the “Church of 
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England” of that day, being some 5 miles northward & west- 
ward from the County seat. | 

The antiquity of the house dates back to the last quarter 
of the 17th century, as is indicated by an inscription on a 
Tombstone here dated 1708. Bro. Todd & his friends found 
this house in a very dilapidated condition,—entirely out of 
use, except as an abode of owls & bats & of the beasts of the 
fields. Mr. Thos. Jeffries owned the adjacent lands and 
claimed the house and lot. Bro. Todd & others aiding him, 
cleared out the rubbish and began here the labor of years. 
In 1816 it was deemed fit to repair and fit up the house & in 
1817, by consent of Mr. Jeffries, it was taken through a gen- 
eral repair, under the auspices of Robert Pollard, Sr., Capt. 
Robert Courtney, Thomas Jeffries & others friendly to the 
cause; and from this time the Gospel was regularly preached 
here by Elder Todd once a month. Banded together as a 
branch of Lower King and Queen Ch., the brethren also had 
the ordinances administered amongst them, & meetings for 
discipline were held. The first person regularly inducted 
into the Ch. here was Mrs. Susanna Bagby, a sister of Mr. 
Jeffries, above mentioned, and the grand mother of three 
Baptist Ministers of the next generation. She was baptized 
in the Lake or “Big Pond” near by. The Ch. continued to 
grow and be multiplied until the year 1828 when it was 
thought expedient for the congregation to be fully organ- 
ized. Accordingly on the goth of Nov..1828, the necessary 
preliminary steps having been taken, a ch. covenant & con- 
stitution were adopted. Present Elders Phillip Taliaferro & 
Wm..Todd. The names SEDGE ze to this covenant &c are 
as follows: Sj

In addition to these the Ch., reports to the Association 
(Dover) in 1829, a total of 43 colored members—making a 
grand total at that time of 104. | 

William Todd was chosen Pastor, Thos. Jeffries & John 
Redd, Deacons & John: Pollard, Clerk and Treas. Bro. Todd 
continued his ministry here once a month as was customary 
then among the churches. Church meetings were held regu- 
larly, monthly, for the transaction of business— the members 
being punctual in their attendance and prompt in the exer- 
cise of discipline among wayward and disorderly members. 
The besetting sin of the intemperate use of. ardent spirits 


was common in that day & it became necessary to exclude 
several brethren on this account. But the Ch. fearlessly 
stood to the right & maintained its churchly character. All 
the benevolent operations of the day found here a patron. 
The Sabbath School, organized many years before, became 
as will be presently seen a prominent object with many mem- 
bers & its success in after years remarkable. The con- 
gregation greatly increased under Elder Todd’s labors & the 
house of worship being badly provided with seats, many of 
the latter being benches without backs, & the old high and 
enclosed “Pews”’ badly arranged for comfort, it was deter- 
mined to have the old pews & benches removed & the house 
reseated after the modern style. This was accordingly done 
in 1834. Elder Todd with Robert Pollard & Robert Courtney, 
(the two last named not then being members of the Ch.) 
were appointed to carry out the wishes of the Church. In 
1836 the Ch. contributed $33.25 to constitute their Pastor a 
life director of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
& about this time contributed also to the support & comfort 
of their Pastor. In 1839 The Church considering it important 
to its growth & prosperity invited Elder J. Bird to preach 
regularly the 4th Sabbath in each month, which he accepted. 
In 1840 contributions of the Ch. & Female Missionary So- 
ciety to outside benevolent objects amounted to $170. About 
this time some doubt being expressed, regarding the validity 
of the Title to the Ch. lot & house of worship, brethren Pol- 
lard & Courtney were appointed to investigate the title, who 
subsequently reported, recommending that a warrant should 
be laid upon the property, which was accordingly done & one 
was procured from the Governor of the Comw., in the name 
of John Pollard, dated July 30, 1841, for 2% acres, on which 
the Brick Church now stands & which bro. Pollard presented 
to the Church, making deed to Trustees conveying house & 
lot for the use of Mattaponi Baptist Church and thus the 
controversy was ended. This done, the Ch. took steps to have 
their house thoroughly repaired. 


In the meantime Elder Bird having declined filling the 
Pulpit longer, in April 1841 Elder Thos. B. Evans was invited 
to supply his place and entered upon the work agreeably to 
this invitation. Elder Evans was baptized into the fellow- 
ship of this Ch. in 1831 & had subsequently removed to the 
County of Middlesex & had labored for a time acceptably at 


Lower King and Queen Ch. In May of this year Elder R. 
H. Bagby was licensed to preach. The Ch. this year sub- 
scribed $100.00 to bro. Todd & $60.0q to bro. Evans for ser-" 
vices rendered in Pulpit & otherwise, as ministers. In 1842 
Elder Evans, having declined serving longer, Elder R. H. 
Bagby was invited to occupy the Pulpit on every 4th Sunday 
& accepted. About this time the Ch. began to make sys- 
tematic provisions for its, poor according to the teachings 
of our Lord & Master. July 9, 1842, Elder R. H. Bagby was 
ordained to the ministry & Phil Eubank & Benj. P. Cooke— 
deacons of the Ch. On the same day Elder N. G. Collins of 
Pittsbrg. Penn., being providentially present with us at his 
instance a protracted meeting commenced. Preaching & 
prayer were had at the Ch. during the day and from house to 
house at night. In a short time an impression so deep en- 
sued, that nearly every family in the neighborhood was 
brought under the influence of the Gospel, extending even 
beyond this community into contiguous neighborhoods until 
it became the greatest revival ever known in this section of 
country. Hundreds were added to the Chs. & in this ch. 
alone, there were baptized on the 17th July 1842, 45 white & 
37 colored & on Aug. 14th, 28 white and 25 col’d, making a 
total of 135, & the interest continuing several months many 
more were brought into the Ch. Moreover we refer with 
pleasing emotions to the fact that nearly all who united 
themselves with the Ch. during this period remained sted- 
fast & became among the most useful members of the Ch., 
some of them have already passed to the land of light & love 
while others are still shining lights in their masters cause. 


Soon after this a special committee was appointed to 
superintend the meetings of the col’d members, giving them 
instruction out of the scriptures, best calculated to promote 
their spiritual welfare. 


During this year the Ch. raised $175.00 for the preaching 
of the Gospel in our own Ch. In Dec. of this year Elder R. 
H. Bagby was dismissed from our fellowship, he having been 
called to the pastorate of Bruington Church, which Church 
he continued to serve faithfully & with great efficiency till 
his death in Oct. 1871. In January of 1843 Elder W. B. Todd 
was licensed to preach—in Dec. he was invited to fill the 
Pulpit one Sabbath monthly, & on Jan. 8th 1848, was fully 
ordained to the Gospel Ministry—Phillip Montague, Wm. 


Todd & R. H. Bagby constituting the Presbytery. In March 
1848 Elder Wm. B. Todd was elected associate Pastor. In 
May 1843 the Ch. having learned with regret that the Bishop 
of this Diocese had made an appointment to hold several days 
meetings in our house of worship without consulting this 
Church, it was unanimously resolved that the appointment 
be resisted. This was communicated to the authorities of 
the Protestant Epis. Ch. the appointment rescinded & quietus 
put upon further demands of like character from that source. 
In July of the same year (1843) bro. Wm. H. Pollard, who 
had been previously received into our fellowship by experi- 
ence & baptism, from the Presbyterian Ch. of Pr. Ed. Co. 
Va., was licensed to preach the Gospel according to the rules 
& regulations of the Bap. Ch. ang on Mar 8th 1845 bro. Pol- 
lard was ordained by a Presbytery consisting of Elders Wm. 
Todd, Thos. B. Evans & R. H. Bagby. 


The subject of Ch. Finances, which had up to this time 
been conducted without a proper system had now assumed 
such importance that the church resolved to adopt what is 
called the assessment plan for raising funds. So far as we 
know we were the first in our association to adopt an idea 
which now generally prevails throughout the chs. in Va. In 
Oct. of this year the association met with us in its annual 
session. About this time unfortunate dissensions arose in 
the Church involving at length all the members & threaten- 
ing complete disruption. For months controversy raged. The 
dear brethren thus arrayed in hostile attitude were the very 
same who, but two years before had mingled voices & hearts 
together in a meeting almost unparalleled, where the God of 
the Church was so potently present & where'so many souls 
were taught the love of Jesus. But now—Oh! sad scene! 
' over which an Angel weeps! All this was forgotten & Satan 
was for a time allowed to rule where only Christ had the 
right. The character of the church which McGill in his 
“sketches” declares, “scarcely second to any in the associa- 
tion for works of love sadly declined—its influence for good 
for a time paralyzed—a number of its members withdrew & 
the consequences were felt for long years. Let this circum- 
stance be a standing admonition to us of the folly of church 
dissensions & let us guard our harmony & christian union 
as a sacred deposit! Although however the dark & frowning 
clouds wore away & our venerable old Pastor was permitted 


ere he died to see returning peace and prosperity, O, blessed. 
peace which Jesus gave to his disciples—the Emblem of 
Heaven! 

In Mar. 1848 the Church suffered great loss in the death 
of Deacon P. Eubank & in 1852 of Deacon Ro. Courtney, both 
of whom were kind, modest, loving earnest Christians & in- 
fluential active ch. members. Also it suffered the loss, in 
1852 of bro. Thos. Pollard, a young man of much usefulness 
& of great promise. 

From its first existence as a body, this church has taken 
a decided stand on the subject of intemperance. In 1850 came 
the very unusual case of the excommunication of one of its 
female members for intemperance.’ In Mar. 1847 a female 
member was disciplined on the charge of endeavoring to 
evade the payment of a just debt by a false plea. This mat- 
was afterwards adjusted to the satisfaction of the Ch. It is 
to be hoped that our women of the present generation will 
prove an improvement on those of the past. 


During the year 1846 four deacons were appointed— 
viz—John Pollard, Jno. N. Gresham, P. E. Brooke & Benj. P. 
Cooke. In Sept. 1845 it was resolved to contribute monthly 
for the support of the Ch. Early attention was given to the 
poor in our midst & in July 1849 systematic contributions 
for this purpose were received. Many years before this a 
Female Missionary Society had been organized by the ladies 
of the church & at the period above named it had become an 
instrument most valuable and effective for good. It still 
holds up its head amid surrounding difficulties, at this writing 
-a monument of half a century to the zeal & devotion of Chris- 
tian women. Our Sabbath School was organized, as well as 
we can say from the data in our possession, as early as 1816 
or 17—was formerly adopted by the church in 1848 (Apl.) 
& thence dates a new era in its existence. No one acquainted 
with the history off the Church, can doubt that our Sabbath 
School has been a fruitful source of our prosperity as a ch.; 
as many in this day will bless it for its potent influence. In 
Sept. 1853 the ch. was called to mourn the death of the asso- 
ciate Pastor, Dr. Wm. B. Todd—a man eminent in his pro- 
fession as a Physician, gifted in intellect, pure in spirit & 
faithful & useful as a minister of the Gospel; and in Dec. 
following that of its venerable Pastor Elder Wm. Todd—the 
founder & father of this ch. He was 78 years of age and in 


the 52 year of his Ministry, having been ordained in Sept. 
1804, as above mentioned—(See Res. passed by the Church 
at his death). In April 1856 Elder Alfred Bagby was invited 
to assume the pastorate, which relation he yet maintains. In 
1857 the church contributed $361.75 to the work of the Gen- 
eral Association of Va. & in 1859, $386.21. In April 1858 the 
matter of communing with Pedo baptists & Reformers arose 
& was finally settled in the negative by-the adoption of a pre- 
amble & res. as reported by a committee—2 “Painful Chris- 
tian duty to Christ” as it is expressed on the occasion. Early 
in 1859 the house of worship was carried through repairs, 
the roof repaired, walls plastered—all neatly painted & a 
Baptistry added—the whole cost $1641.88. 

In Octo. 1859 much trouble was occasioned on the sub- 
ject of Dancing & the traffic in Ardent spirits. In 1863 these 
questions were set at rest by the exclusion of some who re- 
fused to abide the Decision of the Ch. which was adverse in 
each case. Jan. IIth 1862 a letter of affectionate remem- 
brance is recorded as addressed by the church to its brethren 
& members in the army and in Feb. a suitable answer from 
them. In Aug. 1864 the association was appointed to meet 
with us, but was postponed to the last of Octo. by reason of 
a raid of the Public Enemy. In Aug———— Report on Fi- 
nances brought in by Rev. A. F. Scott a member-chman of 
Comm. which should be noted. It proposes three ways to 
raise funds for the cause of God. Ist by laying aside weekly 
something for God—2nd By Estimating yearly income & give 
God a fixed & liberal part—3rd By giving to God a portion 
of the proceeds of the labor of so many days in each Month. 
In Jan. 1869 trouble arose between the Pastor and Church 
about the matter of Finances, culminating in his resignation 
in Dec. following. He was ultimately recalled. Nov. 1870 
the death of Rev. R. H. Bagby, D. D. is recorded & suitable 
resolutions adopted. In Jan. 1859 Rev. Jno. Pollard, Jr. was 
licensed to preach—In Dec. 1863 Bro. Jos. W. Hart & in 
Sept 72 bro. W. T. Hundley, were also licensed to preach. 
Precious revivals occurred in this church in 1856-57, 58, 59, 
60, 63, 65, 69, 72. 


SKETCH OF MATTAPONI BAPTIST CHURCH 
King and Queen County, Va. 
By ALFRED BAGBY, D. D. 
1909 


If the.story of the individual be interesting and instruc- 
tive, much more should be an aggregation of individuals, 
such as a church of Christ. The first recognized history of 
a church is that given by “The Beloved Physician,’ Luke, in 
the Acts of the Apostles, of the church at Jerusalem. 

In the early days of this colony, the church of England 
was predominant. It had come in with the first emigrants ; 
and with the backing of the King of Great Britain and Ire- 
land (James the First), it was master of the situation. Houses 
of worship were erected at suitable points by the govern- 
ment, in some cases elaborate, substantial and beautifully 
ornamented, for the exclusive use of the church. No other 
religionist dared show his head. The citizens were mulcted 
—church member or no church member—to support the es- 
tablished church; and moreover, every man was compelled 
to attend church, or else be fined so much tobacco for his 
failure. 

Under these conditions, the people became restive and 
the church became more and more unpopular. This con- 
tinued for one hundred and seventy-five years. Then came 
the great revolution of 1775-1783. Those great men in our 
early history; Thomas Jefferson and James Madison came 
to the help of our people crying for freedom, and they finally 
triumphed. Church houses of the establishment were emp- 
tied of worshippers and left to the destruction of the ele- 
ments. This was the exact condition with the house in which 
we worship today, usually known in that remote time as “The 
Old Brick Church.” The floor being on a level with the 
grounds outside, and doors and windows flung wide. open, 
beasts of the field and fowls of the air held carnival within 
these splendid walls, making it a resort from the storms of 
winter and from the hot suns of July and August. Tradition 
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told, when I was a boy, that an old crazy woman was accus- 
tomed to make her bed in the elevated pulpit, and mingle 
her voice of song with the voice of birds and the heavier 
notes of the brutes around her. I remember well, too, the 
condition of things within the house some years later on. The 
house, built in the shape of a cross, and of materials more 
durable than the solid rock, had entrances from three direc- 
tions—south, north and west. This last was doubtless the 
main entrance. High up against the wall at the eastern end 
were the Creed, the Ten Commandments, and the Lord’s 
Prayer, inscribed on a large tablet in gilt and gold. The or- 
namented pulpit with great sounding-board above and bal- 
ustraded steps leading up, stood high overhead at the north- 
eastern angle. Running along on the left of the aisle as one 
entered the south door was a row of family pews, high as 
one’s shoulder. A gentleman driving up in his coach and 
four would lead the wife and children into one of these pews, 
close the door and be almost as much at home as in his own 
chamber. This was the condition, prior to the revolution, 
but at the beginning of the year of grace, 1800, this magnifi- 
cent house was one sad scene of desolation. Three years 
later several honorable gentlemen living near—Captain Rob- 
ert Courtney, Major Thomas Jeffries, and others, though 
non-church members, bethought themselves of the propriety 
of having the worship of God in the community. They came 
up here, cleared out the accumulated rubbish of many years, 
brushed the cob webs from wall and window and looked around 
to find someone to speak the word to the people. 


About the year 1800 a young man came from Charlotte 
County, and stopping in for a while with friends at Hanover 
Court House, came thence into the office of his uncle, Robert 
Pollard, Sr., clerk of King and Queen Court, and by and by 
became a Deputy Clerk. In some way he presently came 
under the influence of Rev. Dr. Semple, pastor of Bruington 
Church, and had been baptized by that distinguished gentle- 
man. When, in 1803, Mr. Todd was invited by the several 
gentlemen aforementioned to hold service. at the Brick 
Church, he readily complied. This was the first service held 
here since the revolution. The young man holding it was 
William Todd. For fifty years and more he-held up the light 
of life before the people of this community. A memorial 
window to him and to his son, Rev. William B. Todd, asso- 
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ciate pastor, is in full view to the audience. Brother Todd 
labored here for twenty odd years, baptizing now and then 
such as were saved, without any formal church organization. 
November the goth, 1828, seventeen males and forty-three 
females, sixty in all, were organized into the Mattaponi Bap- 
tist Church. William Todd was elected pastor and John Redd 
and Thomas Jeffries, deacons, and so the church was for- 
mally launched. 

It is proper to say here that an old framed house on the 
right of the road below King and Queen Court House and 
over half-mile distant, had been previously occupied by a 
band of people calling themselves by the identical name of 
the new church. Here the Dover Association met on one or 
more occasions. In that day religion in the community was 
at a’discount. The elect were few and scattered; hence the 
organization of a church here was somewhat of a sensation, 
and many no doubt, mocked and jeered. In 1832 the subject 
of putting needed repairs upon the house was mooted; but 
inasmuch as the title to the house was regarded by some as 
insubstantial, the matter was postponed to a future date, 
and meantime a committee was appointed to make sure the 
needed title. There appears to have been no serious trouble 
regarding the matter up to this date. In 1840 Colonel John 
Pollard who had been named for the purpose, secured from 
the then governor of Virginia a warrant for the church house 
and two and one-half acres of land immediately adjacent. 
Colonel Pollard at once transferred the title to trustees to 
hold the property ad infinitum. A small lot adjacent to this 
was donated to the church by Judge James M. Jeffries and the 
present holding was completed by a later donation by Henry R. 
and Robert N. Pollard. These grounds have been used for 
burying the dead for more than two hundred years. The 
oldest tombstone is erected to the memory of Colonel Jacob 
Lumpkin, (Dux Militum), in 1708. 

George and Mary Braxton, father and mother of Carter 
Braxton, a member of the Committee of Safety, and a repre- 
sentative in Congress, who, along with Thomas Jefferson, 
Richard Henry Lee, Patrick Henry and others, affixed his 
name to the immortal declaration of July 4, 1776. How many 
precious memories are associated with the many graves 
which have been opened and closed on these grounds? 

In July, 1842, a meeting to continue several days with 
evangelizing intent, was appointed to begin. Quite a num- 
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ber assembled on Saturday. While the meeting was in prog- 
ress, a stranger entered at the south door, coming unan- 
nounced, and giving his name as Rev. Nathan G. Collins, of 
Pittsburg, Penn. Brother Collins came seeking help to erect 
a house of worship and by invitation he consented to aid in 
the meeting then in progress. In the good providence of 
God, Christians of different denominations gathered around 
him and the days passed in singing, prayer and preaching 
and shouts of praise of God. The writer recalls no such 
wide-spread and hearty religious enthusiasm as ensued in 
all his long life. Mr. Collins’ preaching was simple, evan- 
gelical and in demonstration of the spirit and of power. Men 
and women un-used to tears fell weeping before God; many 
of them, heads of families, and when we came to sum up, 
one hundred and thirty-five were baptized by the pastor, 
Rey. R. H. Bagby assisting him, and forty-five colored per- 
sons in addition. The writer vividly recalls the really re- 
markable singing of a Methodist brother, Mr. Richard Wyatt, 
who led hour after hour and day after day, never tiring and 
never flagging; his voice resounding along the elevated walls 
of the church, and the great congregations joining in the 
melodies of praise. That was a scene never to be forgotten! 

Alas, how often in the history of churches is such a meet- 
ing a precursor of sad days! A few years later trouble arose 
Over some matter of discipline in the church, in which par- 
ties were formed, and notwithstanding numerous efforts to 
effect a reconciliation, it grew in proportions, degenerating 
into angry controversy; the church was rent in twain and 
the remnants scattered to the four winds. Many left and 
joined other churches; the now venerable pastor was bowed 
to the earth in anxiety and grief, but few attended the house 
of prayer, and Satan exulted in glee. Beware of strife and 
division in your churches! Yet God left not himself without 
witness for Thomas B. Evans and Richard Hugh Bagby were 
both in this general period inducted into the gospel ministry. 
Each of these were eminently successful, and one of them 
among the most valuable men in the Virginia ministry. Ten 
men in all up to date, May 18, 1909, have been commissioned 
by this church to herald the gospel, and two years ago the 
remarkable fact appeared that Mattaponi Church had more 
young men studying for the ministry than all the remaining 
churches in the Rappahannock Association together. We 
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have one man a missionary, and also a grandson and a grand 
daughter of the church in the foreign field. 

But we are anticipating. About, 1820 the establishment 
of Sunday schools was beginning to be mooted in our 
churches and in 1832 a school was opened at Mattaponi. We 
have no records of the school, however, until 1842. In that 
year Wiliam B. Todd was made Superintendent, Robert 
Courtney assistant and B. P. Cooke, secretary. The list of 
scholars include quite a number who afterwards became 
prominent in church work. Colonel John Pollard was super- 
intendent of this Sunday-school for thirty-four years con- 
secutively; his sons, H. R. and Robert N. Pollard succeeded 
him in office to date. 


About the year 1835 a dozen or two ladies of the church 
banded themselves together as a sewing circle, to meet from 
house to house to manufacture and sell various articles of 
clothing and bedding to raise funds for Christian purposes. 
In this work, Miss Priscilla Pollard, Mrs. Martha Harwood 
and Mrs. Julia Todd were leaders. This society developed 
later into the Mattaponi Female Missionary Society, which 
has accomplished a great work in aid of foreign and home 
missions. Some of the most eminent ministers accepted in- 
vitations and have, at their annual missionary meetings, 
preached before crowded houses—the work still goes on. 

In 1861 the war came on, and here, as elsewhere, church 
work was greatly hampered. However, we kept together 
while our soldier boys fought with Lee and when the war 
ceased we renewed our efforts. 

Elder William Todd continued his labors till his death 
in December, 1855, with his son, Doctor William’ B. Todd as 
assistant. In September, 1855, Doctor Todd passed to his 
reward and his father joined him in his heavenly home in a 
few months. Soon after Doctor Todd’s death, the writer 
a young and inexperienced man, was called as associate pas- 
tor, with the venerable Todd and when the latter died, suc- 
ceeded to the pastorate. When he came to the work, he 
found matters in an exceedingly depressed and ruinous con- 
dition. Congregations were small, interest flagging and the 
prospect gloomy indeed. For three long years he labored 
against winds and tide, leaning hard upon God, and deploring 
his own weakness. Then came copious showers of blessing; 
meetings were held at Mattaponi and Exol successively, and 
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scores of men and women were brought into the fold of the 
two churches. In these meetings the young pastor was 
greatly encouraged and aided by the beloved Evans, Diggs, 
R. H. Bagby and others, and his heart was made glad at 
seeing that his labor had not been in vain. Among those 
brought in during these meetings and just later were two 
young men whose names are fragrant: John W. and W. T. 
Hundley, and the present pastor of the church, Rev. J. W. 
Hart, was soon after ordained and went forth to his good 
work. In all, since its organization in 1828, the church has. 
had but four pastors; William Todd, Alfred Bagby, who 
served from 1855 to 1890, Rev. O. D. Loving, a man greatly 
beloved came in 1891, and served eleven years, and Rev. J. W. 
Hart, who came in 1905. In all these years the noble women 
of the church have been an ever present, enthusiastic and ef- 
ficient aid and deserve to be immortalized. 

In 1870, the colored members of the church were de- 
tached by letter and organized a church of their own, called 
Zion. They prove themselves among God’s elect and are 
doing valuable work. Several young ministers have gone 
out from among them; one of them, their present pastor, 
Rev. Marcus Sparks, a son of their first pastor, Rev. Beverly 
Sparks, a worthy son of a worthy father. We are of opinion 
that much of the success of this last enterprise is due to 
kindly attention given to them before the war by pastor and 
such men as Lewis Jeffries, John South and Colonel John Pollard, 
who met steadily with them, giving them instructions in the 
scriptures and encouraging them to sing,pray and speak in 
their regular meetings. 


Here we give the names of ministers who have been sent 
out by Mattaponi Church: Thomas B. Evans, Richard Hugh 
Bagby, William B. Todd, John Pollard, Jr., Joseph W. Hart, 
William T. Hundley, George T. Lumpkin, William S. Brooke, 
William P. Brooke and H. L. Dunn; besides these it is proper 
to mention that valuable men who afterwards entered the 
ministry, were once numbered among the scholars in our 
Sunday-school, notably: George F. Bagby, J. Horace New- 
bill and Joseph L. Hart, now a missionary in Brazil. 

Among the most consecrated and earnest Christian men 
of the church these we must take occasion to mention: Thom- 
as Jeffries, William Campbell, John South, Col. John Pollard, 
Lewis Jeffries, Philip Brooke, John N. Gresham, John Wash- 
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ington, Thomas B. Hart, Philip Eubank, (one of the most 
valuable men any church can boast.) John Redd, B. P. Cooke, 
Captain Robert Courtney and his son, William P. Courtney, 
George W. Cooke, Cornelius H. Carlton, Walter R. Carlton, 
Charles C. Saunders, Judson R. Land and others. And of the 
women, these: Miss Priscilla Pollard, Mrs. Martha Har- 
wood, Mrs. Betsy Bird, Mrs. Harriet Gresham, Mrs. Mary 
Hawes, Mrs. Julia Todd, Mrs. Juliet Pollard, Mrs. Sarah Jane 
Bagby, for many years secretary of the women’s missionary 
society, Mrs. Hannah Gresham, Mrs. Mary Hall, Mrs. Pris- 
cilla Campbell, Mrs. Ella Diggs, Mrs. Katherine Bird, Mrs. 
May Gresham, Mrs. Virginia Smith, Mrs. Sarah Pollard, one 
of the best of Sunday-school teachers, Mrs. Emeline Cooke, 
an officer in the female missionary society. 


Repairs have been put on the building three separate 
times; in 1842 the family pews, pulpit and reading desk were 
removed, the floor raised, a partition built cutting off the east 
end of the cross and a modern pulpit erected against the par- 
tition. In 1859 a baptistry of brick and cement was placed 
under the pulpit, a cistern formed in the basement underneath 
and dressing rooms arranged for white and colored candi- 
dates; the old seats were taken out and more modern ones 
put in their place. In 1879, the plastering beginning to fall 
from the high ceiling, the whole of that portion of the wall 
was removed and replaced with boards which were neatly 
varnished; this is decidedly ornamental; also roof was cov- 
ered anew. Soon after the completion of this work it was 
discovered one day just after the congregation had dispersed 
that the interior roof had taken fire just over the stove to 
the left of the pulpit; several members, who happened to re- 
main yet on the ground, rushed to the rescue and by heroic 
efforts, under the guidance and direction of Brother Judson R. 
Land, saved the roof and the building. | 

The great old pulpit Bible, eighteen by twenty-four 
inches is yet well preserved. 


A SKETCH OF LOWER ST. STEPHEN’S PARISH 
CHURCH—NOW MATTAPONY 


(Appearing in History of King & Queen Co., Va. 
by Bagby 1908)

There is a section of Virginia where the Church once 
flourished; where, in Colonial days, our people from the 
motherland came to make their new homes, bringing with 
them the religious teachings handed down through the age 
by their forefathers, and building houses of worship in the 
land of their adoption. Time has wrought many changes, 
and among them the elimination alike of name and memory 
of many of these houses. 

In the northern part of the county of Middlesex and 
throughout the counties of King William and King and Queen 
there is not one Colonial church where the services of the 
Book of Common Prayer are read today. Yet time was when 
it was the; book of worship of the country. In this section 
there are no less than six, and probably more, Colonial 
churches which are now occupied by other religious bodies, 
they having been abandoned by their original occupants more 
than a hundred years ago. 

Among these venerable buildings is the Old Brick or 
Lower Church of St. Stephen’s Parish, King and Queen County. 
It stands in the southern section of the county, near the 
King William line, about three miles from Mattapony River, 
in a body of woods in which are many of the fine old trees 
that, like the church, have been identified with the lives of 
those who worshiped in the latter and now sleep their dream- 
less slumber under their branches and its walls. Could the 
whisperings of the winds through the branches of these 
giants of the forest be translated into words and become the 
story of long-gone days, many indeed would be the interest- 
ing lives which would be brought to light. 

The building is of brick; whether brought from England 
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in accordance with the prevalent tradition or not, is not 
known. For solidity of construction and architectural beau- 
ty it has not its superior, and probably. not its equal. among 
the churches of old Virginia... The walls are three feet in 
thickness. The brickwork is as nearly perfect as is known 
in the mason’s art, the mortar being of adamantine hardness 
and looking as fresh as if it had been spread but a few 
months, showing the marks of the trowel with peculiar clear- 
ness. The bricks are alternately glazed and plain, this ar- 
rangement contributing greatly to the quaintness and beauty 
The joists and the great timbers under the roof are of oak 
and poplar, some being so large than one’s arm can scarcely 
more than span them. They are as firm and sound through- 
out as when first put in place: this after a duration of two 
hundred years. ‘ 

The church is cruciform, of lofty proportions, and was 
built to seat about seven hundred people. Originally the 
aisles were laid with flagstones, but these have long sitce 
been removed. The ceilings are vaulted, in designs that are 
churchly and very attractive. 


At the north angle of the cross once stood the old 
‘‘three-decker” pulpit with the great sounding-board, without 
which no Colonial church was complete. These two have 
passed away. In the east end of the cross was the chancel, 
with its reredos, on which in gilt letters are painted the 
Lord’s Prayer, the Apostle’s Creed, and the Ten Command- 
ments, with the name of God in Hebrew above them. It is 
Gothic in form, being surrounded and adorned at the apex 
and corners by representations of lighted tapers. The color- 
ing is still rich and beautiful, and a retouch would make this 
reredos one of the most beautiful of its kind in Virginia. 


The churchyard is not less interesting than the church 
itself. Here are the tombs of some, and the unidentified 
graves of very many, who were doubtless of the leading 
people of the State. At the southeastern corner of the church 
are the graves of George Braxton, Esq., and his wife, the 
parents of Carter Braxton, a signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. Over each is a marble slab, in which the in- 
scriptions are scarcely decipherable, but with some difficulty 
one may read that of Mr. Braxton, as follows: “Here lies the 
body of George Braxton, Esq., who departed this life the first 
day of July, 1718, in the -Ist year of his age, leaving issue a 
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son and two daughters. He died much lamented; a good 
Christian, tender parent, kind master, a friendly, charitable 
neighbor.” 

Before the door leading into the north transept is a mar- 
ble slab. One must almost step on it in entering the church. 
The inscription, thanks to interested friends of Virginia an- 
tiquities, has been rechiseled. It reads as follows: “Jacob 
Lumpkin, Obit 14 die September, 1708.A¢tatis 64. Dux Mili- 
tum, Victor Hostium, Morte Victus. Pas adsit, vives requies, 
Eterna Sepultis.” 

So many are the unmarked and entirely defaced graves 
that, to avoid digging into them, those who use the church- 
yard now must bury their dead quite a distance from the 
building. 

There is very little to learn from the church in reference 
to its history,—only a fragment here and there. On a brick 
over the southern or front door is the name “David Minitree,”’ 
and.on another brick the letters “W. L.” The name Thomas 
Hogg, is over one of the windows. As to who these were, 
there is, as with the sleepers in the churchyard, the great 
silence. 

The Bible of the old church has been rescued from the 
ravages of the past. It gives testimony as to the name and 
antiquity of the church, which might otherwise not be known. 
It is a well preserved book, bound in undressed calf. On the 
back is the name “Brick Church.” On a fly-leaf, in a very 
legible hand, the ink being remarkably well preserved, are 
the words: “The Lower Church of St. Stephen’s Parish, in 
King! and Queen. Anno 1733, June.” 

The font is also among the articles preserved. It is of 
attractive design, the bowl large enough to contain about 
ten gallons of water. It was, many years ago, presented to 
the Old Fork Church, in Hanover, where it is now in use. 


Little is known positively of the rectors and people who 
worshiped in the old church. Bishop Meade mentions the 
Parish and some interesting facts concerning it, but his state- 
ments are based upon merely fragmentary testimony. Among 
other things he says: “This parish was probably established 
in 1691, there being no account certain of it.” In a footnote 
he states that in 1724 the Rev. John Goodwin was minister. 
The parish was thirty miles long, and had three hundred 
families and sixty communicants. The first minister of whom 
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there is record was the Rev. John Skaife, who was in charge 
in 1711. He is mentioned in Dr. Dashiels’s work on the 
“Councils in Virginia.” Others were the Revs. H. Dunbar, 
1753, and Thomas Andrews, 1793. There is a part of the 
county, called Dunbar, which can trace its name to the cler- 
gyman. A remarkably fine apple has been produced on this 
place, and is called the “Dunbar.” His name lives in a good 
fruit, typical, let it be hoped, of a life fruitful in good works. 

The names of Anderson Scott and Henry Young appear 
as lay delegates in 1785, and those of Thomas Hill and Wil- 
liam Fleet in 1796. The building was not used much after 
the Revolution, and finally was entirely deserted, and re- 
mained so for fifty years. In 1824 the Baptists began using 
it, occupying it for twelve years before, by a grant from the 
Governor of Virginia, they became its owners. They have 
been in possession ever since, and some of the most aggressive 
and useful works of that denomination in Virginia have 
emanated from those who worshiped in the old church. 

Many Baptist ministers in this and foreign lands have re- 
ceived their religious training here. The first minister of the body 
here was the Rev. William Todd, a man of great usefulness 
and consecration. His influence was so great that in the 
old Bible is written “Todd’s Meeting House,” as the name of 
the church when he was minister. It is now known as the 
Old Mattapony Church. One of the most useful laymen un- 
der Mr. Todd was Mr. Pollard, who, with his wife, was among 
the first members and most earnest worshipers. It was 
through his interest that his people became owners of the 
building after its abandonment, and it is through the kind- 
ness and courtesy of a descendant of his, Mr. Robert Pollard, 
who lives near by, and who is a deacon of the church, that 
much of the foregoing account has been obtained. 

The interior of the church has been remodeled, the old 
floor being covered by one of plank raised two feet above 
the original foundation. The chancel is partitioned off, but 
behind it is the old reredos. In excavating beneath the chan- 
cel to arrange a baptistry, in 1855, human remains were 
found, supposedly those of the first rector. These were 
reverently re-interred beneath the church.

CHAPTER ONE 


MEMORIES OF THE RIVER ~ 


Along the right border of the black marble slab that marks 
the resting place of David Livingstone in Westminster Abbey, 
London, are these words, written in Latin. ““Tantus amor ver, 
nihil est quod noscere malim quam nuvii causas per saecula 
tanta latentes.” 


“So great is the love of truth, that there is nothing I would 
rather know than a river’s sources, lying concealed through so 
many long ages.’ So too, to some of us, there is nothing we 
would rather know than the sources of the river called the Mat- 
taponi, a river most dear to us, because the church we so much 
love bears its name, and stands close by its tree lined shores. 
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There’s a river in Virginia, 

Whose waters flow between 

The counties of King William 

And royal King and Queen. 

The fountains of this river rise 

In Spotsylvania’s hills, 

And flowing south east in their course, 
Become four sturdy rills. 


They gain in volume as they flow— 
These laughing, sturdy rills— 

The Mat, the Ta, the Po, the Ni, 
That rise in far off hills. 

When they converge in Caroline, 
One channel to supply, 

The combination stream they form, 
Is called the Mattaponi. 
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Mattaponi is a rural stream— 
And on its journey south, 

Passes never a city or town, 

Save West Point at its mouth. 
And there it joins the lordly York 
Where ebbs and flows the tide, 
And runs away a-down the Bay 
To meet the ocean wide. 


Along its banks on either side, 
High bluffs and fertile meads ; 
With here and there a reedy marsh, 
Where the toothsome sora feeds. 

Its waters teem with golden perch

Waiting to seize the fatal hook, 
Concealed by tempting bribes. 


The shores are lined with stately trees 
Of chestnut, oak and pine,

Oh Mattaponi, dear Mattaponi, 

Fair and beautiful stream ! 

Upon thy banks we love to sit, 

And in fancy fondly dream 

Of dear ones whom we greet no more 
Among the haunts of men; 

And of the river by which they dwell 
Beyond our mortal ken. 
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This river of which I sing, was to me, as a child, the widest, 
the longest, the deepest and the most beautiful river in all the 
world. How could it have been otherwise’ when it was the 
only river I ever saw until 1 was nine years of age? It was 
then—and is now—a sacred stream because of the hallowed 
associations connected with it. In its waters at Mantapike, in 
the depths of winter, when the shores were covered with a 
mantle of snow, my mother, a fourteen year old girl at the time, 
was buried in baptism by Elder William Todd. And in its 
waters, at Newington, three of my boyhood friends, Speaker 
and Bob Pollard and Dudley Diggs submitted to the same holy 
rite at the hands of that prince of preachers, Dr. Richard Hugh 
Bagby. These were not the only ones baptized in this beautiful 
stream; nearly all of the converts at Mattaponi, in the days 
before the baptistery was built in the church, found here their 
Jordan, in which they symbolized their death and burial to sin, and 
their resurrection to a newness of life, while the saints on the 
shore sang | 


“Oh how happy are they, 

Who their Savior obey, 

And have laid up their treasure above! 
Tongue can never express 

The sweet comfort and peace 

Of a soul in its earliest love.” 
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In the Mattaponi, in early spring time, my father fished for 
shad and herring in nets or seines, knit by him, my mother and 
myself on winter evenings, around the open fire place, glowing 
with light and warmth from lightwood knots and hickory logs, 
piled high on the homely and-irons. 


When but a lad I once swam across the river at Manta- © 
-pike, a feat rivalling in reckless daring the swimming of the 
Hellespont by Leander of old. And on the congealed surface 
of the river in the depths of winter I sometimes spent whole 
days in company with Willie Saunders and other boys, skimming 
on blades of steel over an eight inch thick floor of ice, without 
a thought of the dangerous depths below. ‘These are some of 
the memories of the river. They tell a story of the joys of 
boyhood—a chapter in the book of my life. 


CHAPTER Two 


MEMORIES OF THE PARISH CHURCH 


Lower St. Stephens 
1698( ?)-1828 


The colonial history of the old church, with a description of 
the building before it passed into the hands of the Baptists in 
1828, was told to the writer of this sketch by Dr. Alfred Bagby, 
my mother and others, and may be properly classed among the 
memories of Mattaponi. This chapter is written in broken and 
homely verse, and gives a brief sketch of the history of the old 
church when it belonged to the Episcopalians and was known 
by the name of Lower St. Stephens. 


PROLOGUE 


Let me tell you a story in homely rhyme, 
As we float in a phantom canoe 
Down the stream of time through wonderland, 
Where fondest dreams come true. 
The story I tell as we drift along 
Where the shadows of mem’ry lie, 
Concerns a church on the broad highway, 
Near the shores of the Mattaponi. 


In sixteen seven the English came, 
Chancing a destiny, 
The pioneers of unknown lands, 
Makers of history. 
At Jamestown on the river James, 
They built their first stockade, 
And thence fared ‘forth in ventures bold, 
_ The forests to invade. 


Little by little the land was won 
From the rule of savage man, 
Till England sat upon the throne 
In the realm of Powhatan. 
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Forests were cleared and towns sprang up, 
As the years went swiftly by, 

And the Red Man saw impending doom 
Writ large on the western sky. 


The Church of England moved apace, 
With unabating zeal, 

A sharer in the royal plans 
To enhance the common weal. 

Churches with massive walls were built 
In town and country side, 

The symbols of enduring strength, 
Constructed to abide. 


One of these churches with massive walls, 
On the highway may be seen, 
Situate near the county seat 
Of good old King and Queen. 
Lower St. Stephens was its name, 
In colonial days gone by, 
But now, since eighteen twenty eight, 
’Tis known as “‘Mattaponi.” 


Lower St. Stephens parish church— 
Mattaponi its present name— 

Was built within a hundred years 
After the English came. 

No marks are found upon the walls, 
Nor words on history’s page, 

To indicate the year ’twas built, 
Or tell its certain age. 


But figures on Jacob Lumpkin’s tomb 
Approximate the date; 

Inscribed in Latin, here we'read, 
“Obit 1708.” 

He died in seventeen hundred eight— 
Two hundred years, and more, 

Have passed since then—and still he sleeps 
At the sanctuary’s door. 


Two other horizontal tombs 
Bear dates of long ago, 


“Here George and Mary Braxton lie’’ 
So the inscriptions show. 

George died in seventeen forty eight, 
At three score years and ten, 

Leaving a highly honored name 
Among his fellow men. 


In sixteen hundred thirty six, 
At the close of an autumn day, 
The soul of Mary Braxton left 
Its tenement of clay; , 
Dying at the age of thirty four— 
Wearing a crown of joy— 
She offered up her fair young life 
In the birth of her baby boy. 


Her father, Squire Robert Carter, 
A man of high renown— 
Was President and Treasurer 
In the Council of the Crown. 
King Carter was his sobriquet, 
Amd when he sallied forth, 
In coach and four, with liveried men, 
The title spoke his worth. 


Carter Braxton, the infant son, 
For whom his mother died, 

Was borne along to manhood’s years 
On the crest of a rising tide. 

He served in the House of Burgesses, 
Signed the Declaration, 

And won a place of honor and fame 
In the annals of the nation. 


Among the gaves—strange to relate— 
Still others have been found, 

Hidden away beneath the floors, 
Without a slab or mound. 

Two vaults of stone, down in the crypt, 
’Neath the chancel overhead, 

Stand in the gloom, grim sentinels, 
Guarding the unknown dead. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING BEFORE 1828 


Like the English churches of its day, 
The house was cruciform— 
Built with transept, nave and choir 
After the ancient norm. 
The ceilings were arched, and vaulted high— 
And back of the choir stalls, 
The Lord’s Prayer, Creed and Commandments Ten 
Were paneled on the walls. 


Above the floors of flagstone slabs, 
Stood shut-in, high-backed pews, 
Where one might worship undisturbed, 

Or sleep as he might choose. 

A winding stair to the pulpit led 
Where a sounding board of wood 
Was used to make the message clear, 

And easily understood. 


The massive walls are firm and strong, 
Twenty seven inches thick, 
Built, to resist the teeth of time, 
Of home-made, kiln-dried brick. 
The outside layer within the walls 
Presents a unique sight— 
Every alternate brick is glazed, 
And glistens in the light. 


’Tis thus we view the old brick church, 
The house of prayer and praise— 

The cynosure of every eye 
Throughout colonial days. 

Unmarred by time, its glory stood 
Till after the Revolution, 

When separation of Church and State 
Foretold its destitution. 


Failing to receive its revenues 

From the coffers of the Crown, s 
In less than fifty years it lost 

Its prestige and renown. 
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Depleted in its membership, 
Till not a soul was left, 

It stood dismantled and forlorn, 
Forsaken and bereft. 


With no one found to file a claim, 
And abandoned to its’ fate, 

The building passed, and its parish glebe 
To ownership by the state. 

The Church of England lost its hold 
On the house with its acres three, 

The titles to which the Baptists bought 
For a small and trifling fee.

The tomb of Jacob Lumpkin is a horizontal slab of stone, 
lying flat on the ground just outside the north door of the church. 
This is the inscription in Latin, as one sees it on the slab: 


JACOB LUMPKIN 
OBIIT 14 DIE ‘SEPTEMBER A. D. 
1708 AETATIS 64 
DUX MILITUM 
VICTOR HOSTIUM 
MORTE VICTUS

The Braxton tombs are of heavy slabs of marble, resting on 
brick foundations, raised about two feet from the ground. The 
tombs stand in the south east corner of the building, and are 
fairly well preserved. The inscriptions have been re-cut, so as 
to keep them legible.

“Here lies the body of George Braxton, Esq., who departed 
this life the first day of July, 1748, in the 7Ist year of his age, 
leaving issue a son and two daughters. He died much lamented, 
being a good Christian, a tender parent, a kind master, and a 
friendly, charitable neighbor.” ) 
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INSCRIPTION ON THE TOMB OF MARY BRAXTON 


“Here lies the body of Mrs. Mary Braxton who departed this 
life the 17th day of September anno domini 1736 aetatis 34. She 
was the daughter of the Hon. Robert Carter, Esq., President and 
Treasurer of His Majesty’s Council of this colony. Her death 
is much lamented by all who knew her, being a good Christian, 
a kind wife, a tender mother and a charitable neighbor. She left 
two sons: George, born January 13th, 1734; Carter, born Sep- 
tember 16th, 1736.” 


We see from this inscription that Carter Braxton was born 
the day before his mother died. She died that he might live. 


Carter was born at Newington, King and Queen County, 
on the Mattaponi River, about three miles from the old church 
where his mother is buried. He died in 1797 and is buried in 
King William County, not far from where he was born. 


CHAPTER THREE 


BOYHOOD MEMORIES OF MATTAPONI 
The Place and the People—1860-1875. 


MY MATTAPONI 
Sing to the tune—“My Maryland.” 


Thy hallowed past I come to greet 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi. 

To lay my tributes at thy feet, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi— 

Of all the churches in the land, 

For thee I proudly take my stand, 

To love and serve with heart and hand, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi. 


In treasured hours of childhood days, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi. 

I learned to prize thy heavenly ways, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi. 

Within thy walls, with gladsome sound, 

I told to sinners all around, 

How dear a Savior I had found, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi. 


The sainted dead sleep round thy doors, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi. 

And e’en beneath thy sacred floors, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi ;—. 

There lie the bones of some unknown, 

Who through the generations gone 

Have kept the silence all alone, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi.

The unmarked graves, they too are thine, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi. 

Each one of them a holy shrine, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi— 

They hold the dust of rank and file, 

Who served their day with song and smile, 

And helped to make the church worth while, 
Mattaponi, My Mattaponi. 


This chapter consists of my recollections of the church 
building and its surroundings, of some of the men and women 
of the church who impressed me most, of the boys who were 
my playmates and friends and of incidents and occurrences I 
have never forgotten. The chapter is reminiscent rather than 
historical. The history of the church is detailed largely in the 
verbatim transcription of the matchless records kept by Colonel 
John Pollard and his two sons, Henry and Robert, for more 
than eighty years. These records have been arranged and edited 
by the Honorable John Garland Pollard, a distinguished grand- 
son of Colonel John. Mattaponi owes to John Garland Pollard 
for this unique presentation of facts a debt of gratitude that can 
never be paid. These records are as valuable as they are unique. 
They constitute an absolutely impartial history. The history 
of the church for the closing years of its one hundred is told 
in abridged form under the direction of C. C. Vaughan, an in- 
dispensable human factor in the constructive life of the church, 
for more than a half century. 


The memories of Mattaponi through the first ten years of my 
life are vague and shadowy. I was born in 1851, and was four 
years old when Dr. Alfred Bagby became pastor of the church. 
I cannot recall the year when I first became a member of the 
Sunday School at Mattaponi. I remember well that during 
the year 1859 I attended Sunday School at Exol, just a mile 
from my home. It must have been about 1860 that I left Exol 
for Mattaponi. The outstanding memories of my early years— 
the most vivid recollections of the first ten years of my life as 
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far as Mattaponi is concerned, center around the old building 
and the two leading men of the church, Colonel John Pollard 
and Dr. Alfred Bagby. I think of them as the two great men 
of Mattaponi. I see no reason now, as I look back, for changing 
or revising my opinion. These two men and their worthy de- 
scendants made Mattaponi what she was in the days when I 
was a boy, and what she became in efficiency of power and ser- 
vice all through the one hundred years of her existence. They 
being dead yet speak. “Palmam qui meruit ferat.” 


The old building in its beautiful setting of oaks and hollies- 
and dogwoods and trailing vines, surrounded by ancient tombs 
and shrouded in the ghostly traditions of a mysterious past, filled 
my youthful mind with admiration and awe. And as I grew into 
young manhood this admiration and awe developed into a sin- 
cerity of affection that made me sing whenever I thought of the 
dear old building— 


“T love thy church, oh God, 

Her walls before Thee stand, 

Dear as the apple of Thine eye, 
And graven on Thy hand. 
Beautiful for situation and sur- 
roundings is the quaint structure— 
It stands upon the broad highway 
Far from the city gates— 

Resting place for the weary soul 
Who in its shadow waits. 

Oh travelers on the broad highway! 
When passing Mattaponi, 

Offer prayer for the dear old church 
To God who rules on high.”

Oh how lovely is thy dwelling, 
Lord of hosts, my God and King!

And now comes the most pleasing privilege of this task 
of mine—the paying of tributes to some of the men and women 
of the church whose lives and characters impressed me most 
in my boyhood days. Words are inadequate for the expression 
of my love for them, and for the portrayal of the virtues that 
shone so resplendently in their lives. It seems to me they were 
the best people I have ever known in all my life. I cannot name 
all of them. Space and time forbid. First of all comes my 
memorial offering to the founder of Mattaponi, 
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COLONEL JOHN POLLARD 


Everybody called him Colonel. He won this title, not only 
because he ranked as a commanding officer of a regiment of sol- 
diers, but because of the deservingly commanding influence he 
wielded in the county of King and Queen in which he lived. 


Colonel Pollard was my father’s guardian, and always called 
my father William and my mother Sally. He was in our home 
often, and I cannot now remember when I first learned to love 
him. 


He was an honest lawyer, a successful farmer, a tried and 
trusted citizen, a highly esteemed and much loved neighbor and 
friend, and above all, a devout and exemplary follower of Jesus 
Christ, his Saviour, a following which he displayed in active ser- 
vice at and through the Mattaponi Church, a church that owes 
its existence to his untiring zeal and wisely efficient leadership. 


He had a winning personality—a personality that appealed 
to children—and it was through this personality that he won 
his way into my young life, and enshrined himself in the ten- 
derest memories of my childhood. Physically he was seemingly 
frail, with a body of normal size, neither large nor small. On 
this body he carried a head of fine proportions. The brow was 
high and in his young manhood, crowned with an abundant 
growth of dark hair, inclined to curl about the brow and temples. 


Colonel Pollard was endowed with a fine sense of the humor- 
ous ; he loved to laugh, and when he laughed the output and the 
intake of the effort, so peculiarly and originally characteristic, 
became positively infectious to the degree of stirring the risi- 
bilities of all who heard it. As a boy, it was a veritable joy to 
me to hear Colonel Pollard laugh. From the organization of 
Mattaponi Church in 1828, to the day of his death, he served as 
clerk, or keeper of the records, and for a period of thirty-four 
years he was Superintendent of the Sunday School. The Sup- 
erintendent’s chair on the little platform in front of the pulpit 
stand, was his throne, and he occupied it with a laudable pride, 
and in a manner becoming a king. 


He loved music, and featured that love to a marked degree 
in the opening and closing exercises of the Sunday School, by 
the emphasis which he placed on singing as a part of worship. 
I do not recall that he sang himself, but I do know that he 
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loved to hear the children sing, and two of his favorite songs | 
were 


“There is a happy land, far, far away, 

Where saints in glory stand, bright, bright as day. 
Oh how they sweetly sing, 

Worthy is our Savior King! 

Loud let His praises ring! Praise, praise for aye.” 


and 


“T think, when I read that sweet story of old, 
When Jesus was here among men, 

How He called little children as lambs to his fold; 
I should like to have been with them then.” 


Colonel Pollard lived in a lovely old home on the highway 
leading from Stevensville to Mattaponi. The name of the home 
was “Bel Air’, by which name it is still known. The house was 
a long and low rambling structure, with shed rooms built on 
at either end after the architectural style of that day. To me, 
the place was very attractive. It stands in a grove of locust 
trees, on an eminence several hundred yards from the road. 
The name indicates the clearness and purity of the surrounding 
atmosphere, due to the loftiness of the hill on which the house 
stands. But the real salubrity and purity of the place was due 
to the social, intellectual, moral and religious atmosphere that 
pervaded it. There, when I was a boy, I spent many a happy 
hour, playing with Bob, and enjoying the hospitality of the 
home that was a counterpart of heaven. 

Colonel Pollard raised a large family of five sons and three 
daughters, all of whom were worthy children of Godly parents. 
Two of the sons, Thomas and John, were ministers of the Gos- 
pel, and three, James, Henry and Robert, were lawyers. One 
of the daughters, Sarah Jane, was the wife of Dr. Alfred Bagby, 
and the other two married brothers, Philip and Richard Wood- 
ward. The queen in this royal home was the gentle, cultured, 
refined and lovely Juliet Jeffries Pollard, the wife and mother, 
than whom no worthier wife and mother ever graced a home. 
They are all gone now and the dear old home has passed into 
the hands of others. 

Oh the clanging bells of time! How they ring! And the 
strokes of the hammer toll the knell of days that come no more. 
“Sic transit gloria mundi.” | 
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SARAH JANE POLLARD, wife of Rev. Alfred Bagby, D. D., and her 
ix boys all of whom received their religious training at Mattaponi Sunday 
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When Colonel Pollard went away to his resting place in the 
old church yard he left a trail of light behind him, and a memory 
that shall be fragrant at Mattaponi as long as the church stands. 
We rejoice because his name was written in heaven. 


"Twas Pollard’s task to serve as Clerk,

ALFRED BAGBY 


newneverniiredabagby, 1). D., 
was born at Stevensville, King and 
Queen County, Virginia, on the 15th 
of June, 1828, and died in the home 
of his son, John, on Monument 
Avenue, Richmond, Virginia, on 
the 14th of November, 1925, at the 
ripe old age of ninety-seven years, 
four months and twenty-nine days. 

Dr. Bagby was born during the 
administration of John Quincy 
Aidams, the sixth President of the 
United States, and died during the 
administration. of Calvin Coolidge, 
the thirtieth President, counting 
Grover Cleveland twice. Thus he 
lived during the administration of 
twenty-five Presidents. He also 
lived under the administration of 
Jefferson Davis, the President of 
the Southern Confederacy. During his long life of ninety-seven 
and a half years, twenty-four of the forty-eight states were ad- 
mitted into the Union. Of these twenty-four, Arkansas was the 
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first, admitted on the 15th of June, 1836, which was Dr. Bagby’s— 
eighth birthday. 


He lived through four wars in which his country was in- 
volved—the war with Mexico in 1845, the war between the states, 
1861-1865, the Spanish-American war in 1898 and the World 
War of 1917-1918. Dr. Bagby witnessed the adoption of seven 
amendments to the Constitution of the United States, prominent 
among which were the 13th, the 15th, the 18th and the 19th, 
providing respectively. for the abolition of slavery, the right to 
vote regardless of race or color, the prohibition of the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicants for beverage purposes, and the 
conferring of the right of suffrage on women. These amendments 
revolutionized the ideas and standards of 1828 and marked the 
beginning of new eras in the history of government. At the 
time of Dr. Bagby’s birth there wasn’t a railroad in the United 
States. He was born before the days of the cooking stove and 
the oil lamp, when the far-famed, delectable dishes of old Vir- 
ginia foods, were cooked on griddles and in pots and pans and 
ovens and on turning spits, in open fireplaces; and when the 
houses were lighted solely by the aid of pine knots and tallow 
candles. Through his life of nearly one hundred years, he wit- 
nessed the advent of many strange and wonderful inventions 
and discoveries, among them the telegraph, the telephone, steam 
cars, electric lights, the phonograph, the sewing machine, the 
horseless carriage—or automobile, the battleship, the submarine, 
the airplane, the hydroplane, the machine gun, the bicycle, wire- 
less telegraphy, the steam plow or tractor, the thermos bottle, 
the iceless refrigerator, the motion picture—or cinematograph, 
the radio and a thousand and one other things for the facilitation 
of labor and the easing of burdens. In his day there were great 
advances made in the sciences, in politics, in educational methods, 


and in social and religious life, some of them for the better and 
some for the worse. 


With all these improvements, the world changes brought 
nothing comparable to the fine qualities of mind and heart that 
were maintained, permanent and strong and pure—in the character 
of the man who walked in the old paths—the man who helped to 
make Mattaponi—the man honored and loved by all who knew 
him throughout his long and useful life. Like Nathanael of 
old, he was a man in whom there was no guile—a man without 
the semblance of the false. Dr. Bagby was well equipped, intel- 
lectually, for his life work as a minister, by virtue of the fine 
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scholastic training which he received—first, at Stevensville Acad- 
emy, and then at Columbian College, Washington, D. C., and at 
Princeton Theological Seminary, Princeton, New Jersey. Huis 
first pastorate was at Emporia, Virginia—a pastorate of short 
duration. His second pastorate was at Mattaponi, where he 
labored for thirty-five consecutive years—1855-1890. After his 
pastorate at Mattaponi he served for a brief period the churches 
at West Point and Chester, both near Richmond, and then he 
retired from active service and made his home with his son, 
John, on Monument Avenue, Richmond, where he lived till the 
end came in 1925. 

Dr. Bagby gave a part of his early life to teaching. I re- 
member well when he taught Greek in Stevensville Academy in 
1862. I had just entered the academy, fresh from my first 
ventures into Smith’s grammar and Peck’s arithmetic at a log 
cabin in the deep woods near my boyhood home. ‘To be a teacher 
of Greek marked Dr. Bagby, in my youthful and untutored mind, 
as a being possessed of miraculous gifts, marvelously bestowed. 
It placed him, on a pedestal, before which I bowed with all the 
reverence and awe of a heathen devotee bowing at his temple 
shrine. To enter the sacred portals of the Greek class was re- 
served for big boys like Speaker Pollard and Darner Fleet. 
Brother Alfred lived in a house by the side of the road, about 
half way between Stevensville and Mattaponi, and there, as the 
years passed, he and his faithful companion, Sarah Jane Pollard, 
reared a happy family of six boys and two girls. The two girls 
left the home nest before they reached their teens. The oldest 
son, Thomas P., a classmate of mine at Stevensville Academy, 
practiced law at West Point, where he died in the flower of his 
young manhood, at the age of thirty-five. The other five boys, 
Charles, Alfred, John, Hugh and George, are still living at the 
time of this writing. Three of them, Charles, Alfred and George, 
are well known lawyers in Baltimore, Md., John is a successful 
realtor in Richmond, and the fifth, Hugh, is a prosperous banker 
in the city of Washington, D. C. Well do I remember when we 
buried one of Dr. Bagby’s girls —her name was Nannie — in 
the family section at Mattaponi. It was not long after the 
beautiful song—‘‘Shall We Gather at the River”—written by Dr. 
Robert Lowry, a Baptist minister, of New Jersey—had just come 
out in a new Sunday School song book, called “Pure Gold”. 
We sang it at Nannie’s grave, and never, ‘since then, do I hear 
it sung, without recalling that scene in the old church yard at 
Mattaponi. Since then the body of the old pastor has found a 


resting place by the side of his wife and daughter, where it shall 
sleep till the morning breaks. 

When a pastor ministers to his people in their times of sor- 
row and} bereavement, he imbeds himself in their affections, and 
fastens them to him with hooks of steel. Dr. Bagby visited my 
father and mother in their last illness. And when they died he 
preached their funerals. And so he became dearer to me. My 
mother was loyal to him for the twenty-five years during which 
she sat under his preaching. In 1875 I became a pastor in a 
section of Virginia, somewhat remote from Mattaponi, and saw 
but little of the old Shepherd in the latter half of his long life. 
Occasionally, but not often, a letter would pass between us. 
After my pastorate of two and a half years on the Eastern Shore 
of Virginia, a call took me away to the far scuth, and all fellow- 
ship with Brother Alfred was practically severed, save that of 
the heart, which was made stronger by the fact that his soul and 
mine met around one common mercy seat. 


At the Centennial of the General Association of Virginia in 
Richmond, in November, 1923, Mattaponi was represented by 
four messengers who had represented her fifty years before 
at the Semi-Centennial. The four messengers were Dr. Alfred 
Bagby, Dudley Diggs, Robert Pollard and myself. We were all 
past the age of seventy. 

One day during the Centennial, I saw Dr. Bagby and Bob 
Pollard, standing on the sidewalk in front of the Second Bap- 
tist Church, in which the sessions of the Centennial were being 
held. Just then Dudley Diggs and I walked up. I said, “Brother 
Alfred, here is the Mattaponi male quartet, let’s sing something.” 
Said he, “All right, Tom. What shall we sing?’ I replied, “Let’s 
sing ‘Come Humble Sinner, in Whose Breast a Thousand 
Thoughts Revolve’.”. And there on the sidewalk on Franklin 
Street—at the foot of the steps leading up into the church, we 
four old fellows from Mattaponi, sang with quavering notes one 
of the old time melodies we had learned to love at the old home 
church in the unforgotten days. The people on the sidewalk 
gathered about us. Strong men from the church steps looked 
down at us, listened, and brushed the tears from their eyes. 


Speaking of our singing together that day, reminds me that 
Dr. Bagby was very fond of music. Before Mattaponi owned 
an organ or a piano, Brother Alfred would frequently line out 
the hymns from the pulpit, and pitch the tunes himself. He 
had a good, clear voice, and could come as near singing all the 
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parts in one and the same stanza, as it is possible for such a 
thing to be done. I’ve heard him start off, on the first line of a 
stanza, with the soprano; on the second line he would swing 
out on the tenor; in the third line he would touch lightly the alto, 
and in the fourth line he would take a fling at the bass. He 
did it well, and I loved to hear him try it. 


I saw Dr. Bagby again on the 31st of August, 1924, when 
he had just passed his 96th birthday. It was at the dedication 
of the new Mattaponi after her baptism in fire in 1923. The 
day was hot and the crowd large. Dr. Bagby came to the dedi- 
cation by an automobile, from down in Gloucester County, sixty 
miles away. He reached the church in time for the morning 
exercises, made three talks, ate his dinner and drove on to Rich- 
mond in the afternoon, forty miles more, and stood the one 
hundred mile trip without the quiver of an eyelash. His presence 
at the dedication was a benediction; and his messages, tender 
and sweet, glorified that never-to-be-forgotten occasion. ‘This 
scribe wrote an account of that meeting, for the Religious Herald. 
It appears in the closing pages of these “Memories”, with a cut 
of a letter from the old pastor, expressing his appreciation of 
the article, and his love for the writer. 


The last time I ever saw Dr. Bagby was in July, 1925. 
Mr. and Mrs. C. C. Vaughan, the Hon. W. F. Bagby and I were 
on our way to the annual meeting of the Rappahannock Asso- 
ciation, in Mathews County. Dr. Bagby, at the time, was spend- 
ing the summer with his son John and family at John’s lovely 
summer residence on the Severn river, down in Gloucester. 
When we got to the road that turns off from the main highway 
leading to Mathews—the road running down to the Severn 
river, we decided to drive down and see Brother Bagby. 
We found him sitting on the porch, and gave him a little 
surprise party, to his great delight. He was then in his 9&th 
year, and his mind was as clear as it was in the days of his 
prime. He appreciated our calling by to see him, and was in 
great glee during the entire time of our brief call. As we 
conversed on the porch, in some way the Broaddus family was 
mentioned. I said, “Brother Bagby, I suppose you knew quite 
well Andrew Broaddus the First.” “Ah, yes,” he replied. “I 
knew him when I was a young preacher, just beginning my active 
ministry. I called to see him once in his home in Caroline 
County, and while talking with him, he said to me, ‘Brother 
Bagby, in the passage in the Acts which reads, “Silver and gold 
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have I none, but such as I have, give I to thee,’ how would you 
parse silver and gold’?” Dr. Bagby at this juncture in the con- 
versation, before telling us how he answered Dr. Broaddus, 
turned to me and said, “Tom, how would you parse the words 
silver and gold?” I answered by saying, “I would say they are 
in the objective or accusative case.” Then Dr. Bagby replied, 
“T answered Dr. Broaddus just as you have answered me, but 
Dr. Broaddus told me I was wrong and that the words were 
in the nominative case.’ And according to the Greek, Dr. 
Broaddus was right. 7 


And then I said good-bye, feeling as I left, that perhaps 
I might never look on the old pastor’s face again. The river 
Severn was flowing by in its ebb and flood from the Bay, and 
just over on the other shore was a grassy bank, sloping up into 
a grove of stately trees, where stood a picturesque old colonial 
mansion. As I looked across the river to the house on the 
other side, I thought of the “River of Life’ and the “Home 
Over There”. And as we drove away, I could hear them sing- 
ing at Nannie’s open grave— 


“Shall we gather at the river, , 
Where bright angel feet have trod?” 


And the answer of'the refrain satisfied my soul— 


“Yes, we'll gather at the river, 

The beautiful, the beautiful river: 
Gather with the saints at the river, 
That flows by the throne of God.” 


Alfred Bagby, called of God, 
Followed in line the Elders Todd, 
At Mattaponi. 
For five and thirty years he wrought 
As pastor, pure in speech and thought; 
Living the Gospel which he taught 
At Mattaponi. 


The church and he—mark well the date— 
Were born in eighteen twenty eight. 
Five months and ninety-seven years, 
Mid alternating hopes and fears, 
He sojourned in this vale of tears 
At Mattaponi. 


They laid his body down to rest

Of the ministers who preceded Dr. Alfred Bagby as pas- 
tors and supplies, I well remember two. They were Dr. 
Richard Hugh Bagby, an older brother of Pastor Alfred, and 
the Rev. Thomas B. Evans. Thomas B. Evans had a pleasing 
personality, and attracted me, not so much by his preaching 
as by the gift which he displayed in the lining out of hymns. 
This he did in a very impressive manner, and with much ef- 
fectiveness. I can hear now the rising and falling of his 
voice on the hymn. 


“When I can read my title clear 
To mansions in the skies,” 


And then the people singing and waiting for a chance 
at the next two lines— 


“T’ll bid farewell to every fear, 
And wipe my weeping eyes.” 


That was the custom in the days before choirs, and 
organs, and hymn books. 
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RICHARD HUGH BAGBY 


Dr. Richard Richard Hugh Bagby belongs more to Bru- 
ington than he does to Mattaponi. But Mattaponi had the 
honor of ordaining him and sending him forth into the min- 
istry. He was the pastor of Bruington when I first knew 
him. My recollections of him run through many years. His 
preaching was of a very high order. He was accounted one 
of the greatest preachers of his day and time. He was indeed 
a man among men, possessed of many unequalled gifts of 
mind and heart, not the least of which was his power to 
reason well, and his Christ-like sympathy. This Christ-like 
sympathy was exemplified once, when finding a little boy 
badly hurt, on the playground at Stevensville Academy, he 
took him on his horse and carried him home to his mother, 
four miles away. And that too when he, Dr. Bagby, was on 
his way to dinner at the noon hour. That little boy was the 
the writer of these lines, and you may rest assured the kindly 
deed had never been forgotten. By that simple act of help- 
fulness, the great preacher won his way to an abiding place 
in the heart of a child. It is no wonder that he was so emi- 
nently successful in, winning men to Christ. 


Another characteristic of this man was his fearlessness 
in the face of danger. This was exemplified on one occasion 
during the Civil War, when he and his son John entered a 
cabin. near his house, in the dark hours of the night, and 
forced a squad of eight Federal soldiers to surrender. Dr. 
Bagby while exempted from active service because of his 
calling, was Captain of the King and Queen Home Guards, 
and assisted materially in the capture of Colonel Dahlgren’s 
one hundred picked soldiers who had been sent out by the 
Federal government for the purpose of taking Richmond. 
The capture was made not far from Mattaponi. 


Dr. Bagby died at fifty years of age in the flower of his 
manhood, just as he was about to be used by his brethren 
in the furtherance of far-reaching plans for the extension 
of the Master’s kingdom. 


DR. JOHN POLLARD 


The Rev. John Pollard, D. D., I knew well from the time 
of his ordination to the day of his death. When I was a stu- 
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dent at Crozer Theological Seminary, 1873-1876, Dr. Poliard 
was pastor of the Lee St. Baptist Church, Baltimore, Md. 
In going to and from Crozer I had to pass through Balti- 
more, and many were the days and nights I spent in his home. 
At that time, Mary, now Mrs. G.:H. Clarke, of Richmond, 
and Edward, afterwards a distinguished minister and teacher, 
were pupils in one of the Public Schools of Baltimore. Juli- 
ette was a little girl, who sat in my lap, and entertained me 
by reciting poetry. She is now Mrs. J. W. Wills, and lives in 
Atlanta, Ga. And John Garland was a baby boy, wearing 
dresses. Many years afterwards he became Attorney Gen- 
eral of Virginia and is now a distinguished professor in the 
College of William and Mary at Williamsburg, Va. 


Dr. Pollard had other daughters, but only two sons, 
Edward and Garland. His daughter Grace is the wife of Dr. 
McCaslin, a very eminent divine, and at this writing the 
pastor of a great Presbyterian church in Jacksonville, Florida. 


ISAAC DIGGS 


The Rev. Isaac Diggs was another Baptist minister well 
known to me in the days of my boyhood. He was never 
pastor of Mattaponi, but with his wife and children held his 
membership there. For many years he was pastor of Lower 
King and Queen—then called Wares—and of Howertons, in 
Essex county. He lived near Stevensville in the house now 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Joe Watkins.~ He was a man of 
sterling worth, and served faithfully and well the churches 
of which he was pastor. His people honored and loved him. 


R. H. LAND 


The Rev. R. H. Land was for a number of years the pas- 
tor of Exol Church. He and his family were members of 
Mattaponi. He lived near the church, in the house once 
owned by Dr. Lewis, on the road leading from Mattaponi to 
King & Queen Court House. He changed the name of the 
place to Landon, and kept a boarding school, known as Lan- 
don Seminary. I was a pupil in this school in 1864 and 1865. 
Well do I remember that morning in April, 1865, when the 
news came that Lee had surrendered. It brought great grief 
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to our hearts, so much so that Mr. Land closed the school 
and sent us to our homes, with our hearts broken over blasted 
hopes. 


Mr. and Mrs. Land were exceedingly cultured and re- 
fined, with the polished manners of old-time Virginians. 
After the death of Mr. Land, his widow sold the home and 
moved to Baltimore, where she lived till her death, with 
her two married daughters, Florence and Nora. 


AZARIAH FRANCIS SCOTT 


The Rev. A. F. Scott lived at Stevensville, and was Prin- 
cipal for many years of Stevensville Academy. It was under 
his teaching that I first became acquainted with Latin verbs 
and Greek roots, and it was he who prepared me for college. 
Mr. Scott baptized me in the pool at Mattaponi, and was al- 
ways like a father to me. I loved him very dearly in spite 
of the fact that he often detached small wisps of my hair 
from their places of anchorage in my scalp. He served for 
-a time, I believe, as pastor of Mattaponi. His daughter, 
Fannie, married Thos. P. Bagby, the oldest son of pastor 
Alfred. 


JOSEPH HART 


Joseph Hart, the second son of Mr. Thomas B. Hart, really 
belongs among the schoolmates and friends of my boyhood, 
but because he was one of the first ministers sent out by 
Mattaponi I place him here. He was a Confederate soldier, 
brave and loyal. After the Civil War he heard the call of 
God and enlisted as a herald of salvation in the army of the 
Lord, and became a valiant leader against the hosts of Satan. 
He was ordained to the Gospel ministry by his mother church, 
old Mattaponi, and became her pastor in the years following 
the resignation of Dr. Alfred Bagby. He was married three 
times. His first wife was the sister of Dr. W. T. Derieux, 
and a son by this marriage—Rev. J. L. Hart—is an honored 
missionary of Southern Baptists, serving in Chile, South 
America. 


His second wife was Miss Sudie Terrell. There was 
no issue by this marriage. His third wife was Miss Mattie 
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Wright, a daughter of Mr. William Wright. She survives 
him, and now lives at Cumnor, near Mattaponi. By this 
third marriage there was one child, Mary Lelia, who lives 
with her mother at Cumnor. The father skeeps among the 
sainted dead in the old church yard at Mattaponi. Joe Hart 
was one of the most Godly men I have ever known, and the 
memory of him is a priceless treasure. 


Two others, who were at one time members of the Sun- 
day School at Mattaponi, in after years became ministers 
of the Gospel and won a good degree in long lives of faithful 
service. These two were J. Horace Newbill and my brother 
John W. Hundley. My brother John, when but a lad, went 
to school to Dr. Alfred Bagby, and boarded in his home. 
In two letters written to me in recent years by Dr. Bagby, 
mention is made of my brother John in these words, “John 
W. was a real treasure’—“My dear John W., your brother, 
how I do love him today!” “Also your father & mother.” 


Here end my memories of the founder of the church and 
of the ministers I knew in my boyhood. I shall now give in 
brief the names and the recollections of some of the men 
and women who constituted the rank and file at Mattaponi, 
and of the young people who were my schoolmates and 
friends. As I think back on their lives and characters [ am 
constrained to say in all honesty, that they were the best 
people I have ever known in my long life of nearly fourscore 
years. The moral atmosphere which they created, and in 
which they lived, was the purest I have ever breathed. 


“They rest from their labors and their works do follow 
them.” 


“Being dead, they yet speak.” 
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John N. Grésham lived at Stevensville and was the senior 
partner of the mercantile firm of Gresham and Bagby. 

Mr. Gresham married Hannah Bagby, a sister of Richard 
Hugh and Alfred, and was the father of one son and five 
daughters. John Newton, the son, died in his boyhood. He 
was a schoolmate of mine. Of the five daughters, Jessie 
became the wife of “Speaker” Pollard, and is still living in 
Richmond. The second daughter, Mattie, married Bob Pol- 
lard. She died some years ago and is buried at Mattaponi 
by the side of her husband. Ora married Dr. Ed. Butler and 
lives at Bowling Green, Caroline county. Susie and Ada, 
both of whom are dead, taught school for many years of 
their lives. Some of my brother Lipscomb’s children went 
to schoolytolousie’ at’ [Bel Airs } 


John N. Gresham was secretary of the Sunday School 
at Mattaponi for quite a number of years, and one of the 
deacons. He was much beloved, and a loyal, efficient mem- 
bev.or stheschurch: 


William P. Courtney lived at Spring Garden farm just 
across the creek from my father’s. He was one of the 
dearest friends of my childhood. I loved to sit by him at 
church. 

There were two sons and two daughters in this family. 
The older daughter, Mary Thomas, married the Rev. George 
Franklin Bagby, a younger brother of Dr. Alfred, and was 
the mother of six boys and one girl. Two of the boys, Harry 
and Paul are well known Baptist ministers, bearing, each of 
them, the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity. The only 
daughter, May, is the wife of Dr. A. B. Rudd, for many years 
a missionary in Mexico and Porto Rico, and now a teacher 
of the Bible in the University of Richmond. 

Of the second daughter, Virginia, we shall speak under 
the caption, “The Women of the Church.” 

Of Mr. Courtney’s two sons, the elder, Theodore by 
name, was a merchant at Bruington nearly all of. his life, 
and died there. The younger son, Frank, died when a boy. 
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Zachary Lewis, M. D., was our family physician before 
the Civil War. He lived at the place, known at the close of 
the war and in the years following, as Landon. Dr. Lewis 
was a characteristic old timer—a courtly gentleman to the 
manner born. He carried a cane and a snuff box, from which 
he inhaled, at frequent intervals, the pungent odors of to- 
bacco dust, accompanied by fits of sneezing. He bled his 
patients for any and all complaints, after the leading medi- 
cal authorities of his day. He ran a boarding school for 
girls and young ladies. He had two very attractive daugh- 
ters, Anne Churchill and Mittie. They were frequent visitors 
in our home. Miss Mittie was a chum of my sister Fannie. 
She and my sister sang the old time love songs that one 
hears but rarely now. Not a member of this family is left. 
The place that knew them knows them no more. 


Philemon Bird was my Sunday School teacher. He 
taught a class of boys over in the corner by the stove. The 
boys of his class were very fond of him, not altogether for 
his own sake, but for the sake of the big red winesaps he 
frequently brought in the pockets of his large top-coat. I 
still have the Union Question Book from which | possibly 
learned more about the Bible than the boys of to-day get 
out of the modern methods of instruction. Mr. Bird lived 
on the road leading from Stevensville to Walkerton, past 
Mr. John Bagby’s gate. The family is now extinct. 


John Didlake was a burly man and not very careful of 
his wearing apparel. He had a son by the name of Philip, 
who was rather a harum-scarum kind of a boy. The family 
moved to Mississippi shortly after the war, where Phil be- 
came a prominent and useful citizen. Truly it has been 
'said—a prophet is not without honor except in his own 
country. Another extinct family. | 


John South was a ruddy and rotund man, physically. He 
lived near Stevensville just across the road from the home 
of the Rev. Isaac Diggs. The house is no longer there. Nor 
is there a soul left of the family. Mr. South prayed in public 
at Mattaponi. I loved to hear him pray. He always ad- 
dressed the Lord as my father instead of our father. And 
he pronounced father with a short a so that it rhymed with 
gather and lather. 


Lewis Jeffries was a man of large frame. He lived 
across the Exol swamp from our place, and had for his neigh- 
bors John Haynes and Wm. P. Courtney. The house in 
which he lived is still standing, and occupied. It is built of 
brick. My brother P. E. Lipscomb owned it and lived in it 
for quite a number of years. Mr. Jeffries was a plasterer by 
trade, and while repairing the high, arched ceiling at Matta- 
poni, fell from the scaffold and fractured his skull, from which 
he never fully recovered. Only one member of the family 
is living—the youngest child—Ben—and in his old age he 
has become totally blind. Oh the shuttle of time! How 
swiftly it moves in fashioning the warp and woof of life! 


John Haynes was a stern old man. I was afraid of him 
until I learned to know and understand him better. He was 
a fine carpenter. When my Lipscomb brother lost his leg 
in 1864 Mr. Haynes made him a beautiful pair of crutches, 
modeled after those used by Col. Dahlgren, who was killed 
in ambush near Mattaponi in his famous raid on Richmond. 
Mr. Haynes had three sons, George Anthony, Milton and 
Andrew. Milton was killed in the Civil War. Andrew was 
a schoolmate at Stevensville Academy. When his school 
days were over he joined his brother George in Richmond, 
where they conducted a very thriving grocery business with 
Mr. Wm. G. Dandridge. They both became deacons in the 
First Baptist Church and were held in high esteem by all 
who knew them. No trace of the family is left in King and 
Queen. 


Philip E. Brooke, was called Mr. Phil Brooks in my day. 
Brooke is correct. Mr. Brooke lived on the road between 
the church and Landon. He was a deacon, and for many 
years served as sexton. He was honored and respected by 
his brethren. He left a son by his second marriage, and a 
grandson of his first wife, who are ministers of the Gospel. 
W. S. Brooke, now pastor in South Carolina, and W. P. 
Brooke, pastor in Bedford county, Virginia. W.S. Has won 
quite a reputation as a preacher, in South Carolina. 


Cornelius Carlton was one of the most cultured and re- 
fined Christian gentlemen in King & Queen county. He lived 
on the road leading from Cumnor to Allen’s Shop. He was

a great reader of the standard literature of his day, and a 
judge of good preaching. At the same, time he was modest 
and reserved in manner. He commanded the confidence and 
respect of all the people. 


William Wright lived where his daughter, Mrs. Mattie 
Hart, now lives. He was a fine specimen of physical man- 
hood and carried himself with a dignity of poise in keeping 
with his physical personality. He was a merchant for many 
years and the place at which he conducted business was 
known, in my boyhood, as Wright’s Store. It now goes by 
the name of Cumnor. Mr. Wright was an intelligent man 
and occupied a rather prominent place among his brethren 
in the church and as a citizen of the county in which he lived. 


Captain Fogg and his son Joe were harness makers and 
plied their trade at Stevensville, in a small shop not far from 
the store of Gresham and Bagby. They were excellent peo- 
ple and useful church members. After the father’s death, 
his son Joe lived and died at West Point. 


The Harpers, Claybrook, Claiborne and Richard, three 
brothers, were loyal sons of old Mattaponi, and right royally 
did they serve in the places for which they were suited. 
Claiborne was a member of my singing class. He had a rich 
bass voice, was exceedingly fond of music, and learned to 
read notes by sight. I loved him. A son of Claybrook is 
now a prosperous merchant and a leading member of the 
church at Urbana, in Middlesex county. 


The Cooks and the Halls, Jack and Frank and their fam- 
ilies, lived on the road between the church and Mantapike, 
near the site of the first Mattaponi meeting house, mentioned 
by Dr. R. B. Semple in his history of the Virginia Baptists. 
Dr. Semple tells us that the Dover Association met by ap- 
pointment, Oct. 10, 1801, at Mattaponi meeting house, King 
& Queen county. He also tells us that “the religious enjoy- 
ment at this Association rather surpassed that of any other.” 
This is an interesting fact not very much known. Old bro- 
ther Cook was a very positive man, both in manner and 
speech. He was seemingly stern, but warm hearted and de-

pendable. He wore a fur cap that made me think of the pic- 
tures of Daniel Boone I had often seen and admired in books. 


Frank Hall was a quiet man, gentle in manner and de- 
vout in spirit. Warner Hall, one of his sons, married a 
cousin of mine, and, at this writing, is one e of the most useful 
members in the Exol church. | 


Thomas B. Hart and his good wife were much loved 
neighbors of ours. In this family there were three sons and 
two daughters. Thomas, Junior, was about my age. He died 
when a boy, while I was a student at Richmond College. I 
remember well the day he made a profession of religion in a 
protracted meeting that was being held) at Exol in the sum- 
mer of 1865. During the dinner hour on that day, he and I 
went down in the pine thicket near the church, where we 
knel# together in prayer to God, asking for pardon and sal- 
vation. And, as I firmly believed then, and believe now, our 
prayer was answered. 


Leah, the younger of the two daughters, is the only sur- 
viving member of the family. She is now the widow of 
William Walden, and lives near the post office known as 
Dragonville. She and I were schoolmates in the school taught 
by Mrs. Virginia Courtney Carlton in the year 1864. 


William Clark Hundley, my father, was not a member of 
any church, but attended regularly the services at Mattaponi, 
was a ward of Colonel John Pollard, contributed towards 
the upkeep of the church, and is buried in one of the unmark- 
ed graves in the church yard. Colonel Pollard said of him, 
as told me by “Speaker,” that he was one of the finest young 
men he had ever known. And Bob Pollard said to me one 
day: “Tom, your father was one of the most refined and 
courteous gentlemen I ever saw.” 


SARAH BRANCH HUuNDLEY, 1813-1880 
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THE WOMEN OF THE CHURCH 


Sarah Branch Thomas Hundley.—She was my mother, 
and God never gave a boy a better one. I mention her name 
first among the women of the church, not because she was 
superior to the others in any sense, but because she ranks 
first in point of age, was one of the constituent members of 
the church, and is better remembered by me. Sarah Branch 
Thomas was her maiden name. Of her progenitors I know 
nothing except that they came, as she told me, from South- 
ampton county, Va. 


She was married twice—the first time to Philip Lips- 
comb, of King William county, by which marriage there were 
several children, only one of whom lived beyond the years of 
childhood. That was my half brother, Philip Emmett Lips- 
comb, who died near Richmond in the year Igo at the age 
of sixty-nine, leaving a widow and seven children. 


The second husband was William Clark Hundley, my 
father. He was born in King and Queen, and was the grand- 
son of the Rev. John Clark, a Baptist minister, and an officer 
in the Revolutionary War. 


My father died on the 11th of November, 1867, leaving 
my mother a widow. I was sixteen years old at the time 
of my father’s death, and saw him breathe his last. My 
mother, left alone with the sixteen-year-old boy, faced a 
world of struggle and storm, and went to her death on the 
8th of September, 1880, broken in body by the buffetings of 
the winds. She was born on the toth of August, 1813 and 
Was sixty-seven years of age when she died. The house in 
which I was born and in which my father and mother died 
is in a fair state of preservation, and is now owned and occu- 


pied by E. L. Vaughan. 


My mother was for many years the president of the 
Woman’s Missionary Society at Mattaponi, and loved her 
church with all the ardor and devotion of which he soul was 
capable. If I were to attempt to recall all the hallowed mem- 
ories that cluster about this woman of God, this book would 
not contain them. She literally wore herself out in service 
for her boys and her church. And many another loyal mother 
has done the same thing. She lived to see her son Tommie 
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as she called him, a minister of the Gospel, a thing for which 
she had always prayed, and heard him preach his first ser- 
mons, begging him, after hearing them, not to rant so. “She. 
hath done what she could” and now enjoys the rewards of 
the faithful. 


Mrs. Juliette Pollard, the wife of Colonel John Pollard, 
and the mother of “Speaker” and Bob, was a sister of Judge 
James M. Jeffries. I have paid a tribute to her already in 
my sketch of her distinguished husband. She is buried by 
the side of her husband in the Pollard and Bagby section at 
Mattapon. 


Mrs. Hannah Gresham was a daughter of Mr. John 
Bagby of Stevensville and the wife of John N. Gresham. She 
was devout and consecrated and a leader among the women 
in the varied activities of the church. During revivals she 
was often moved by the Spirit to give audible expression 
to the joy that welled up in her soul; and all who heard her 
were fully convinced of the sincerity of the motives that 
impelled her. } 


Mrs. Betsy Bird was the wife of my Sunday School 
teacher, and just as jolly as she was good. I always called 
her “Cousin Betsy.” Like Mrs. Hannah ‘Gresham she fre- 
quently shouted at protracted metings. Cousin Betsy was 
the mother of two children, a son and a daughter. John W., 
the son, died while a student at the University of Virginia, 
and the daughter, Martha Ann, married Thomas Motley, one 
of our neighbors. She and Mr. Motley moved to West Point 
after the death of Mr. and Mrs. Bird, and died there in later 
years. 


Mrs. Sarah Jane Bagby, a daughter of Colonel John Pol- 
lard, was Pastor Bagby’s wife. She was the right woman 
in the right place, intelligently zealous in good works, and a 
most competent leader of the women of the church. We all 
loved her. 


Mrs. Julia Todd, the widow of Dr. W. B. Todd, one of 
the first pastors, lived very near the church at a place called 
Belmont. Here Dr. Todd lived and died and was buried. 
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Mrs. Todd was a typical colonial dame, aristocratic in bearing 
and courteous and gracious in manner. When dressed in 
lavender and old lace, with curls and crinoline, she was a 
veritable classic of the ante bellum days—a genuine cameo. 
She adorned her profession as a follower of Jesus Christ, and 
was a friend of friends, honored and respected by all who 
knew her. We.shall not see the like of her again. 


Mrs. Susan Haynes was the wife of John Haynes, and 
outlived her husband for the space of many years. She gave 
me her photograph when I was a boy. I still have it in an 
album that I keep in my trunk, and whenever I look at it, 
grateful memories of the saintliness of the dear woman 
come trooping into my soul. She was a positive joy to all 
of us at Mattaponi. The closing years of her life were spent 
in Richmond, in the home of her son Andrew. 


Mrs. America Carlton, the wife of Cornelius Carlton, 
was as bright and as intelligent as he was. Her face was a 
shining light. She had a daughter by the name of Alice who 
was baptized into the fellowship of Mattaponi when she was 
but eight years of age. Many thought she was too young 
for church membership, and that she was not capable of 
knowing what it meant to be a follower of Jesus Christ. She 
lived a life of faith, consistently beautiful, and died in the 
flower of her youth, with a full assurance of salvation. 


Mrs. Virginia Courtney Smith was the younger daughter 
of Wm. P. Courtney. She was married twice; the first time 
to Mr. Alec Carlton and the second time to Mr. Lewis W. 
Smith. She outlived both of her husbands. While she was 
the widow Carlton she taught school, near the close of the 
Civil War, on the road leading from Cumnor to Exol, oppo- 
site the place then occupied by Captain Drudge. I was 
one of her pupils. Those were happy days in the little 
white school house in the pines. When I taught singing 
classes at Mattaponi, Mrs! Carlton was my leading soprano. 
She learned to read music fluently, at sight, loved it with all 
her soul, and had an exceptionally fine leading voice, true 
and clear on the high notes. 


Under her leadership the singing at Mattaponi had the 
reputation of being the best in the county. And that too 
without the aid of an organ or piano. 
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Ella Samuel lived with Mr. and Mrs. John Gresham at 
Stevensville, and was the embodiment of good cheer, which 
manifested itself, not merely in smiles, but in hearty out- 
bursts of laughter. She married Dudley Diggs, and the two 
of them made a team that helped to lighten many a load at 
Mattaponi. 

Mrs. Ella Samuel Diggs was the mother of Addie Diggs, 
the first wife of Roland Allen, and the mother of Bernard 
Allen, who died on the battle fields of France during the 
great world war. 


Among others that I might mention at length, if space 
allowed, are the Dunns, the Eubanks, the Waltons, the Lump- 
kins, the Crossfields, the Landrums, the Birds of the Court 
House, the Harwoods and the Greshams of Mantapike— 
and then some. 


THE YOUNG PEOPLE 


I can mention under this heading those of the boys and 
girls who were related to Mattaponi, either as members of 
the Church and Sunday School, or regular, attendants in the 
congregation. Some of these were older and some were 
younger than this scribe. I cannot write of all of them, nor 
even name them all. I must here speak of some of those who 
were my schoolmates, companions and friends. Some who 
trudged the path with me to Stevensville Academy. Some 
who slept in the same bed with me. Some who shared with 
me the intimacies of life. 


HENRY R. POLLARD 


Henry R. Pollard was best known among the friends of 
his youth, as “Speaker.’”’ Almost everybody called him that. 
He was several years my senior, but my first distinct recol- 
lection of him relates him to me as a schoolmate at Stevens- 
ville Academy in the year 1862 when I was just a boy of 
eleven. On my first morning at the Academy I saw him and 
another big boy standing together near the entrance to the 
main room. In the verdancy of my excessive youth, I 
imagined from their size that they were the teachers. I said 
to them as I walked in: “Ars you the teachers?” I well re- 
member how my question amused them, and how, at first, 
they were disposed to lead me to believe that my surmise was 
correct. But they were too honest to impose for long on my 
childish credulity, and told me they were not teachers, but 
just scholars like myself, only a little older and a little larger. 
The two big boys were “Speaker” Pollard and “Darner” Fleet. 
They were good friends to little boys. Some big boys are 
not. “Speaker” became my teacher in 1866, four years later, 
and Darner and I entered Richmond College together in 
1869, and were classmates in Latin and Mathematics. We 
hadn’t been there long before we found out we had bitten 
off more than we could chew. Speaker Pollard won his way 
into my heart and life when I was just a little boy—a place 
he held permanently, and with ever increasing affection, to 


the day of his death. I remember him as a schoolmate, kind 
and sympathetic; as a schoolteacher, apt and helpful; as an 
attorney, wise and just, and eminently successful; as a hus- 
band and father, loving and gentle and firm; as a law maker, 
faithfully observant of the highest and best interests of his 
country. Best of all I remember him as a Christian and a 
member of Mattaponi, following in the footsteps of his hon- 
ored father in guiding the affairs of the Kingdom with a 
marked fidelity to the exalted ideals and the glorious pres- 
tige of the past. I cannot think of this man without express- 
ing my gratitude to God for the privilege of knowing him 
and loving him, and for the greater privilege of having him 
love me. He was my friend first, last and always. Among 
my most highly prized treasures is a letter from him, written 
to me in 1918 while I was pastor at Apopka, Florida. I keep 
it under lock and key, and read it occasionally to help keep 
my memory awake to the love of one of the best friends I 
ever had. Henry R. Pollard’s name is written high in the 
records of old Mattaponi, in letters of living light. His chil- 
dren rise up and call him blessed. ' 


R. DUDLEY DIGGS 


R. Dudley Diggs is another 
of the boys several years my 
senior. We were school-mates 
in 1862 and until he donned 
the Confederate gray and went 
to ‘the: war." ‘Speaker sags 
lard did the same thing. Dud- 
ley made a fine soldier and 
gave the Federals a lot of 
trouble. He belonged to the 
26th Virginia regiment, in 
which my brother John was an 
officer. He was a member of 
my singing class at Mattaponi, 


and sang a strong, good bass. 
Robert Dudley Diggs, a worthy son of the Rev. Isaac 
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Diggs and Ann Elizabeth, his wife, was born on the 24th of 
July, 1845, in King and Queen County, Va., and lived for the 
most part of his life at “Chelsea” farm, near the village of 
Stevensville. On the 14th of August, 1858, when thirteen 
years of age, he was baptized into the fellowship of Matta- 
poni church, at Newington, on the Mattaponi River, by the 
Rev. Richard Hugh Bagby, D. D., and was an active, earnest 
member of that church for a period of forty years. 


Comrade Diggs was married twice. His first wife was 
Miss Ella Samuel, whom he married in Mattaponi church. 
On the 5th day of June, 1909, he married Miss Elvina Court- 
ney, of Little Plymouth, King and Queen County, Va. In 
1919 he moved to Richmond and joined Grove Avenue Bap- 
tist church. Later moving to Church Hill, he transferred 
his membership to Leigh Street Baptist church. 


On the 3rd of February, 1928, he fell asleep. He was 
conscious to the last, and among his closing words were the 
lines: “My soul be on thy guard.” And so he passed out, 
giving the soldier’s salute to the Captain of his Salvation. After 
the funeral services, which were conducted at Leigh Street 
‘Baptist church his body was taken down to King and Queen 
and laid away among his loved ones in the churchyard at 
dear old Mattaponi. 


On of the finest tributes paid to him come to me in a 
letter from Mr. C. C. Vaughan, of Cumnor, Va. Mr. Vaughan 
was an intimate friend of Comrade Diggs for more than 
fifty years, and is competent to speak. Says his letter: 


“He was a real ‘he man’; never a trimmer; strong in his 
convictions of what he believed; as tender-hearted as a vir- 
gin; as brave as a lion in danger; as loyal a friend as ever 
gripped a comrade’s hand; a big-souled, generous, God-fear- 
ing soldier and a true friend of Jesus Christ.” 


Reed Brooke, a son of deacon Philip E. Brooke, was a 
half brother of the Rev. William S. Brooke, and the father 
of the Rev. W. P. Brooke. He too was a schoolmate of mine 
at Stevensville Academy. We were very nearly the same 
age. Mattaponi honored him by making him one of her 
deacons, which office he faithfully filled for many years. He 
died in 1927, leaving behind him a name worthy of all praise. 


Judson Land, son of the Rev. R. H. Land by his first 
marriage, held a warm place in my heart. He and I slept in 
the same bed when I was a boarding pupil in the Landon 
Seminary in the fall of 1864. 

Judson was the man of all work in the Landon home. 
He drove the cows to pasture every morning, and brought 
them back to shelter every night, where he fed and milked 
them. He chopped the wood, kept the fires going, and did 
most of the chores about the place. He and I were baptized 
at the same time in the pool under the pulpit. He was bap- 
tized by the Rev. Isaac Diggs, and I by the Rev. A. F. Scott. 
The four of us, two preachers and two candidates, went 
down into the water together. In after years Judson mar- 
ried Miss Priscilla Ryland, a daughter of Joseph Ryland of 
Bruington, and a niece of Dr. Alfred Bagby. He and his wife 
have both passed into the great beyond, leaving precious 
memories behind them. 


Frank Courtney, youngest child of Wm. P. Courtney, 
was a husky and vigorous lad, and a pal of mine during the 
years of the Civil War. He was an original, fun loving fel- 
low, always ready for mischievous pranks of all kinds. 


Thomas P. Bagby and I were class-mates at Stevens- 
ville, under the tutelage of the Rev. A. F. Scott. I remember 
well the fine stand he took in his classes, and how he ex- 
celled the rest of us in the marks which he got on his exami- 
nations. 


M. Cabell Woodward, oldest child of Mrs. Sue Pollard 
Woodward, lived with his mother in the home of his grand- 
father, Col. Pollard, and was a scholar in the Mattaponi Sun- 
day School, and a pupil in Stevensville Academy. While. 
Cabell was several years my junior, there was an affinity of 
soul between us that bound us together in the ties of friend- 
ship that grows stronger as the years go by. To me, then, 
and now, there was something peculiarly winsome about the 
boy that made him a favorite with all who knew him. He 
lives in Baltimore and is a deacon in the great church to 
which he belongs. 
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Andrew P. Montague, son of the Rev. Howard Montague, 
and a grandson of Andrew Broaddus the first, was born near 
Miller’s in Essex Co., Va. While a boarding pupil at Stevens- 
ville Academy in 1867-1868, he lived in the home of the Rev. 
A. F. Scott and was a member of the Mattaponi Sunday 
School. Andrew was an extraordinary boy in many ways, 
possessed of extraordinary talents. He has made a brilliant 
record as a teacher of Latin and as a College president. 


When a boy he was an omnivorous devourer of dime 
novels of the Nick Carter variety. I think he had, while at 
Stevensville, at least a hundred, and it was one of the joys 
of my life to borrow and read them. When Andrew left the 
Academy, he blossomed into a full grown student at the 
University of Virginia. There he flashed across the sky like 
a meteor, pulling some of the stars down as he flashed. Latin 
was his specialty, in which he became so proficient that it was 
said he could speak it with the fluency of a Cicero. Since 
his university days he has taught in great schools and has 
served as president of four of our Southern Baptist Colleges 
and Universities. Furman University, South Carolina, How- 
ard College, Alabama, Columbia College, Florida, and Mercer 
University, Georgia. He now teaches Latin in Mercer, and is 
Dean of the Faculty.

Robert Nelson Pollard — 
“Bob,” as we knew and called 
him—was the last of a main 
line, running far back into a 
hundred years, and more. He 
was born on the 8th day of 
June, 1847, the youngest child 
in a large family. Bob outlived 
them all, and lived a longer 
number of years than any one 
of them. His father was a 
lawyer of note in King and 
Queen county, and one of the 
constituent members of Mat- 
taponi at the organization in 
1828. Colonel Pollard was su- 
perintendent of the Sunday 
School for thirty-four consec- 
utive years. “Speaker” suc- 
ceeded his father and was su- 
perintendent for twelve years, when he moved to Richmond. 
Bob succeeded “Speaker” and served faithfully in the same 
office for thirty-seven years. The three, father and two sons, 
were superintendents for eighty-three consecutive years. Can 
you beat it? Is there another such record to be found any- 
where? For more than a hundred years the history of Mat- 
taponi has centered around the Pollard family. And now the 
place that knew them know them no more. 


Bob and this writer were born within two miles of each 
other. He was my senior by a little more than four years. 
We were schoolmates at Stevensville from 1862 to 1864. And 
then again in 1866, when his brother Henry was our teacher. 
We trod the same paths together, and slept together; and 
during the raids of Stoneman, Kilpatrick and Sheridan, he 
Frank Courtney and I helped to hide and take care of the 
horses down in the deep woods of the Exol swamp. Those 
were exciting and dangerous times, from which we boys ex- 
tracted lots of fun, which brought genuine happiness to our 
hearts, so utterly unconscious of the seriousness of the sur- 
rounding conditions. 
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When Bob and I attained our majority, our paths in life 
separated and ran widely apart. Bob remained in the home- 
land, dwelling to the day of his death amid the scenes of his 
childhood. Frequent visits back home on my part brought 
us together through the passing years, and in that way we 
kept the home fires burning, renewed our vows of friendship, 
and strengthened the cords of love. Bob was as gentle in 
his disposition as a woman. I mean as gentle as a gentle 
woman. Not all women are gentle. Some of them are just 
like some men. Bob was even more—he was Christ’s gentle- 
man. There is nothing one can say beyond that, in defining 
character. Bob was a loyal man—loyal to his family, loyal 
to his friends, and above all, loyal to the truth his Master 
taught, as expressed through the life of his church. I think 
Bob loved Mattaponi best of all. The roots of his very life 
were fastened about Mattaponi. And during the dismantled 
condition of the church after the fire of 1923, Bob gave the 
best that was in him to the rebuilding of the historic edifice; 
and no heart was so happy as his when he saw the old build- 
ing rise, Phoenix-like, from its bed of ashes, to a new and 
glorious rehabilitation. At the dedication of the renovated 
house of God, there was a light on Bob’s face such as one 
sees not on sea or land. His faithful prayers must ever keep 
alive the spirit of devotion to the old church, in the hearts 
of those who come after him. 


“Thrice blest whose lives are faithful prayers, 
Whose loves in higher love endure; 

What souls possess themselves so pure, 

Or is there blessedness like theirs ?” 


Bob was a member of the “Old Guard” who were present 
at the Semi-Centennial of the General Association in 1873, 
and again at the Centennial in 1923. From the home of Mrs. 
Jessie Gresham Pollard on West Grace street, Richmond, 
Va., on the twenty-third day of August in the year of our 
Lord, 1926, the soul of Robert Nelson Pollard returned to 
the God who gave it, and a few days thereafter, his body, 
frail and worn by reason of sickness and age, was laid away 
in the church yard at old Mattaponi, by the side of his be- 
loved wife, to return to the dust whence it came. 
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“Tis little; but it looks in truth, 
_As if the quiet bones were blest, 
Among familiar names to rest 
And in the places of his youth.” 


Among the other boys of my day, some older and some 
younger, mention may be made of Alfred and Charlie Bagby, 
Phil Brooke, Charlie Muse, Dick Landrum, Richard Harper, 
Isaac Diggs, Jr., Wilkie Godwin, Ben Jeffries, Montgomery 
Allen, Clarence Carlton, Willie Wright, Jimmie Stone, Willie 
Abbott, Richard Dunn, Harvey Drudge—and then some. 


Of the girls of my boyhood memory I can name but 
few Most prominent among them were Jessie, Mattie and 
Ora Gresham, Florence and Nora Land, Bettie Diggs, Emma 
Jane Jeffries, Flora Dunstan, Ida Carlton, Belle and Mattie 
Wright, Fannie and Nettie Scott. Some of these were near 
my own age. The most of them were younger. 


Nearly all of the boys and girls of my childhood have 
finished the journey} of life and are at home in the Father’s 
house.

CHAPTER FouR 


INCIDENTS AND OCCURRENCES 


My first distinct memory of events at Mattaponi carried 
me back to the year 1861, when I was nine and a half years 
of age. The occasion was the ordination to the ministry of 
the Rev. John Pollard. He had just completed, or was about 
to complete his course of study at Columbian College, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and had come to his home church for ordina- 
tion, bringing with him his much loved College president, 
Dr. George W. Samson, who was chosen to preach the ordi- 
nation sermon. 


The South and the North were at that time at daggers 
points, and the clouds of war were gathering, thick and black, 
in the sky. Sectional feeling was so strong at the time, that 
every man from North of the Potomac was viewed with 
suspicion, akin to hatred, by the people of Virginia. So bit- 
ter was this feeling that when Dr. Samson appeared at Mat- 
taponi on the day set for the ordination of young Pollard, he 
was not allowed to preach. I remember well the mutterings 
of dissent among the people on that day. Dr. Samson did 
not preach as had been planned, but was permitted to offer 
the ordaining prayer. I well remember the depression of 
feeling that threw a damper on the occasion and robbed it 
of its promised joy. Shortly after that the storm broke in 
all its fury, and Virginia was deluged in blood. 


My second distinct recollection of events, recalls the 
meeting of the Rappahannock Association at Mattaponi in 
1864. I do not remember who was moderator of the Asso- 
ciation, nor what was said and done. The thing that sticks 
in my memory of that occasion was the intense interest I 
felt in the striking personality of two of the visiting minis- 
ters, Andrew Broaddus the second, and John William Jones. 
I was interested in Dr. Broaddus because I had been told he 
wore a glass eye. I was afraid of him because of the stern 
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expression of his countenance. The glass eye looked straight 
at me without even a wink. The good eye bored me through 
with its penetrating light. I learned afterwards to love the 
man because of his great soul, gentle and kind. 


I was interested in John William Jones because he wore 
a jacket of Confederate gray, and because he shut his eyes 
and shook his head when he prayed and spoke in the meeting. 
He was at that time small of stature, and light in weight. In 
after years his body grew in size. So did his heart. He was 
then a chaplain in Lee’s army and worshipped the great Cap- 
tain of the Confederacy, with a devotion, second only to that 
with which he worshipped his God. Dr. Jones came to Mat- 
taponi again in 1866 and conducted a protracted meeting, 
which brought lasting good to both the church and the com- 
munity. 

During the four years of strife, Mattaponi was a rendez- 
vous for the patriotic women of the community. There they 
met every week for the purpose of making clothing for the 
Soldier boys, and for rolling bandages and packing lint for 
the wounded in the hospitals and on the battle fields. And 
here too came the boys, not yet old enough for service in 
the ranks. They made their contribution to the cause for 
which their fathers and brothers were fighting, by moulding 
bullets for shot guns and pistols, from scraps of pewter and 
lead gathered here and there from every available source. 


In 1867 I learned to sing by note, under the tutelage of Dr. 
Grubbs, who had a singing class at Exol and afterwards, when 
at home on my summer vacations, I, too, taught singing classes 
at Mattaponi. The classes met every Saturday, and we spent 
six hours each day in the study of vocal music by the Do-Re-Mi 
system. Those were happy days. 


A great revival was held at Mattaponi in the summer of 
1869, at which Dr. Richard Hugh Bagby did the preaching. The 
meeting resulted in the addition of thirty-one to the church by 
baptism. Mrs. P. E. Lipscomb, the wife of P. E. Lipscomb, 
my half brother, was baptized at that meeting.. So were Judson 
Land and I. 


On Sunday, June 13, 1875, I was ordained to the ministry 
in the old home church. At that time I was a student at Crozer, 
and supplying, during my summer vacation, at Red Bank and 
Lower Northampton churches on the Eastern Shore of Virginia. 
The ordaining ministers of the Council were S. C. Boston, A. F. 
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Scott, my brother-in-law, W. A. Street, R. H. Land and Alfred. 
Bagby. I shall never forget a question that my pastor, Dr. 
Alfred, asked me during my examination. Said he, “Tom, if 
you were to marry a rich woman, do you think you would con- 
tract a chronic sore throat and be forced to give up preaching ?” 
The question raised quite a laugh among the members of the 
ordaining council. I was never given the opportunity of putting 
the matter to a test. 

At Mattaponi, on a hot summer day, when I was a small 
boy, I was put to shame and confusion by going to sleep on my 
knees at a front bench in the amen corner, during quite a lengthy 
prayer by the pastor. At the close of the prayer when every 
one else had arisen, I continued to remain in my kneeling posture 
to the amusement of all who saw me. It was when I was aroused 
from my slumber that shame and confusion overwhelmed me. 

Who would have the heart to laugh at a little boy for doing 
a thing like that? Even grown people have been known to be 
guilty of similar breaches of church’ etiquette. 


Again, on a summer day, when I was but a mite of a lad, 
a curious thing happened in the church. I was sitting on the 
front bench by the side of my old friend, Mr. Wm. P. Courtney, 
when a stranger entered the south door, while Dr. Bagby was 
preaching. This stranger was a little above the average size of 
men, and wore a full beard. As is the custom or habit in country 
churches, everybody turned to look at him as he proceeded to wallx 
slowly down the aisle. No one knew him. Just before he reached 
the point where the aisles of the church intersect, Mr. Courtney, 
who had been looking at him with an intensely searching gaze, 
sprang to his feet, rushed down the aisle and threw his arms 
around him. Brother Bagby paused in the middle of a sentence, 
and the congregation sat amazed at the unusual occurrence. 

The stranger in the aisle was the long absent and only 
brother of Wm. P. Courtney—Dr. Franklin Courtney, who for 
many years had made his home in far-away Louisiana. He had 
come home on a visit, without sending any word that he was 
coming. But love met him at the threshold and gave him a 
brother’s welcome. Love is always ready. There is no surprise 
too great or too sudden for love. So will the Christian be ready 
for the coming of his Lord, the Elder Brother. 


I have frequently used this scene as an illustration of 
what shold be the attitude of every believer when his Lord 
comes. 


THE COLORED PEOPLE 


In the days of my early boyhood there was an end gal- 
lery in the church, just where it is today. It was reserved 
for the colored people who, in those days, had, no church of 
their own. Then they were slaves, and when they professed 
religion they joined the church to which their masters and 
mistresses belonged. Many of them were members of Mat- 
taponi. In the main, they were good people—the best colored 
people I’ve ever known. Negroes are imitative folks. If the 
whites among whom they live are moral and religious they 
are moral and religious. So it was at Mattaponi—good white 
folks—good negroes. They loved to go to church then—as 
they do now. They were emotional then; as they are now. 
And on occasions, such as protracted meetings and baptisms 
—and funerals—they were easily moved to giving audible ex- 
pression to their feelings. And when they shouted on such 
occasions or expressed their approval of sentiments uttered by 
the preacher, by crying out, “yes, Lord!” or “dat’s so!” they 
were excused by the whites without a word of remonstrance. 
I cannot recall the names of many of these colored people. 
Two of them I simply name, as worthy of mention—the 
Rev. Beverly Sparks, who when a slave, belonged to Mrs. 
Julia Todd—and Charles Robinson, a good and faithful servant 
of my father’s. 
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DEDICATION OF THE NEW CHURCH 
From the Religious Herald, Sept. 11, 1924. 


Sunday, August thirty-first, 1924, will always be known 
as a red letter day in the annals of one of the most historic 
churches in the State of Virginia. Early in the morning of 
the memorable day the highways leading to the church were 
lined with vehicles—some drawn by horses, after the man- 
ner of the olden times, and some—by far the most of them— 
propelled by engines, driven by gasoline—the ubiquitous auto- 
mobile. By 11 A. M. the house was packed. Every seat was 
occupied, and every available space was filled with people 
packed as close together as sardines in a box. And there 
were as many on the outside of the building as there were on 
the inside. The thermometer registered 90 in the shade, 
but that did not faze the eager crowd bent on doing its level 
best to make the day a glorious success. For three hours, 
and more, that crowd sat, and stood, and listened, with a 
patience that would have made Job ashamed of himself. 
Not a soul left the house, nor was there the slightest. mani- 
festation of restlessness or irreverence. The program was 
varied and was carried out almost to the letter. R. N. Pol- 
lard presided over the exercises, occupying a chair on the 
lower platform; and with ease and grace announced the 
numbers. His dignified and saintly personality brought added 
honor and glory to the occasion, and enshrined him anew in 
the hearts of the hundreds who have known and loved him 
through the passing years. The crowning event of the morn- 
ing was the entrance of Dr. Alfred Bagby. He came in 
through the door on the south and was led to a seat on the 
platform, where he could be seen by every person in the 
building. His venerable presence impressed the large audi- 
ence and hushed it to silence. When he entered, the people 
rose to their feet by an irresistible impulse, to pay to him 
the homage which they felt to be his due. At the advanced 
age of ninety-six years, two months and sixteen days, he 
glorified a scene, that for its unique character, has never 
had, and perhaps never will have its like on any similar oc- 
casion in the history of our country. For thirty-five years 


Jessie Batt DuPont (Mrs. Atrrep I. DuPont) 
who made the restoration of the old church possible. 
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he was pastor of old Mattaponi, and all who knew him re- 
vered and loved him. 


The exercises of the morning were varied. After sev- 
eral songs, finely rendered by a large chorus choir, in a style, 
and with a precision not to be surpassed by any of the chorus 
choirs of our leading city churches, the pastor of the church, 
the Rev. Mr. Jenkins, made the opening prayer. Then fol- 
lowed the dedication sermon by W. T. Hundley, one of the 
sons of the church, and now a resident of De Land, Florida. 
He used for his text the words of Jacob in Genesis 28:17— 
“This is none other than the house of God’, and the words 
of Jesus in Matthew 21:13—‘‘My house shall be called the 
house of prayer’; and from these texts he constructed a 
discourse around the theme—“What the house of God stands 
for”. With a prolific theme, an inspiring audience and a great 
church building, the speaker had much liberty, and made use 
of it. Preceding the sermon, Dr. Alfred Bagby, in a clear 
voice, and with much pathos and power, spoke for a few 
minutes. The inimitable and versatile and faithful C. C. 
Vaughan delivered the address of welcome, which met a 
fitting response from L. F. Harper, of Urbana, a former mem- 
ber of Mattaponi. At the close of the morning session H. R. 
Pollard, Junior—“‘our Harry”, of the firm of Pollard and 
Bagby, of Richmond, conducted the offering. Within a few 
minutes nearly $1,200.00 in cash and pledges were raised. 
This was supplemented by friends of the church, which carried 
the amount to $1,500.00. This paid the indebtedness and left 
a small balance in the treasury. The task was finished in 
handsome style, and the hearts of the faithful sons and 
daughters of the church throbbed with joy. After a sump- 
tuous dinner, served by the good women of the church and 
community, the people again filled the church and listened 
to stirring addresses from the Hon. John Garland Pollard, 
of Williamsburg, the Hon. John R. Saunders, of Richmond, 
and the beloved Cabell Woodward. of Baltimore. Mention 
must also be made of the presence of Mr. William Campbell, 
of Essex county, Virginia. He brought words of cheer, 
spoken from a long and useful life, now nearing its ninetieth 
year. Luther R. Bagby, clerk of the church, and a son of Dr. 
Richard Hugh Bagby, read a highly entertaining historical 
sketch of the church, 


This re-dedication of Mattaponi was occasioned by the 
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fact that the old church building was destroyed by fire in 


the winter of 1922-1923. That is, the roof and the woodwork 
of the interior. The rebuilt house exceeds, in the beauty of 
the interior, the old building. The walls were not injured, 
so that the outside of the building is unchanged. ‘The in- 
terior is now arranged with class rooms for Sunday School 
work. This changes the appearance of the interior so that it 
is wholly unlike the old building. But it is beautiful, and 
the acoustic properties of the auditorium are well nigh per- 
fect. All hail, dear mother church! Phoenix like she has 
risen from the ashes and added new lustre to her ancient 
glory. 


On opposite page is a fac-simile of a letter written to me by 
Dr. Alfred Bagby in September, 1924, thanking me for the ar- 
ticle on the Mattaponi Dedication, which I have reproduced in 
these pages. The article was originally written for the Religious 
Herald of September 11, 1924. 
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Thus ends my task, prompted by an undying love for 
dear old Mattaponi.

Biographical Sketches 
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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF W. T. HUNDLEY, D. D. 


By C. C. Vaughan 


William Thomas Hundley, the co-author of the history of 
Mattaponi Baptist Church, published herein, is a son of Wil- 
liam Clark Hundley and Sarah Branch Thomas. He was 
born at “Pleasant Retreat” farm near Cumnor, King and 
Queen County, Virginia, on the twenty-fourth day of August, 
1851. His father was the son of John P. Hundley and Pattie 
Clark, and a grandson of the Reverend John Clark, a soldier 
of the Revolutionary War. His mother, Sarah Branch 
Thomas, was married twice—the first time to Philip Lip- 
scomb of King William County, and after his death, to Wil- 
liam Clark Hundley, of King and Queen, in 1845. Wiailliam 
Thomas Hundley is a half brother of the Reverend John W. 
Hundley, who was a veteran of the Civil War and a dis- 
tinguished Baptist minister of blessed memory. ‘Tom, as 
his friends call him, in early life attended the academy at 
Stevensville, Virginia, where, under the tutelage of the Rev- 
erend A. F. Scott and others, he was prepared for college. 
He entered Richmond College in the fall of 1869, where he 
remained until February, 1873, failing to complete his course 
by reason of ill health. While at college he was awarded the 
Hiram Woods medal for elocution in the class taught by 
Doctor’ J.'L. M? Curry. 


He was converted and baptized in August, 1869, and be- 
came a member of Mattaponi, where he was licensed to 
preach in the fall of 1870. In June, 1873, he attended the 
Semi-Centennial of the General Association of Virginia as 
a messenger from Mattaponi Church. 


In the fall of 1873 he entered Crozer Theological Semi- 
nary at Chester, Pa., from which school he was graduated in 
May, 1876, with the distinction of being the only full gradu- 
ate in his class. 


On Sunday, June 13th, 1875, he was ordained to the 
Gospel ministry at Mattaponi, while Dr. Alfred Bagby was 
pastor. During the same summer he was called to the pas- 
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torate of Red Bank and Lower Northampton Churches on 
the Eastern Shore of Virginia, and served in after years, 
Eastville, Cheriton and Cedar Grove: Churches in the same 
section. 


In December, 1877, he accepted work in South Carolina, 
where he lived for twenty-four years, serving as pastor, at differ- 
ent intervals, Edgefield, Mount Tabor, Johnston, Ward, Phi- 
lippi, Greenville (Central), Batesburg and Beaufort Churches. 
His longest pastorate was at Johnston, covering a period of 
twelve and a half years. 


While in South Carolina he served as vice-president of 
the first board of trustees of the Connie Maxwell Orphanage 
at Greenwood, as President of the board of Ministerial Edu- 
cation at Greenville, as Transportation leader of the B. Y. 
P. U., for the State, and as a Trustee of Coker College, -at 
which school he preached the commencement sermon in June, 
1913. During these years he gave much time to the develop- 
ment of his talent for music, and delighted his friends wher- 
ever he went, with his skillful handling of the cornet, and 
with his singing. This talent has beena solace to him through 
the many years in which he has suffered from partial deaf- 
ness. In 1887, while pastor at Johnston, he made an extend- 
ed tour of Europe, in company with the Rev. J. K. Pace, one 
of his neighboring pastors. This trip included the countries 
of England, Scotland, Ireland, Belgium, France, Germany, 
Austria, Italy and Switzerland, and covered a period of four 
months. It was on this tour that he had the privilege of 
hearing Charles H. Spurgeon, Dean Farrar and Alexander 
McLaren, three of the world’s greatest preachers, and Wil- 
liam E. Gladstone, one of the world’s greatest orators and 
statesmen. 


He was pastor for a brief period, in the winter of 1892 
and ‘93, at Winchester, Va., but owing to the rigors of the 
climate, was forced to return South. From December, 1894, 
to November, 1901, he served the church at Gainesville, Flor- 
ida, from which charge he was called to the pastorate of 
Barton Heights Church, Richmond, Va. After a pastorate 
of three years at Barton Heights, he accepted the charge of 
the First Baptist Church in High Point, N. C. This pastorate 
was brief. After an interval of several years he returned 
South, and in 1918 accepted the care of the church at Apopka, 
Florida, where he remained nearly five years. In 1922 be- 
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cause of increasing deafness he retired from the active work. 


While pastor at Gainesville, Florida, he had the honor 
of preaching the annual sermon before the Baptist State 
Convention held in De Land in 1808. 


In 1900 he conducted a small party from Gainesville to 
the Orient, visiting Egypt, Palestine, Turkey, Greece and 
other countries. This tour occupied a period of nearly five 
months. While pastor in Apopka, Florida, he married Mrs. 
Annie C. Humphreys of Bardstown, Kentucky. In 1922 he 
and Mrs. Hundley moved to DeLand, where they now reside. 


During his pastorate at Apopka he was made Doctor of 
Divinity by Columbia College of Lake City.. This title was 
conferred on him on the day of his marriage, May 28, 1918. 
Dr. Andrew P. Montague was President of Columbia College 
auchetmie, Since then Columbia College has been merged 
into the John B. Stetson University at DeLand. 


William Thomas Hundley, besides being a fine preacher 
and musician, is a poet of no mean calibre. He is also a com- 
poser of music. One of his worthy publications is “Palmetto 
Leaves,” a booklet of verses, written while in South Carolina. 


He wrote a Centennial Ode of forty-two stanzas, read 
at the one hundredth anniversary of the Edgefield Baptist 
Church of South Carolina, in 1923. He has also contributed 
to the Religious Herald and other papers, numerous verses 
and prose articles of merit. 


He is the author of “Virginia for Jesus,” sung at the 
Centennial in Richmond in November, 1923. 


Also the song, “Coming Home to the Old Virginia Shore,” 
written for Home Coming Day at the Jamestown Exposition 
in 1907. His “Alma Mater” hymn, sung at Richmond Col- 
lege commencements, has gained for him “great eclat.” But 
the tenderest and sweetest of all his songs is “Two Little 
Shoes and a Bonnet,” written in memory of his baby boy who 
died at Edgefield, S. C., in 1879. 


In all of his varied experiences he has continued to main- 
tain his deep affection for his old mother church, Mattaponi, 
and requested that he be sent as one of her messengers to 
the Centennial of the Virginia General Association in 1923. 
Known far and wide for the geniality of his disposition and 
the affection which springs from a warm heart, he is as much 
esteemed in Virginia as he is in the various fields of labor in 
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the Southern States in which the major part of his useful 
life has been spent. 


He preached his first sermon at Concord Baptist Church 
in Caroline county, Va., in March, 1872, and his first sermon 
at Mattaponi, his mother church, in July, 1872. 


In spite of his partial deafness, which has been a great 
handicap for nearly fifty years, he has accomplished a great 
amount of fine work, both as preacher and pastor. His gen- 
eral health has been good all through his life, and he has 
been wise in his care of it. Therefore his age is like a mild 
winter, frosty, but kind. 


Having the gift of a wonderful memory in retaining 
incidents and dates of the events of interest along the “trail 
of the friendly years,” he has been valuable in furnishing data 
for this history. His memory is a marvel to his friends. 


His penmanship at his time of life is astonishing. At 
seventy-seven years of age his nerves are as steady as in the 
days of his youth. 

Having known him for a period of fifty years, the writer 
commends him to the readers of this history of Old Matta- 
poni, with the hope that they will emulate his example in his 
fidelity to his friends, and his duty to his God.

The man who made the publication of this book possible. 


CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS VAUGHAN 


Into the life of Mattaponi, in the year of our Lord, 1876, 
there came a young man by the name of C. C. Vaughan, of 
whom I must here speak in full, because of the many ex- 
cellent qualities of his character, the superlative value of the 
' service he has rendered to the church, and the ever strength- 
ening bonds of friendship that have held us together for 
more than half a century. 


Christopher Columbus Vaughan was born in Chesterfield 
County, Virginia, on the fourteenth day of December, 1853. 
His father was Jefferson Marion and his mother, Mary Jane 
Walthall Vaughan. His grandfather, Jacob Thomas Vaughan, 
for forty years before the Civil War, was a school teacher 
at Paineville, Amelia County, Virginia. The father died when 
his son, Christopher, was only twenty months old, leaving the 
mother a widow, with himself an only child. This was about 
the time when the fugitive slave law and other disturbing 
factors were slowly but surely paving the way for the sev- 
erance of relations between the North and South. The widow, 
with the child, who was about eight years old when the 
war broke out, had to struggle to keep the wolf from the 
door. A kind Providence carried them safely through the 
four years of war. 


In 1869, when, the lad was but sixteen years of age, he 
apprenticed himself to a carriage maker by the name of T. 
A. St. Clair, of Petersburg, Virginia, under whom he served 
a five year’s apprenticeship, with an additional year for further 
instruction. Mr. St. Clair having filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy, young Vaughan found himself without a job, and 
was turned out penniless on an unfriendly world. 


He left Petersburg, Virginia, in July, 1876, and engaged 
work as a builder of carriage bodies with W. C. Smith, of 
Richmond, Virginia. Finding conditions far from satisfac- 
tory, ina short while, being offered a place in King and Queen 
County, he accepted it and entered business with T. W. 
Dunstan, who ran a shop at Stevensville. Here he began the 
building of carriages and buggies, and believing he could 
better himself, he bought of Judge James M. Jeffries, a . 
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tract of land at Cumnor, and there built and opened a shop 
of his own. For many years he continued in the carriage 
business, combined with undertaking. 


In early life he united with the Byrne Street, now the 
Second, Baptist Church of Petersburg, under the preaching 
of the Rev. J. E. Hutson, and was a member of the choir of 
that Church until he left in 1876. So soon as he became sat- 
isfied that he would remain permanently at Cumnor, he got 
his letter of dismission from Byrne Street and joined Mat- 
taponi, where he still holds his membership. At Mattaponi 
he soon became a member of the choir, and succeeded Mr. 
John N. Gresham, at his death and by his request, as Secre- 
tary of the Sunday School, in which capacity he served until 
he was made teacher of the Ladies Bible Class, which position 
he still holds. 


On the twentieth of January, 1881, Mr. Vaughan married 
Alma Gertrude Carlton, a daughter of Alfred Carlton, of 
King and Queen Court House. Of this union there are five 
children now living: Mrs. W.; A. Childrey and Dr. C..C. 
Vaughan, of Richmond; E. L. and Alfred Vaughan, of Cum- 
nor, and Mrs. E. M. Wallis, of Baltimore, Md. 


Mr. Vaughan has been Postmaster at Cumnor for forty- 
seven years, merchant for forty years, manufacturer of lum- 
ber for thirty years, and farmer for the same length of time. 


When the Church was burned in 1923, he cut the lumber 
for the massive framing, and gave the Church nine acres of 
land, on which to erect a parsonage, cutting the lumber for 
the same. This beautiful, up-to-date building stands on the 
highway, within sight of the Church. 


I first met Mr. Vaughan in 1876, on one of my visits to 
my mother. The young man attracted me from the very 
first and has grown on me through all these fifty years, 
from his youth to his three score and ten. 


Christopher Columbus Vaughan, to the writer of this 
sketch and to many others, goes by the name of “Kit”, and 
also by the name of “Colonel’. There is an old proverb 
that reads—“Familiarity breeds contempt”, but in this in- 
stance the proverb is not true. The familiarity existing be- 
tween myself and Kit Vaughan, instead of breeding contempt, 
has bred in his heart and mine an evergrowing love and 
esteem the orie for the other. A positive affection exists be- 
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tween us like unto that which existed between David and 
Jonathan. 


Among the members of Mattaponi in those far away 
days, there were only two others that held a like place in 
the inner sanctuary of my heart, and they were “Speaker’”’ 
and Bob Pollard. The friendship, born in the days of our 
young manhood, has withstood the tests of time that try 
men’s souls, and proven the genuineness of its metal by pass- 
ing through the crucible, clear and white. 


Kit Vaughan is an exotic, transferred in his youth from 
another section of Virginia, but taking root at Mattaponi 
with all the tenacity and naturalness of a plant indigenous 
to the soil. The climate of King and Queen seemed to agree 
with him, and in it he grew and flourished like a native, 
adapting himself perfectly to his changed surroundings, and 
identifying himself with the joys and sorrows, the successes 
and reverses, that were experienced by the people of his 
adoption. For more than fifty years he has maintained the 
integrity of an unswerving purpose to be loyal to Mattaponi, 
and has proven himself always a willing helper in all things 
that pertained to the welfare of the church to which he be- 
longs, and of the community in which he lives. 


Mr. Vaughan is possessed of a mentality for beyond that 
bequeathed to the average man. By virtue of this extraordi- 
nary gift he has been enabled to acquire a position of in- 
fluence among his fellows as a man of affairs. Had he been 
privileged to secure a college training in his youth, there 
is no telling how far-reaching his influence might have been, 
or to what heights of usefulness and honor it might have 
carried him. 

Bob Pollard said to me once in speaking of Vaughan: 
“Tom, I believe Mr. Vaughan is the smartest man in King 
and Queen County”. 


Kit Vaughan is in a class to himself. He is well informed, 
because he reads. He digests what he reads and assimilates 
what he digests. And he likes good wholesome food. He 
writes well, amazingly well, for the limited opportunities of 
other days. His letters to me are worthy of being preserved 
for the many original and striking sayings which they con- 
tain. He! has been highly honored among his brethren, and 
when he leaves Cumnor for good, the Church and the com- 
munity will miss him sorely. With his readiness to serve, his 
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kindness of heart, his fine sense of humor, his devotion to 
his friends, his loyalty to principle, his optimism in the face 
of difficulties, it will be hard to find another to take his 
place when the Lord calls him home. 

He is the man who made possible the printing of this 
book.

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THE POLLARDS 
By John Garland Pollard, LL. D. 


The first Baptist Pollard of whom I have any record 
is my great - grandmother, Catherine Robinson Pollard, a 
member of Old Nuckols Baptist church, in Goochland county. 
She was the wife of Joseph Pollard, a non-commissioned 
officer in the Revolutionary Army. Her traditions and her 
surroundings were all Episcopalians, and I have vainly -pur- . 
sued the inquiry as to how it happened that she should have 
become a Baptist. Her own people, from John Robinson, 
Bishop of London, and Christopher Robinson, her ancestor, 
down through her Great-grandfather, Gov. Robinson (1749), 
were loyal “Churchmen”. Her own husband was an Epis- 
copalian and his father and grandfather before him had been 
vestrymen. Her contemporary relatives, so far as I can find, 
were Episcopalians of the staunchest sort, including her 
husband’s uncle, Judge Edmund Pendleton, president of the 
Virginia Court of Appeals, and his nephew, United States 
Senator John Taylor, of Caroline. She must have been a 
woman of strong and independent convictions to have be- 
come a lone Baptist among so many of another faith. Those 
convictions she transmitted to her son, Colonel John Pollard, 
whose one hundred and seventy living descendants are nearly 
all Baptists. 


_Lieutenant-Colonel John Pollard (1803-1877). 


My grandfather, Colonel John Pollard, was the first of 
the family to become prominent in Baptist affairs. He was 
a lawyer in King and Queen county, a man of strong con- 
victions and vigorous intellect. He exerted great influence 
in building up the Baptist cause in his section. He was a 
constituent member of the Mattaponi Baptist church, or- 
ganized in 1828, and was the grantee in the deed from the 
State conveying to him for the Baptists the handsome old 
Colonial Episcopal church Mattaponi, which had been aban- 
doned by the Episcopalians. He was clerk of the church, 
chairman of the deacons and superintendent of the Sunday 
school. 
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We are now having printed the Minutes of the church 
kept by him with the utmost care for nearly half a cen- 
tury. I have in my possession a short history of the church, 
written by him just prior to his death in 1877. He was a 
regular attendant of and a prominent figure in the meetings 
of the General Association, and took a keen interest and 
leading part in all denominational enterprises. 

He had five sons and three daughters. The eldest, 
Thomas, was a graduate of Columbian College and a pro- 
fessor in Hollins Institute. He died, unmarried, in 1852. 
The other sons were John Pollard, A. M., D. D., and James 
Polfard, B.-A., Lis. B.,. Henry. R., Pollard, B. iL. DED Diese 
Robert N. Pollard. 

All of his daughters married Baptists. Elizabeth mar- 
ried P. T. Woodward, a lawyer, who subsequently became 
clerk of Middlesex county. Sarah Jane married Alfred Bag- 
by, A. Mi, D. D., and Susan married: Dr. RioH: Woodward, 
a surgeon in the Confederate Army. 


Miss Priscilla Pollard. 


She was a cousin of my grandfather. Concerning her I 
quote Miss Fannie E. S. Heck’s book, “In Royal Service”, 
pages 56 and 57, under the title of “A Woman of Force”: 

“Before turning from this interesting neighborhood, we 
can but stop to tell of Miss Priscilla Pollard, who inspired 
the women of a wide section with missionary zeal, in 1832- 
37, reorganizing the Bruington Society, organizing and act- 
ing as first president of the St. Stephens and Mattaponi So- 
cieties, and reorganizing the Society of Beulah church, King 
William county. 

“Miss Pollard was a resident of King and Queen county, 
and was a member of Mattaponi church as early as 1833, 
as records show, and it is presumed was one of its consti- 
tuting members in 1828. Little is known of her person- 
ality, but she must have been a woman of devout piety, with 
capacity to lead. 

‘“Mattaponi church possesses, and with much pride ex- 
hibits, a chair which was .owned by her and occupied on 
business and official occasions. It is a plain, low chair with 
slatted seat, and bears on the back her initials, P. P., which 
might be interpreted ‘Perfect President’. 

“Some time prior to 1830 she was baptized by Dr. Sem- 
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ple, and doubtless from him received much missionary inspi- 
ration. 

“At first the plans of the society were very simple. They 
were working as well as contributing societies. They had 
but to see need to bring their needles into play for its alle- 
viation. 

“Let us look at the Society of Mattaponi, over which 
Miss Pollard so long presided. It was organized in 1837 and 
has had since that date an unbroken and honorable history. 
It early took the whole world into its views, putting home 
missions on the same footing as foreign. In 1842 it de- 
cided ‘to retain the right to bestow funds as may be deemed 
most expedient, whether for foreign missions, missions with- 
in the limits of the State or any part of the American con- 
tinent’. Following this action, they sent funds to the Do- 
mestic Mission Board for Rev. Jesse Witt, of Texas, and 
later arranged for monthly preaching in needy sections in 
Gloucester and King William counties. Out of the later 
work largely grew West Point church, in King William 
county. 

“This society has touched three great counties, for, while 
no missionary has gone out directly, the church claims W. B. 
Bagby, of Brazil, as a grandson and Mrs. A. B. Rudd, of 
Mexico, and J. W. Hart, of Argentine, as grandchildren, 
their mothers having been among its members. So the im- 
press of the Woman’s Society passes to the third generation.” 


John Pollard, Jr. (1839-1911). 


My father was a graduate of Columbian College. He 
entered the Baptist ministry in 1861 when he became pas- 
tor of the Hermitage and Clark’s Neck churches, in Middle- 
sex county, where he remained until 1870, when he became 
pastor of Lee Street Baptist church, in Baltimore. In 1880 
he became pastor of Leigh Street church, in Richmond. In 
1886 he accepted the professorship of English at Richmond 
College, where he remained for fifteen years, when he re- 
signed to become pastor of Bowling Green and Upper Zion 
_ churches in Caroline county. He was president of the Bap- 
tist Maryland Union, vice-president of the Southern Baptist 
Convention and a member of its Foreign Mission Board. To 
quote the editorial from the Religious Herald of July 20, 
I9iI, “he was a studious, able and effective preacher, a clear, 


vigorous and accurate writer and a debater of rare power 
and skill”. 

He was a pioneer advocate of temperance and anti-duel- 
ing legislation. 


Henry R. Pollard (1845-1923). 


He succeeded his father in the offices of chairman of 
deacons, superintendent of Sunday school and clerk of Mat- 
taponi church. He was commonwealth’s attorney of his 
county and a member of the General Assembly. In 1889 he 
removed to Richmond, where he became city attorney. He 
was president of the General Association, a trustee of Rich- 
mond College and a member of the Foreign Mission Board 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, of which body he was 
twice vice-president. He was chairman of deacons of Grove 
Avenue Baptist church, Richmond, and for many years 
teacher of a large men’s Bible class. 


James Pollard (1842-1898). 


Early in his career he moved to Baltimore. He was a 
member of Lee Street Baptist church and of Immanuel 
church, afterwards Seventh Baptist and also of Eutaw Place. 
He was a deacon in all these churches and superintendent 
of Sunday school in the first two named. He was president 
of the Maryland Baptist Union and president of the Mary- 
land State Mission Board. He organized and conducted for 
many years a Chinese Sunday school in Baltimore. His 
wife has long been a leader in Baptist affairs. His daughter, 
Mrs. H. M. Wharton, is secretary of the Woman’s Mission- 
ary Union of the Southern Baptist Convention, and chair- 
man of its Personal Work Committee. His only son, Gurdon 
T. Pollard, is trustee of a Baptist church in Denver, Col. 


Robert Nelson Pollard (1847-1926). 


The youngest son of Colonel Pollard remained in King 
and Queen county, where he devoted unstintingly his time 
and means in building up the cause at Mattaponi church. He 
succeeded his brother Henry as superintendent of the Sun- 
day school. He was also deacon and clerk of the church. 
The; father and the two sons, Henry and Robert, were suc- 
cessively superintendents of the Sunday school for nearly a 
century. 


Edward Bagby Pollard (1864-1927). 


He was the eldest son of Dr. John Pollard. He was A. 
M. and D. D. of Richmond College, Ph. D. of Yale and a 
graduate of the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary. He 
was pastor in New Haven, Conn., Roanoke, Va., and George- 
town, Ky., and he was professor of Biblical Literature at George 
Washington University (then Columbian), later professor 
of the same subject at Georgetown College, Ky. In 1906 
he became professor of Homiletics at Crozer Theological 
Seminary, Chester, Pa., where he remained until his death 
in 1927. 

He was editor of the Crozer Quarterly, a member of the 
International Sunday School Lesson Committee and a pro- 
lific writer on theological subjects. He is author of a re- 
ligious novel, “Paul Judson”, of “Semitic and Oriental Wo- 
men” and of a biography of Luther Rice, a book which is in 
course of publication by the American Baptist Publication 
Society. 

Dr. Milton G. Evans, president of Crozer Theological 
Seminary sina sketchrof) Dr.'.E).: Ba Pollard’s) life, says: 
“By temperament, by acquired Christian courtesy, by schol- 
arship, he was able to put the hand of restless and inquisi- 
tive and hesitating youth into the hand of confident and 
somewhat dogmatic age, and lead them together into paths 
of constructive Christian living. When the history of the 
present generation of Baptists shall come to be written, 
the name of Edward Bagby Pollard will be regarded as a 
contributor to Baptist polity and Christian theology. He 
has shown us how to live an intensely busy and useful life, 
acquiring. a wide reputation as pastor, teacher, preacher, 
writer, scholar, and at the same time remaining a simple- 
minded man in whom there was no guile, a positive Chris- 
tian in belief and practice.” 


. Juliet Pollard. 

She married J. W. Wills, of Atlanta, Ga., where she still 
resides. She was corresponding secretary of the Woman’s 
Mission Union of Virginia, 1888-94, and president of the same 
organization Ig1I-12. In Georgia she is the “Sunbeam” 
leader and recording secretary of the Woman’s Missionary 
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Union and State editor of the Federated Church Women of ) 
Georgia. 


H. R. Pollard, Jr. 


Oldest son of Henry R. Pollard. He has been for many 
years a leading member of the Grove Avenue church, Rich- 
mond, where he served as Sunday-school teacher and dea- 
con. He is a member of the Executive Committee of the 
State Board of Missions and Education. He has taken-a 
very active part in building up the mountain schools con- 
ducted by the denomination. | 

There are other Pollards who should be mentioned in 
this sketch, but space forbids.’ The Pollards intermarried 
with the Bagbys and many by that name are prominent in 
denominational affairs, but the Bagby family has already 
been the subject, of one of the sketches in this series. The 
Pollards also intermarried with the Woodwards and a num- 
ber by that name have been prominent in Baptist activities, 
among them the late W. W. Woodward, of Hampton, mod- 
erator of the Peninsula Association, and M. Cabell Wood- 
ward, a prominent Baptist of Baltimore. 


THE BAGBYS. 
By H. A. Bagby, D. D. 


The Bagbys are of Scotch blood, chiefly. They. were 
among the first settlers on this side of the Atlantic. James, 
Isom and William Bagby were in Jamestown in the days 
of Berkeley, and of Bacon’s Rebellion. As a people they 
have been religious enough and sensible enough to become 
numerous. Their name is legion. They have loved peace, 
though they never feared to lift a lance against social or 
theological foe. They have builded on education and reli- 
gion. An illiterate: Bagby, or one who is anti-Christian, 
would be hard to find. 

Some of them early followed the trail of Daniel Boone 
to “The dark and bloody ground”, and they have done 
their bit, and are still at it in Kentucky. I personally knew 
Rev. C. J. Bagby who spent his life in the Baptist ministry 
in North Middle Kentucky, and his younger brother, D. Y., 
Th. D., I think whose useful life has been spent largely in 
Texas. However tempted, I must try to stick to my text. 
The task you have set me is to write of Virginia Bagbys. 
The Virginia stock has had much to be grateful for, and 
very little to hide. 

I must speak first of those of the family who have been 
or are ministers of Christ. Here, to me, is a fascinating 
story. Nearly all of the Bagbys in Virginia have been 
Baptists, and the patriarch of this tribe was John Bagby, 
of Stevensville, in the sequestered and unique county of 
King and Queen. The picture of his face somehow makes 
me think of the iron Duke of Wellington. He was a Vir- 
ginia planter and man of affairs, a very large slave owner, 
living in an ample home called Bunker Hill, and having at 
hand every thing then known to comfort. Such is not 
generally the kind of home out of which ministers come. I 
have heard it affirmed many times that when he died he left 
behind him one hundred and fifty descendants, and that not 
a one of this number had ever passed the age of fifteen with- 
out uniting with a Baptist church. Nearly all of these have 
kept the faith of our fathers to the end, though a few have 
been deflected by the infatuation of a strangely legalistic 
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theory of baptism. My father used to say that his mother 
—or mothers, for in effect he had two, though he never knew 
the one who gave him birth—used to pray that the Lord 
would give them one of her boys to preach the gospel. The 
answer to that family prayer may be seen in the following: 
Five stalwart boys came out of the home: Richard Hugh, 
the eldest, was easily one of the foremost preachers of his 
day. The influence of. his life and ministry abides, and yea, 
will abide. He spent a whole generation as pastor of Old 
Bruington, his home church, a church which for culture, 
ability and generosity was not surpassed in the State. He 
fell at his loved post of duty at the early age of fifty. After 
the oldest I speak of the youngest, Edward. He must have 
been singularly magnetic. It was his avowed purpose to 
preach. While gallantly leading on at the battle of the 
Crater in Petersburg, his life was cut off. My father was 
next to the youngest. He gave his entire life to the ministry, 
mostly in Kentucky. If to preach is to be possessed of cer- 
tain burning truths which are called the Gospel, and in glow- 
ing eagerness, to pour these out of one’s own soul into the 
hearts of those he loves, then George Franklin Bagby ought, 
in all candor, to be rated, with our great preacheren aor 
Alfred Bagby has but recently gone to his reward, and, to 
my mind, that reward will be vastly greater than he ever 
thought of. He was pastor of famous old Mattaponi church, 
two miles from where he was born and reared, for, I believe, 
thirty-five years. His book, “King and Queen County” has 
given him earthly immortality. These four were ministers. 
The other was Major John Robert, who spent his life in mer- 
chandising. He came home from the war a major. Such was 
his influence in the county that, when his elder brother died, 
the Bruington church, sent a committee to ask him to allow 
them to ordain him, and make him their pastor. He was, 
perhaps, the leading influence in Bruington as long as he 
lived. Had he heard the call of the church, it would have 
given the entire set of five sons to the ministry. 

But even this is not all of the story. Grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren out of that house have heard and 
continue to hear the call of the ministry. I am sure I can- 
not name them all. Such an enumeration ought to men- 
tion as near of kin: C. J. and D. Y., whom we can now 
only name. John Bagby was uncle to Captain A. F. Bagby, 
of Tappahannock, who has given to the ministry two gifted 
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sons, Edward and Richard, the first being at one time pas- 
tor of a large church in Washington and Chaplain of our 
House of Representatives. A third son is a doctor of fine 
reputation. John W. Ryland, a grandson, was one of the 
worthiest and truest in this line of apostolic succession. 
Ryland Murdock is another. I was a member of the Council 
which ordained him at Bruington, in 1897. After a very 
brief ministry he fell on sleep. Edward Bagby Pollard 
was, I presume, the most distinguished of the line of de- 
scent. He was pure in heart, finely educated, clear in 
thought, and in expression and with the courage of a beau- 
tiful conviction. Of the children. of George Franklin; Vir- 
ginia May (Mrs. A. B. Rudd) gave her life to missionary 
work in Mexico and Porto Rico, doing bravely the work 
of a preacher, though not technically a minister. A. Paul 
has been one of the best equipped and one of the most 
attractive and efficient of this bare catalogue of such pub- 
lic servants of Christ. Harry Ashby has been pastor in a 
number of most important pastorates during the last forty 
years. Olive Bagby, granddaughter of John, through both 
her father and her sainted mother, gave the beauty of her 
consecrated youth to missionary activities in China. What 
a wise Master-builder, what a maker of preachers was this 
man of action and of faith, and the noble women who helped 
to make Bunker Hill such an extraordinary plant-bed of 
Baptist preachers! Descended from a very near-by branch 
of the family tree is Wm. B. Bagby, that prince among mod- 
ern missionaries. I doubt if Southern Baptists have ever 
had a more splendid representative in foreign lands than this 
apostle to Brazil. The Lord has blessed him and his devoted 
wife in giving them a son (C. T.) in the ministry. 

But apart from the ministry, the Bagbys have wrought 
well; farmers, merchants, teachers, doctors, lawyers. They 
have often been what is called ‘“hard-headed”. Maybe that 
is the Scotch in them. I know among them no trimmer, 
no dodger or slacker. Scores of them have been superin- 
tendents and deacons in many Baptist churches in many 
States. Though many of them sons of ministers, they have 
been, with rare and deplorable exceptions, outstanding sons 
of the Kingdom of Righteousness. I do not know where 
there can be found, out of the pulpit or in it, a more Christ- 
like soul than Luther R., son of the illustrious Richard Hugh. 
Some one once said to Dr. P. S. Henson: “You come, I be- 
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lieve, from Fluvanna County, where they raise persimmons!” 
The reply was flashed back: “Yes, and Men!” The proud 
mother of several successful Christian men said to me the 
other day: “I have always said that it does not take much 
money to raise boys.” My uncle, Alfred, and his very gifted 
Pollard wife knew how to rear boys without money. Out 
of that humble home there went forth two business men 
and four lawyers, and in the qualities that count for most 
in the highest type of Christian citizenship, these men range 
not far from the top. The eldest, Thomas, was a fine Chris- 
tian lawyer of West Point. Charles, Alfred and George 
Poindexter have won distinction in the legal profession in 
the great City of Baltimore. But each one of them is as 
prominent in his church as in his profession. Bagby-Pollard, 
or Pollard-Bagby, makes a very happy combination; as wit- 
ness again Hon. John Garland Pollard. Had he been willing 
to “crook the pregnant hinges of the knee, that (political) 
thrift might follow fawning”, he might have been Governor 
of Virginia. Something akin to that might be said of Hon. 
Wm. F. Bagby, of Stevensville. His official connection with 
Bruington runs through forty years. I have been told that 
years ago, when he was Superintendent of the Sunday school, 
several times when the ground was too rough and deeply 
frozen for horse to travel, he walked the six miles to open 
his Sunday school on time. Of my own brothers: Frederic 
Hugh, eldest, business man in Texas; Theo. Gresham, of 
Kansas City; Geo. Franklin, M. D., of Richmond, and Leslie 
H., of New Orleans, have all been intelligent, outstanding, 
influential Christian men. I think they have all been deacons. 
With the Bagby tree before me, I cannot subscribe to the 
idea that the children of the manse nearly always go to 
the Devil. If any Bagby, who is now following Jesus, should 
chance to read these lines, let him know that the shout of 
an almost unanimous tribe would welcome him into the fel- 
lowship of our fathers. Such folk have been influential in 
civic and in religious life, because, without hypocrisy, with 
sane minds, and with the highest motives, they have loved 
and followed the right as God gave them to see the right. 

I have left out much which would have appropriate place 
in such connection. I cannot willingly close until I have 
said this: Personally and spiritually, the most irresistible 
of the Bagby tribe have been the women. It is often hard 
to give them their due praise because they marry and carry 
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through life other names: for a Bagby, male or female, is 
bound to marry. Their song, their suffering, their blood 
and their prayers have had as much to do with building 
the walls of Jerusalem as the hands of their hardier fathers 
and brothers. Where so many so richly deserve to be spoken 
of, it is inadmissible to mention even one by name. It were 
good for the Kingdom of all beauty and truth that their 
kind be multiplied in every country on earth.

At a meeting held according to appointment at the Brick 
Church, in the County of King and Queen on Saturday the 9th 
day of August 1828. 

A majority of the members who worship at this place be- 
ing present and the propriety of having a Church constituted here 
being taken into consideration, it is unanimously agreed upon that 
a Church be constituted. 

Resolved that Bros. John DuVal, Thomas Jeffries, John Redd 
and John Pollard be appointed a committee to prepare by our 
next meeting a Covenant or Constitution whereby we shall be 
regulated as a Church and also to prepare a Letter to the next 
association, which is unanimously agreed upon. 

It is unanimously agreed upon that this Church shall be 
called and known by the name of Mattapony Church. 

The second Sunday in September next is appointed for a 
meeting to be held at this place to take such other steps as may 
be necessary to our being constituted as a Church. 


September 14th, 1828. In consequence of the absence of 
some of the members the business of the Church is postponed 
until the second Sunday in November next. 


November 9th, 1828. The members attending according 
to appointment, the Rev’d William Todd was chosen modera- 
tor, (and John Pollard secretary, as recorded in the bound min- 
utes). Whereupon by unanimous consent a Church was consti- 
tuted under the name of Mattapony Church. The church then 


NOTE. There was found in the first minute book unbound pages containing 
the minutes of the church from the beginning through April 1834. The language 
used is substantially the same as found in the bound book. The minutes as here 
printed are from these loose pages, except entries of Jan., Feb. & Apr. 1834. 
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proceeded to the appointment of a pastor. Whereupon the rev'd 
Wm. Todd was unanimously chosen, the rev’d Phil Taliaferro 
presiding as moderator. 


It is requested that all the members attend at our next - 


monthly meeting to have their names enroled, and the church 
hav.g nothing further before them concluded by prayer. 


Decr. 14th, 1828. The members attending according to 
appointment and had their names enroled. (See Church Cove- 
nant. ) | 

The church then proceeded to the appointment of Deacons, 
whereupon Bros. Thomas Jeffries and Jno. Redd were unani- 
mously chosen and the second sunday in January next is ap- 
pointed for their ordination. 


May 9th, 1829. The church having met bros. Jeffries 
and Redd were appointed to cite bro. Corbin Watkins to ap- 
pear here at our next monthly meeting and give the Church 
satisfaction relative to the charge of intemperance brought 
against him. 

Bros Hart and Pollard are appointed to cite bro. James 
Garrett to appear here at our next monthly meeting and give 
the Church satisfaction relative the same charge. 

Resolved that the bal. that may remain (in) the hands of 
the treasurer on the settlement of his acct. be by him paid to the 
pastor. 

Adjourned by prayer. 


August 8th, 1829. The Church having met bros. Jeffries 
and Redd reported that they had cited Bro. Watkins in dis- 
charge of the order of May last, and he failing to appear it 
is requested that they know of him why it 1s that he gener- 
ally fails to attend meetings and also inform him that it is 
the wish of the Church that he should appear before them 
and give some reason why he has not attended according to 
notice. 

Bro. Garrett appeared before the Church according notice 
given by virtue of order of May last, and made statements which 
were satisfactorily received. 

Bros. Todd and Pollard are appointed to prepare a letter 
for the Church to our next association. 

Bros. Jeffries and Redd are appointed messengers from this 
church to our next association and it is ordered that the treas- 
urer send by them $1.50 as a donation. 
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Mrs. Orrill has been appointed to clean out the Church and 
keep the key for 12 months from the time she commenced for 
the sum of $5. Whereupon it is ordered that the treasurer pay 
her that sum when the time shall have expired. 


The members made the following contributions to defray 
the expenses of the Church: 


Thos. Jeffries, $1.00; Henry Bagby, 50c; John Redd, 50c; 
John Pollard, $1.00; total, $3.00. 


September 12th, 1829. The Church having met Bros. 
Jeffries and Redd who were appointed to notify Bro. Wat- 
kins to attend before the Church reported that they had dis- 
charged that duty and the said Watkins not appearing Bros. 
Todd and Pollard are appointed to know of him why he has 
not appeared before us as notified by Bros. Jeffries and Redd, 
and also to inform him that unless he appears before the 
Church such steps will be taken as may seem best to them. 


The Letter prepared by bros. Todd and Pollard to our next 
association was read unanimously adopted and ordered to be 
forwarded. 


It is requested that bros. Robert Courtney, James Fisher, 
Bartlett B. Hart, Martin Turner, Henry Bagby, James Garrett, 
John Cooke, Philip Eubank and Samuel Whiteman superintend 
the place where our next association is to be held and keep off 
all disorderly persons. 


March 14th, 1830. The Church having met: They pro- 
ceeded to the appointment to deacons to supply the vacancy 
occasioned by the death of bro. Jeffries. Whereupon Bros. 
George C. Jeffries and William Campbell were unanimously 
chosen. 


Bro. Bartlett B. Hart intending to move to the West applied 
for a letter of dismission for himself and wife which was granted. 


May, 1830. The Church having met: William Campbell 
and Priscilla Campbell his wife having obtained a letter of 
dismission from the Bruington, of which they were mem- 
bers; for the purpose of joining this church made known their 
application, and thereupon were received in this church by 
a unanimous consent. 


Bros. Redd and Campbell who have heretofore been chosen 
Deacons of this church were this day regularly ordained. 
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July 14th, 1830. The church having met: It is requested 
that the brethren make contributions to defray the expenses 
of the church and for the support of the Gospel at this place 
on the 2nd Saturday in August next, and that the Deacons 
use their exertions to raise a fund for the purposes aforesaid. 

Bros. Campbell and Pollard are appointed to cite bro. Henry 
Bagby to appear before the church on Wednesday evening next 
to answer the church of the charge of intemperance. 

Bros. Cocke and Eubank are appointed to admonish bro. 
Bartlett B. Hart upon the subject of intemperance and to re- 
port to the church. 


July 21st, 1830. The church having met: It is ordered 
that Cloe belonging to bro. Todd charged with fornication 
appear before the church on the 2nd Sunday in August to 
answer the church of the charge aforesaid and the said Wm. 
Todd is appointed to inform her of this order. 

Henry Bagby who has been cited to appear before the church 
on this day to answer them of the charge of intemperance but 
failing to appear and the church being satisfied that the charge 
is well founded is by an unanimous voice excommunicated 
from this body. 

Bro. Wm. Campbell is requested to keep the key of this 
church and to attend to the cleaning out the same until May next, 
which he has consented to do fér the sum of $6.00. 

The church having heard that Mrs. Sally Shenton who is 
attached to this church and who has removed to the town of 
Norfolk is not worthy of membership—have concluded to write 
to Bro. Jeremiah Henderson to inquire relative to her stand- 
ing there. 


August 8th, 1830. The church having met: Bro. Bartlett 
B. Hart who was admonished by Bros. Cooke and Eubank 
on the charge of intemperance appeared before the church 
and made a statement relative to the charge which was re- 
ceived by the church and he again admonished to be more 
cautious in future which he promised to do. 

Bro. Wm. Todd reported that he informed his woman Cloe 
of the order of the church but failing to attend, and the church 
being satisfied that she is guilty of the charge, she is there- 
upon suspended for 6 months from this body. 

It is ordered that Martha. belonging to Thomas: M. Jeffries, 
charged with fornication, appear before the church at our next 
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monthly meeting to answer the charge aforesaid and Bro. Tur- 
ner is appointed to inform her of this order. 

Bros. Campbell and Pollard are appointed to prepare a letter 
for the church to our next association. 

Bros. Redd and Pollard are appointed messengers from 
this church to our next association, and it is ordered that the 
treasurer send by them $2.00 as a donation. 


September, 1830. The church having met, the letter pre- 
pared by brethren Campbell and Pollard to our next associa- 
tion was read unanimously adopted and ordered to be for- 


warded. 


December, 1830. Whereas this church have received a 
communication from the Bruington church stating that cer- 
tain persons have been baptized within the bounds that church 
contrary to their regulations and being also informed that 
similar occurences have taken place in neighbouring 
churches and being apprehensive that some _ unpleasant 
confusion may arise from such ,course tending to disturb 
the peace of the churches and that they had appointed a 
committee to confer with each other and such committees 
might be appointed from other churches and recommend 
what measures be taken for the peace and happiness of Zion. 

Resolved that brethren William Todd, William Camp- 
bell and John Pollard, any two to act, be appointed a com- 
mittee, meet the said committee and such other committees 
from neighbouring churches as may be appointed at Upper 
King and Queen on the 30th and 31st of this month to recom- 
mend what measures should be adopted relative to the subject 
matter above stated. 


May, 1831. The church having met: Bro. Geo. C. 
Jeffries and Sisters Mary Hemingway and Susan Jeffries 
having obtained letters of dismission from the Exol church of 
which they were members to be united to some other church of 
the same faith and order made application for membership 
in this church whereupon they were received in full fellow- 
ship. 


August, 1831. The church having met: The brethren 
made the following contributions for the support of the 
church to-wit:

Todd, John Pollard and Tomas B. Evans 
appointed messengers to our next association and it is ordered 
that the treasurer send by them the sum of $2.00 as a donation. 


Brethren George C. Jeffries Edward Hart and Martin Tur- 
ner and Henry Didlake are appointed to keep order among the 
black people who attend worship at this place until August next. 

Brother William Campbell is appointed to clean out the 
church until August next. 


Ordered that the treasurer pay to Bro. Campbell $6.00 for 
cleaning’ out the church for the year ending May last. 

Cleo belonging to Bro. Todd and Martha belonging to Thos. 
Jeffries having failed to answer the church of the complaints 
alledged against them and it appearing that they are both guilty 
they are therefore excommunicated from our body. 


The church having met: The letter 
prepared by Brethren Campbell and Pollard to our next as- 
sociation was read, unanimously adopted and ordered to be 
forwarded.

B. Evans was appointed to cite bro. Samuel Whiteman to 
appear at our next Monthly meeting to satisfy the church 
of the charge of intemperance. 


December, 1831. The church having met: A letter was 
rec’d from bro. Whiteman but the church considering that 
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mode of proceedings out of order it was ordered that bro. 
Whiteman appear in person at our next monthly meeting 
to satisfy the church of the charge aforesaid. 


January, 1832. No meeting in consequence of inclem- 
ency of the weather. 


February, 1832. The church having met: Bro. Whiteman 
appeared in person, acknowledged himself guilty of the charge 
and promised to reform whereupon the church declined any 
further consideration of the matter before them. 


March, 1832. The church having met: Bro. Redd, one 
of the Deacons, paid over to the treasurer $2.50 on account 
of money collected by him for support of the church. 

Bro. James Garrett made a donation of 50 cents to be applied 
to the support of the church. 

On motion bro. Wm. Campbell was paid $2.50 in full of 
his annual allowance for cleaning out the church to May last. 


June, 1832. Resolved that the Deacons of this church 
make use of their influence to induce our brethren to give a 
regular attendance at our monthly meetings. 


Bro. Orrill is appointed to notify bro. Whiteman to appear 
before the church tomorrow and answer them of the charges of 
intemperance and if he does not appear to the church will then 
proceed to deal with him according to Gospel order. 

Bros. Geo. C. Jeffries and Phil Eubank are appointed to 
notify brother Bartlett B. Hart to appear before the church at 
our next monthly meeting to answer them of the charge of in- 
temperance and other improprieties, and should he fail to attend 
that then he will be dealt with according to gospel order. 

Bro. Redd paid 75 cts. as a contribution from sister Cau- 
thorn and bro. Eubank as their quarter donation at May last. 

Bros. Geo. C. Jeffries and James Garrett are appointed to 
admonish bro. Walter D. Hart of the impropriety of attending 
horse racing and should he not satisfy them on the subject 
that then they are to cite him to appear before the church at 
our next monthly meeting. 

The brethren are requested to use their exertions in pro- 
curing stoves for the use of the church. 


June 10th, 1832. Bro. Whiteman who was cited to ap- 
pear before the church today; failing to attend and the church 
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being satisfied that the charges made against him are true 
he is thereupon excommunicated. 

Bro. Bartlett B. Hart who was cited to appear before the 
church at our next monthly meeting to satisfy the church of the 
charge of intemperance etc., appeared today the church being 
willing upon his acknowledgements and promises to bear with 
him yet longer do reinstate him to their fellowship etc. 


July 8th, 1832. It appearing to the satisfaction of the 
church that Milly and Clara, two female slaves belonging to 
John Carlton have been guilty of such crimes as cannot in 
any way be countenanced by the church they are therefore 
excommunicated from our body. 


August 30th, 1832. The treasurer’s account shewing a 
balance of $3.40 due from him on this day was examined and 
allowed the church. 

Bro. Campbell is appointed to clean out the church until 
August next. 

Ordered that the treasurer when funds sufficient shall come 
to his hands pay to Bro. Campbell $6.00 for cleaning out the 
church from August last. 

Brethren Pollard and Cooke appointed to prepare a letter 
for the church to our next association. 

Brethren Wm. Todd, Geo. C. Jeffries and Phil Eubanks ap- 
pointed messengers to our next association—and case of the fail- 
ure of either of them to attend, bro. John Pollard is appointed 
to supply the vacancy, and it is ordered that the treasurer send 
by them the sum of $2.00 as a donation. 

Brethren John Redd, Geo, C. Jeffries, John Cooke and 
Brooking Taylor are appointed to keep order among the 
black people who attend worship at this place until August 
next. 


September, 1832. The church having met: The letter 
prepared by brethren Pollard and Cooke to our next associa- 
tion was read, adopted and ordered to be forwarded. 


March, 1833. The church having met: They proceeded 
to the appointment of a deacon to supply the place of bro. 
George C. Jeffries and whereupon bro. Phil Eubank was 
unanimously chosen. 


It being reported to the church that bros. John Moulson and 
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Robert Oglesby are in the habit of making an intemperate use 
of ardent spirits and it appearing to church that the fact ought 
to be investigated, bro. Eubank is appointed to cite bro. Moulson, 
and bro. Taylor to cite bro. Oglesby to appear at our next meet- 
ing to answer the charge aforesaid. 

It appearing to the church that George belonging to Mrs. 
Blake, Ceasar, to the estate of Thomas Collins Jr., Rachael to 
Mrs. C. Edmondson, Priscilla belonging to Thomas Jeffries and 
Jane belonging to Wm. Adams have moved so far from the 
jurisdiction or inspection of this church as to be unable to 
attend regular meetings and communions it is resolved that 
they be considered no longer members of this body. 


Bros. Todd, Redd, Eubank, Campbell and Pollard are ap- 
pointed a committee to amend our church covenant and pre- 
pare other forms and articles for the government of the 
church and report. 


June 6, 1833. The church having met: Bro Eubank who 
was appointed to cite bro. Moulson to appear before the 
church on charge of intemperance; reported that he had 
performed that duty and bro. Moulson not appearing and 
the church being fully satisfied that he is habitually intem- 
perate and not fit for membership among them the 
church is unanimously of opinion that he be excommunicated 
from their fellowship which is accordingly done. 


Bro. Taylor who was appointed to cite bro. Oglesby to 
appear before the church to answer the charge of intemperance 
reported that he had performed that duty and bro. Oglesby fail- 
ing to attend bro. Garrett is again appointed to require him to 
attend here tomorrow to answer the charge aforesaid. 


Bros. Campbell and Orrill are appointed to cite bro. James 
Fisher to appear before the church at our next monthly meet- 
ing to answer the church in relation to the settlement of his 
debts &c., the resisting the publick authority of this county 
and of the manner in which he left the county when he moved 
to Richmond to live. 

The committee appointed to prepare an amended cove- 
nant and other forms and articles for the government of the 
church reported and our meeting not being full the adoption of 
them is continued untill tomorrow. 


June 7th, 1833. The church having met: The amended 
Covenant, Constitution, &c. being read and considered were 
unanimously adopted and ordered to be recorded.

Bro. Oglesby who was required to attend before the church 
today appeared and the charge investigated, whereupon. the church 
were satisfied and matter dismissed. 


July 13th, 1833. Bros. Orrill and Campbell reported that 
they had cited Bro. Fisher to appear before the church as 
directed and he failing to appear they are appointed to notify 
him again that he is required to appear here tomorrow and 
answer the church of the charges made against him. 


July 14th, 1833. No church meeting as contemplated, 
consequently bro.

Todd and 
brethren John Pollard and Robert Garrett are appointed 
messengers to represent this church in our next association, 
and in case of the failure of either of them to attend brother 
Haynes is appointed to attend.

CHURCH COVENANT 


We, whose names are hereunto subjoined (baptized upon 
profession of faith) having satisfactory knowledge of one an- 
other, in regard to our christian experience and character; and 
being persuaded that it will conduce to the Glory of God and 
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our spiritual prosperity ; and, therefore, that it is both our duty 
and privilege to be formed in a Gospel Church, Do Resolve, in 
the fear of God, and in the name of Jesus Christ thus to unite 
ourselves together in one body, under one head, jointly to live 
and act as a Church, according to the spirit and precepts of the 
Gospel of Christ. 

We own and acknowledge the Holy scriptures as the only 
standard by which all principles and practices in religion are to 
be tried, and Jesus. Christ as the only supreme head and law 
giver of his Church. We desire, therefore, to surrender our- 
selves in soul and body to him—to his keeping, his government 
and his service; and to be guided by the dictates of his holy 
word, both in our faith and our practice as far as we may be 
able, according to the light afforded to us to ascertain his 
mind and will. 

And with respect to one another, we do hereby covenant 
and agree (reserving to ourselves respectively the rights of con- 
science and our christian liberty in general) that we will give 
ourselves mutually to each other, as members of the same 
body, that we will endeavour to be subject one to another in 
the Lord; to bear each other’s burden, to promote as we may 
be enabled, each others well-being, and to unite our efforts 
in the common cause of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.

CHURCH COVENANT 


(Notation on side “now standing 1857 May, John Pollard.’’) 


We whose names are hereto subjoined (baptized upon pro- 
fession of faith) being persuaded that it will conduce to the glory 
of God and our own spiritual prosperity, and therefore that it 
is both our duty and privilege to be formed in a Gospel church, 
have resolved in the fear of God and in the name of Jesus Christ 
thus to unite ourselves together in one body under one head, 
jointly to live and to act as a church according to the spirit and 
precepts of the Gospel of Christ. We own and acknowledge 
the Holy scriptures as the only standard by which all principles 
and practices in religion are to be tried. According to this stand- 
ard we maintain that Baptism only belongs to those who give 
satisfactory evidence of true faith in Jesus Christ, and is rightly 
performed only by immersion in water, that it is not the 
means by which we actually receive pardon justification and 
acceptance with God, but it is a declaration of our interest as 
believers in these great and saving blessings; and at the same 
time a pledge of our consecration to God; and that it is the 
proper manner of openly putting on Christ. That the Lord’s 
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supper is intended for the social commemoration of the death 
of Christ, and the saving benefit thence resulting, and appears 
properly to belong to baptized believers in church fellowship. 

Moreover, we consider it proper to add as touching certain 
great leading truths held forth in the Holy Scriptures—that 
we acknowledge and avow the doctrine of the depravity and 
just condemnation of man; the divine and human nature of 
Jesus Christ, the son.of God; atonement for sin by his 
bloodsheding and death; justification before God by faith 
in Jesus Christ on account of his blood and righteous- 
ness; our dependance on the influence of the Holy spirit 
in leading us to repentance and the sanctification of our 
nature; and the necessity of holiness of heart, righteous- 
ness of life and (in a word) of obedience to all the known 
will of God. And, lastly, there will be a general resur- 
rection and a general judgment in which: the final states 
of mankind will be decided according to the deeds done 
in the body. We own and acknowledge Jesus Christ as 
revealed in the scriptures, the only supreme Head and law 
giver of his church, and desire therefore to surrender our- 
selves in soul and body to Him, to his keeping, his govern- 
ment and his service, to be guided by the dictates of His 
Holy will, made known in his word both in our faith and 
practice. And we do hereby covenant and agree, that 
we will endeavor to be subject one to another in the Lord, te 
bear each others burdens, to promote as we may be ena- 
bled, each others well being and to unite our efforts in the 
common cause of our Lord and Savior. 

While we would thus devote ourselves jointly and sev- 
erally to the authority and control of the great King in Zion, 
we emplore His condescending regard in the acceptance of 
our persons and our services, and his efficacious grace to aid 
us in the toils and duties of life’s pilgrimage, till we may 
exchange the church Militant for the church Triumphant; 
to the praise of the Glory of God in Christ. Amen.

tst. This church is called and known by the name of 
Mattapony (Baptist) church. 


and. Persons are admissible to membership in this 
church, who shall have given satisfactory evidence of repent- 
ance towards God, and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
have been baptized (that is immersed) in an orderly manner, 
in the name of the sacred three as directed by our Lord. And 
such persons are entitled to continued church fellowship, so 
long as they are considered not guilty of unchristian conduct 
and maintain no serious error to the troubling of the church 
and the injury of the cause of religion. 


3rd. The Government of the church shall be in the hands 
of the free male members. Other members may assist in 
the discipline as witnesses, and in preparing matters for de- 
cision, and giving any necessary information. And in the 
choice of a pastor, the free female members, as well as the 
male shall be entitled to vote. 


4th. In all questions or cases coming before the church, 
a majority of the members present shall be sufficient for a 
decision, except in the reception or admission of members 
in which case the church, if possible, should be unanimous; in 
cases of special importance a full church meeting is particu- 
larly desirable. 


5th. It shall be considered the duty of the church, and 
especially of the deacons, to use all proper means for the 
purpose of keeping up the regular and stated preaching of 
the Gospel, and other exercises of divine worship—to pro- 
cure, if practicable, a pastor to dwell among us; and in the 
want or absence of a pastor, to encourage the regular meet- 
ing together of the church for social worship, reading the 
scriptures, exhortation, &c. every Lord’s day, when they 
cannot attend some other place of worship to greater edifi- 
cation. 


6th. It shall be considered the duty of all the members 
of the church, possessed of this world’s goods, to contribute 
thereof, as God may have prospered them, toward the requi- 
site expenses of the church, whether for the support of the 
minister, the assistance of the needy, or any other necessary 
purpose; and on the Deacons it lies particularly to see this 
duty is not neglected. 
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RULES OF ORDER AND DECORUM 
Amended August 8th, 1846. 


Resolved 


Ist That stated meetings for church discipline and pub- 
lic worship be held on the second Lord’s day, and the Satur- 
day preceeding, at the Brick Church or else where,—Service 
to commence by 11 and 12 o'clock. 


2nd. That the Lord’s supper be administered at the 
monthly meetings in March, May, August and November, or 
in case of failure at either of those seasons, then at the next 
monthly meeting. 


3rd. That where a free male member shall notoriously 
neglect to attend the church meetings for business, he shall 
be deemed delinquent and be dealt with accordingly, unless 
sufficient reason be assigned for such omission. Any member 
living in habitual neglect of public worship of God shall like- 
wise be considered delinquent. 


4th. That the minister act as moderator on church 
meetings: or, in his absence, that a Moderator be chosen by 
the church and that due order and decorum be observed in 
all our proceedings. 


5th. That we discountenance extravagance and_ superi- 
ority in dress, and pomp and vain parade in life, and renounce 
those amusements and pursuits which appear inconsistant 
with the christian character. 


6th. That in cases of claim or debt where one member 
may have a complaint against another for non payment &c. 
the complainant shall state the matter or have it brought on 
before the church to be settled by the acting members, or by 
a committee appointed for that purpose. 


7th. The Church Covenant and Constitution, and 
those rules and regulations to be read in church meeting twice 
a year, say May and November, and oftener if circumstances © 
appear to require it.

January, 1834. The church having met, Bro. Redd, who 
was appointed to see Bro. Fisher and state to him the views 
of the church in relation to the charges now standing against 
him, reported that he had done so, and bro. Fisher still fail- 
ing to appear, bro. Todd is appointed to see him and know of 
him whether he wishes to remain as a member of our body 
or not. 


February, 1834. The church having met, and it being a 
matter of common rumour that sister Nancy Jeffries is given 
to intemperance: On motion Bros. Redd, Campbell and Pol- 
lard, any two to act, are appointed a committe to wait on 
sister Jeffries and investigate the matter aforesaid, and if 
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the charge aforesaid seems to them properly founded they 
are required to cite her to appear before the church and an- 
swer them of the charge aforesaid. 


The church again took up bro. Fisher’s case and he still 
failing to appear, the church willing to exercise all forbearance, 
bro. Todd is appointed to wait on him and know of him whether 
he wishes to remain in fellowship among us or intends to comply 
with the order the church requiring him to appear before them to 
satisfy them of the charges against him. 


Robert Pollard, one of the committee who were appointed 
tq have the pews in the church taken down and make such 
other arrangements for the comfort of the congregation as 
seem best to them, having departed this life, Col. Archibald 
R. Harwood is appointed in his place. 


April, 1834. The church having convened, Bros. Redd 
and Campbell, two of the committee who were appoint- 
ed to wait on sister Jeffries on the subject above stated, re- 
ported that they had performed that duty, and it appearing 
to them that the matter ought to be taken into consideration 
by the church, cited her to appear here today to answer of 
the charge aforesaid, and she failing to attend, the church 
thereupon proceeded to investigate the matter, and upon 
mature deliberation thereof unanimously agreed that she 
ought to excommunicated from their fellowship, which is 
accordingly done. 


Bro. Todd who has been appointed to see Bro. Fisher 
relative to the charges now standing against him and to 
know of him whether he wishes to remain as a member of 
our body or not, and also to know whether he would conform 
to the order of the church requiring him to appear before 
them on the several charges preferred against him; reported 
that he had not seen Bro. Fisher, but would seek the earliest 
opportunity of doing so; whereupon he is again appointed 
for the purpose aforesaid. 


August, 1834. The church having met, they proceeded 
to the appointment of delegates to our next association, 
whereupon bros. Redd, Eubank and Pollard were appointed. 

Ordered that the Treasurer forward by the delegates 
2.50 as a donation. 

On motion, bros. Campbell and Pollard are appointed to 
prepare a letter to our next association. 
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The following members proceeded to make contribu- 
tions for the support of the church, as follows, to wit:

Todd, being absent; on mo- 
tion Bro. John Redd was called to the chair. 
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On motion, Bros. Pollard and Eubank are appointed 
messengers to our next association. 

Ordered that our treasurer forward by them $3.00 as a 
donation to our association. 

On motion, Bros. Pollard and Eubank are appointed to 
write the next letter to our association. 

Ordered that the Treasurer pay to Bro. Campbell $6.00 
for cleaning out the church up to this time.

The committee appointed to examine the treasurer’s ac- 
count report a balance of $5.41 due from said Treasurer. 

Bro. Pollard the present treasurer resigned his appoint- 
ment aforesaid. 

On motion, Bro. Campbell is appointed Treasurer in the 
room of bro. Pollard, resigned. 
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Ordered that the former Treasurer pay to the present 
Treasurer the balance above stated as due from him. 

Bro. Campbell is appointed to clean out the church for 
the next current year. 

Bros. Jeffries and Haynes are appointed to superintend 
the Church lot for the next six months and keep off all dis- 
orderly persons. 


Septem., 1835. The church having met, the letter pre- 
pared to our next association by bros. Pollard and Eubank 
read, approved and ordered to be forwarded. 

On motion: sister Taylor who is about to remove to the 
west is dismissed from this church, and it is ordered that the 
clerk give her a letter of dismission recommending her to 
the communion of some sister church. 


Septem. Ist, 1836. The church having convened for 
business; on motion brethren John Pollard, Phil Eubank and 
Robert Garrett are appointed messengers to our next asso- 
ciation to be held at the Old Church in this county on the 
24th inst. 


Ordered that our Treasurer forward by our delegates 
$3.00 as a donation to our association. 

On motion, our pastor, the Rev’d William Todd is ap-° 
pointed to write the next letter to our association. 

On motion, our delegates are instructed should any 
proposition be brought before the association to divide the 
same to vote against it; and also use their endeavors and to 
vote for the time of the association holding its annual meet- 
ings to be on the Saturday before the second Lord’s day in 
October. 


On motion of sister Mary Ann Camm Gaines who has 
removed from the bounds of this church, and wishing to 
unite herself to some sister church a letter of dismission is 
granted her, and the clerk is ordered to give the same when 
called for. 


Resolved that it shall be the duty of the deacons of this 
church whenever any of its members present shall not com- 
mune on our regular communion days to make inquiry in 
the cause, and make report to the church. 

Resolved that the church will meet on the 2nd Sunday 
in November next (in the evening) for the purpose of taking 
into consideration the business of the church, at which time 
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an address will be delivered by the pastor, on the duty of 
church membership. 


September 22nd, The letter prepared by our pastor, the 
rev’d William Todd, to our next association adopted and or- 


dered to be forwarded. 


Septem. 29th, The church having met: On the motion 
of Bro. James Fisher who is about to remove to the west, a 
letter of dismission from this church is granted him, and it 
is ordered that the clerk do furnish him with the same. 

The church subscribed $33.75 toward constituting their 
pastor Life director*to,the A, Bit WL Society, 


November 15th, 1836. The church having met for busi- 
ness, Bro. Todd delivered an address to the church upon the 
duty of Church membership as reuqired by resolution of 
Sept. Tst 1836, as 

On motion, Brother Zachary Lewis and sisters Maria 
and Sarah J. Lewis (his wife and daughter), members of the 
fifth Baptist Church of Philadelphia, having presented a let- 
ter of dismission from said church and applied for member- 
ship in this; they are accordingly received as members of our 
body, and received the right hand of fellowship by our pas- 
tor on behalf of the church. 


March 26th, 1837. The church having received a letter 
from brother Robert C. Hemingway now of Louisville, Ken- 
tucky and a member of this church, requesting a letter of 
dismission from our body in order that he may unite himself 
to some other church of the same faith and order in the town 
where he resides, it is ordered that the Clerk forward to 
brother Hemingway a letter in due form, and which is ac- 
cordingly done. 


April 9th, 1837. Bro. Orrill, with his wife sister Orrill 
being about to remove to the west, on their motion a letter 
of dismission is granted them, and it is ordered that our clerk 
deliver to them a letter in due form. 


May 14th, 1837. The church having convened for busi- 
ness: They proceeded to examine the case of brother James 
Garrett, charged with intemperance, and he being duly noti- 
fied to atend and answer the charge aforesaid, and failing 
to appear, and the church being satisfied upon the examina- 
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tion of testimony that he has been guilty of the charge and 
is still addicted to that unfortunate vice is of opinion that 
he ought to be excommunicated from the church, which is 
accordingly done. 

It appearing to the church that Penelope, the servant 
of Dr. Duval having removed from this to the bounds of 
Bruington church, and she wishing to obtain a letter of dis- 
mission from this church to be allowed to join the church at 
Bruington, it is ordered that our Clerk give to the said Pene- 
lope a letter of dismission in due form. 


May. The church being convened for business, they 
proceeded to the appointment of a messenger to the General 
association, whereupon Elder William Todd was appointed, 
and ordered that the treasurer forward by him the sum of 
$10.00 as a donation. 


June 22nd, 1837. On motion Bros. Richard H. W. God- 
win and sister Sarah A. E. Godwin his wife, members of the 
Glebe Landing Church, Middlesex County, having presented 
a letter of dismission from said church when united to some 
other of the same faith and order applied for membership 
in this church, whereupon they are received as members of 
this church and the right hand of fellowship given them by 
the pastor on behalf of the church. 

Bro. Pollard presented a claim for debt against Henry 
Burch, a member of Lower King and Queen church, and the 
church being satisfied that the claim is properly founded and 
that proper means have been used to collect the same, and 
the said Burch having failed to satisfy the said demand, 
Brother John Redd is appointed to cite the said Burch to 
appear before this church on Thursday next to answer the 
claim aforesaid. 


June 29th. The above named Henry Burch appeared 
agreeably to notice, and for reasons appearing to the church 
the matter as above stated is deferred until Thursday next, 
and bros. Redd and Wm. Campbell are appointed a committee 
to' examine and adjust said claim between the parties. 


July 6th, 1837. The said Burch and Pollard appeared 
before the said Reed and Campbell the committee aforesaid, 
and upon examination thereof, the committee make the fol- 
lowing report: That the claim of the said Pollard of $25.00 
for rent was not denied by the said Burch, and is justly due 
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to him and ought to be paid, and the claim of the said Pollard 
against the said Burch of $10.00 for damages, &c. being com- 
promised between the parties is therefore dismissed from 
any further consideration by the committee. 

Sister Nancy Jeffries who has been excommunicated from 
this body, applied for admission into fellowship whereupon 
the church being satisfied as to her repentance and reforma- 
tion, it is resolved that-she be again received as member of 
our body in full fellowship. 


August 17th, 1837. The church having convened for 
business they proceeded to the appointment of messengers 
to our next associaion to be held at Matthews Church in Mat- 
thews County, on the Saturday before 2nd Lord’s day in 
October next. Whereupon our pastor, the rev'd Wm. Todd, 
and brethren John Pollard and Walker D. Hart are appointed 
to represent us in that body. 

Brother Campbell is appointed to write the next letter to 
our association. 

Ordered that the Treasurer forward by our delegates 
$3.00 as a donation to our next association. 

Brother Eubank, one of our deacons reported that he 
had received for the benefit of the church by subscription and 
otherwise $51.00, which is disposed of as follows: 


$25.00 paid to our pastor 
$10.00 to General Association 
$16.00 to our Treasurer 


$51.00. 


Brother Campbell is allowed $6.00 for cleaning out the 
church up to August Ist 1837. 

Resolved that $5.00 of our funds be appropriated to the 
use of the Sunday school at this place, and that the Treasu- 
rer pay the same if he have so much in hand after defraying 
the expenses of the church. 

Whereas certain reports are in circulation relative to 
Elder William Todd, the pastor of our church, which we con- 
‘ceive to be injurious to his reputation as a man, and more 
paricularly as a minister of Gospel to wit: that it is his opin- 
ion, and that that opinion has been publicly expressed, that 
there ought to be two communion tables, one for the rich 
and the other for the poor, and that there existing in society 
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too great equality between the poor and the rich W&c., and 
having investigated the subject are of opinion that the said re- 
ports are groundless, and without the least foundation, that 
they originated in malicious feelings and ought to be treated 
with deserved contempt. Resolved, therefore, that we still 
have the highest confidence in him as a man of God; that he 
has been the faithful servant of the church from its origin 
and that his general deportment has been such as to com- 
mand the respect and esteem of the church and all virtuous 
and moral persons. 

The above resolution adopted unanimously except as to 
the word malicious, and that only with but one dissenting 
voice. 

On the motion of bro. Pollard, and it appearing to the 
church that his claim against Henry Burch is still due and 
unpaid, he is permitted institute suit for the recovery thereof. 


September 10th. On the application of sister Mildred 
Brumley, who is about to remove to the south a letter of 
dismission is granted her, and it is ordered that the clerk 
make out one in due form. 


September 28th. The church having met: The letter 
prepared by brother Campbell was read and adopted, and or- 
dered to be forwarded. 


November 12th. The church being convened: On the 
motion of Sister Martha Didlake a member of Bruington 
church, she having presented a letter of dismission from the 
said church, is received as a member of this church, and the 
right hand of fellowship extended her by the rev’d William 
Todd on behalf of the church. 


January 13th, 1838. The church having convened for 
business, and it appearing to them that sundry charges and 
difficulties exist among some of the members and that the 
same ought to be examined into and adjusted; it is therefore 
resolved that committees be appointed for that purpose who 
shall report at our next meeting, and thereupon bros. Pollard 
and Eubank were appointed to examine into and settle the 
difficulty between Bro. Zachary Lewis and bro. C. C. Atkins 
and adjust the same. Bro. Lewis Jeffries and Bro. Brooking 
Taylor were appointed to cite bro. Ro. Oglesby to appear 
before the church at our next monthly meeting and answer 
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them of the charge of intemperance; Bro. Todd was appoint- 
ed to see bro. Thomas Pynes and converse with him relative 
to the cause of the separation between himself and his wife; 
and bro. Redd was appointed to investigate some irregulari- 
ties and difficulties which exist among the black male mem- 


bers. 


February 10th, 1838. The church having convened for 
business: Our pastor the rev’d William Todd being absent 
from indisposition, Bro. Redd was called to the chair to pre- 
side as moderator, and thereupon the church proceeded to 
business. Bro. Lewis Jeffries, one of the committee appoint- 
ed to cite Bro. Oglesby to appear before the church and sat- 
isfy them of the charge of intemperance reported that he 
had discharged that duty, and the said Oglesby failing to 
appear, and the church being satisfied that he is guilty of the 
sin of intemperance, and no longer worthy of their confi- 
dence as a christian, it is unanimously resolved that he be 
excommunicated from our fellowship, which is accordingly 
done. 


The committee appointed to settle the difference existing 
between bros. Lewis and Atkins reported that they, by ap- 
pointment, had brought the parties together, but had been 
unable to settle the difficulty; brother Atkins refusing to be 
governed by the decision of the committee. The committee 
thereupon cited the parties to attend his day before the church 
in order that the matter might be judged of by the church in 
meeting assembled. Bro. Lewis appeared and urged an in- 
vestigation which was objected to in consequence of the 
absence of brother Atkins, but the objection being overruled 
brother Lewis was permitted to proceed in his defence, 
whereupon it is resolved that the course pursued by bro- 
ther Atkins had been unjustifiable and hasty, and it is further 
resolved that he stop all further legal proceedings against 
brother Lewis, and if he refuse to do so, brother Lewis is at 
liberty to proceed against him legally for the amount of his 
medical account, and thereupon brethren Lewis Jeffries and 
John R. Haynes are appointed to inform bro. Atkins of this 
resolution and adjust all the matters of difference relating 
thereto in an amicable and christian like manner on Monday 
next; and should they not agree, to call in an umpire, who is 
also to be a member of this church. 
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March 10th, 1838. The church having convened for bus- 
iness, our pastor, the rev’d William Todd being absent, bro. 
John Redd was called to the chair. The committee appointed 
at our last meeting to adjust all matters of difference between 
bros. Lewis and Atkins reported that they had made the at- 
tempt to do so, but had been unsuccessful. Whereupon the 
church first proceeded to consider the matter of difference 
relative to rent, &c., and both parties being fully heard, a 
committee consisting of bros. Godwin, Hart and Cooke were 
apponited to adjust and settle all matters relative thereto 
and report forthwith, and thereupon made the following re- 
port, which was adopted. We, the committee, are of opinion 
that bro. Lewis ought not to pay for hauling the rails as 
charged by brother Atkins, as it appears evidently that the 
place was not in the same condition when received that it was 
when rented to bro. Lewis, and we further concur in opinion 
that brother Lewis shall only receive pay for two visits, one 
prescription and blister plaster, and an adjustment of ac- 
counts we find to be in favor of brother Lewis the sum of 
three dollars and 63/100, and brother Lewis shall pay the 
sum of Sixty dollars rent, after deduction the above sum, 
which will leave due to brother Atkins the sum of Fifty-six 
dollars and 37/100.

The subject relative to certain reports being put into 
circulation by brother Atkins concerning brother Lewis be- 
ing also under consideration; and both parties being heard, 
the church is of opinion that brother Atkins did report, that 
brother Lewis in relation to a certain matter of rent, due 
from him to Atkins, did say that he, Lewis, did intend 
to give him, Atkins, leg bail, from which he, Atkins 
inferred that he, Lewis, intended to run off and leave that 
debt unpaid, whereupon the church do consider that brother 
Atkins, from the circumstances of the case, was unjustifiable 
in making and putting to circulation such a charge against 
bro. Lewis. 


It appearing from a further investigation of matters be- 
tween the parties that he, brother Atkins, reported that he, 
Lewis, did upon a certain occasion while Mrs. Atkins, the 
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wife of brother Atkins, was confined in childbed, use in a 
private way his influence with an old midwife, a free woman 
of colour, who was at that time attending Mrs. Atkins, to 
induce her to have him called in to officiate: Resolved that 
we think brother Lewis as a Physician and man of honour 
incapable of compromising a case of difficulty in his profes- 
sion with such an one. 
Adjourned by prayer. 


March llth. The church contributed the sum of $29.60 
to the Western Education Society. 


May 30th, 1838. The church having convened for busi- 
ness and our pastor, the rev’d William Todd, being absent, 
brother Zachary Lewis was called to the chair, and thereupon 
the church proceeded to business. 

On motion Bro. Phillip Eubank is appointed a delegate 
to represent this church in the General association of Vir- 
ginia, to be held in Richmond on the Ist Saturday in June 
next, and it is ordered that the Treasurer Lon oe by him 
the sum of ten dollars. 

The church having heard that some unpleasant feelings 
exist between bro. Robert Garrett and bro. Martin Turner, 
on motion bro Edward Hart and bro. John R. Haynes are 
appointed to investigate the cause and report to our next 
monthly meeting, 

On motion, Bro. Eubank is called to the chair: The case 
of Bros. Lewis and Atkins not being as yet finally disposed 
of was brought before the church, and bro. Atkins being ab- 
sent the same is continued until our next'monthly meeting. 


June 5th. Paid by the Mattapony Church to the Baptist 
Bible Society the sum of $42.00. 


June 8th, 1838. The church having convened for busi- 
ness—the case of bro. Thomas Pynes being under considera- 
tion; bro. Todd who was appointed to converse with him 
relative to his living separate from his wife, reported to the 
church that he had investigated the case and from the state- 
ment made by him, and it appearing to the church that no 
good cause existed for a separation from his wife, it is the 
opinion of the. church that he ought not to hold christian 
communion among them, and is thereupon excommunicated 
from their body. 
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The committee who were appointed to reconcile a dif- 
ference between bros. Ro. Garrett and Martin Turner not 
reporting, but the parties being present, and matter under 
consideration, an explanation was made which was satis- 
factory and the case dismissed. - 


The case of Atkins and Lewis being brought before the 
church, the following brethren being present, to wit: The 
rev'd Wm. Todd, pastor, Philip Eubank, Henry Didlake, Mar- 
tin Turner, Robert Garrett, Walker D. Hart, William Camp- 
bell, John Redd, John Pollard, Edward Hart and R. H. W. 
Godwin, brother Lewis being heard and a communication in 
writing being received from Atkins and read before the 
church, and the matter duly considered, it is the opinion of 
the church that the charges heretofore stated in a former 
church decision, as made by Atkins against Lewis, are un- 
true, and therefore he, the said Atkins ought to be excom- 
municated from this church, which is accordingly done, unan- 
imously. 


September, 1838. The church being convened for busi- 
ness, our pastor, the revd Wm. Todd, being absent; elder 
John Bird, a member of the Exol church being present was 
called to the chair; and thereupon they proceeded to the ap- 
pointment of messengers to our next association to be held 
at Beulah meeting house, King William County, on the Sat- 
urday before the 2nd Lord’s day in October next, whereupon 
brethren Redd, Eubank and Pollard are appointed to repre- 
sent us in that body. 

Brethren Campbell and Walker D. Hart are appointed 
to prepare a letter to our next association. 

Ordered that the Treasurer forward by the delegates 
to our next association the sum of Five dollars as a donation. 


On the motion of brother Brooking Taylor, who is desir- 
ous of uniting himself to the Exol church, a letter of dis- 
mission is granted him, and it is ordered that the clerk fur- 
nish him one in due form. 

On motion, a letter of dismission is granted to Mrs. 
Virginia Ann Watkins, who has removed from this county 
to Middlesex to live, and it is ordered that the clerk furnish 
her with a letter in due form. 


Decem. 9th. The church having convened for business, 
and it appearing to their satisfaction that much disorder ex- 
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ists among several of its members; on motion, brethren Phil — 


Eubank and John C. Walton are appointed a committee to 
wait on Bro. Geo. W. Broocke and sister Catharine Broocke, 
his wife, and cite them to appear before the church on Tues- 
day the 25th inst., and answer the church of certain charges 
alledged against them; and Brethren Warner Hall and Zacha- 
ry Lewis are appointed a committee to wait on sister Nancy 
Jeffries and cite her to appear here on the 25th inst. and 
answer the church of the charge of intemperance. 


The church having heard with much concern that the 
general conduct of brother Sam’l Guey is such as is not 
becoming the christian character; therefore brethren Wil- 
liam Campbell and John Pollard are appointed a committee 
to wait on brother Guey, and admonish him in christianlike 
manner of the impropriety of such a course. 


Bro. William Campbell is allowed the sum of $6.00 for 
cleaning out the church from August 1837 to August 1838. 

Brethren Lewis and Eubank are appointed a committee 
to settle the Treasurer’s acct. and report, whereupon they 
reported they settled his account for the years 1835, 36, 37 
and 38, showing a balance of $3.50 due the Treasurer. 


Decem 10th. The church being in full meeting: Bro. 
John H. Snead, formerly a member of Modest Town Baptist 
church, presented a letter from that church recommending 
him as a member in full fellowship, apphed for membership 
in this church, whereupon he is received as member of this 
church and the right hand of fellowship given him by Elder 
Wm. Todd on behalf of the church. 


Decem. 25th, 1838. The church convened for business. 
Meeting opened by prayer. Elder Wm. Todd, the pastor, 
being absent and Elder John Bird being present was called 
to the chair. The case of bro. George W. Broocke and wife 
being called up; he, the said Brock, appeared, and the church 
being satisfied with the acknowledgments made by him, he 
is therefore restored to full fellowship. 


Sister Broocke being unable from her situation to appear 
before the church, and having expressed her sorrow for the 
commission of the charge preferred against her, and the 
church being satisfied of her repentance, is therefore restored 
to their fellowship. 


The case of sister Jeffries being before the church, and 
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she not appearing although duly notified, and they being 
satisfied that she is guilty of the charge alledged against 
her, is therefore excommunicated from the fellowship of the 
church. 

The committee appointed to wait on bro. Guey reported 
—report received as satisfactory and committee discharged. 


Bro. Zachary Lewis a member of this church having 
stated that he unfortunately had been brought into a diffi- 
culty with bro. Lewis B. Montague on the day of Decem- 
ber, 1838, at King and Queen C.’ Ho., which resulted in 
his having struck bro. Montague. While the church would 
not undertake to say how far bro. Lewis was justifiable as 
a man to repel the insult offeredj him, yet they cannot upon 
christian principles justify him in the course pursued, and 
would admonish him to be more prudent and forbearing in 
future. And they will also state that they believe the charge 
of scoundrel as made by bro. Montague against bro. Lewis 
is unfounded. | 

On motion, Bro. Walker Street is appointed to bring 
about a reconciliation between bros. Lewis and Montague. 


Adjourned. 


February 9th, 1839. The church convened for business. 
Meeting opened by prayer: Elder Wm. Todd, the pastor, 
being absent, bro. John Redd was called to the chair. The 
church having heard with much concern that brother George 
W. Broocke had again fallen into the sin of drunkenness, 
thereupon brother Lewis is appointed to summon him to 
appear at our next monthly meeting and answer the church 
of the complaint aforesaid. 


On motion, brother Pendleton Cooke is appointed Treas- 
urer of this church, in room of Bro. Campbell resigned. 


Resolved that we will take up a collection at our monthly 
meetings among the congregation to raise a fund for the 
use and support of the church, and thereupon bros. Lewis, 
Campbell, Turner and Walton are appointed collectors. No- 
tice to be given tomorrow from the pulpit. 


Bro. John Bagby, a member of Bruington church, hav- 
ing stated that Bro. Robert Garrett a member of this church 
had urged grounds of complaint against him, and he being 
anxious that the matter be investigated, on his motion a com- 
mittee consisting of brothers Lewis, Eubank and Pollard are 
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appointed to meet such committee as may be appointed by 
Bruington church to investigate the matter. 

Bro. John Bagby, a member of Bruington church, hav- 
ing lodged complaint against brother Ro. Garrett for non- 
payment of debt, a committee consisting of Bros. Lewis, 
Eubank and Pollard are appointed to settle the claim, or 
claims aforesaid. 

Adjourned. 


Mar. 9th, 1839. The church having convened for busi- 
ness, and Elder Wm. Todd, our pastor, being absent, on mo- 
tion brother Zachary Lewis was called to the chair and meet- 
ing opened by prayer. 

On motion, Bros. John Cooke and Walker D. Hart are 
appointed a committee to settle the accounts of William 
Campbell, former Treasurer of this church, which was ac- 
cordingly done and report received showing a balance of 
$18.37, which is this day paid to bro. Pendleton Cooke, the 
present treasurer. 

Bro. George W. Broocke who was cited to appear be- 
fore the church and answer the charge of intemperance, ap- 
peared and acknowledged that he had fallen into the sin of 
drunkenness as alledged against him, and having expressed 
his sorrow therefor, and the church having required of him 
in future to abstain from the use of ardent spirits and he 
having promised that with the help of God he would refrain 
from the use of all intoxicating lquors, is thereupon restored 
to the full fellowship of the church. ) 


Bro. John R. Haynes having brought before the church 
a claim against brother Robert Garrett due by account, and 
bro. Garrett being present a committee consisting of brother 
Zachary Lewis and William Campbell are appointed to in- 
vestigate said claim and report forthwith, and thereupon 
made the following report: “That the claims are just and 
ought to be paid by said Garrett’, which was received by the 
church as satisfactory and committee discharged. 


The committee appointed at our last meeting to investi- 
gate the claims due from Bro. Ro. Garrett to brother John 
Bagby by account, &c., having made their report, and bros. 
Garrett and Bagby being present, and brother Garrett hav- 
ing acknowledged the amount to be correct with the excep- 
tion of one dollar, which bro. Bagby agrees to deduct, is is 
considered by the church that Bro. Garrett pay to brother 
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Bagby the sum of $26.09, the amount due on the store ac- 
count, with interest from the first day of january 1839 till 
paid. And that the said Garrett forthwith return to the said 
Bagby 4434 bu. corn, being the balance of corn borrowed of 
him, or pay to the said Bagby the sum of $35.80, the value 
thereof, with interest thereon from the ioth day of January 
1838. 

The committee appointed by this church and the com- 
mittee appointed by Bruington church to investigate the 
causes of difference existing between brother Robert Garrett 
and brother John Bagby, this day met and made the follow- 
ing report: | 


Mattapony Church, March oth 1839. The committe ap- 
pointed by the above named church, and a committe appoint- 
ed by the church of Bruington to investigate charges brought 
by brother Robert Garrett against brother John Bagby met 
on this day, and after hearing the parties report that the 
charge made by bro. Garrett against bro. Bagby for defeat- 
ing the sale of said Garrett’s land, and thereby injuring him 
in a pecuniary point of view seems to us to be unfounded, and 
so far from bro. Bagbys injuring brother Garrett we consider 
he acted liberally towards him, in as much as the land had 
actually been sold and a deed made to Travis Bagby for 
$4080.00, and through the influence of brother John Bagby 
said deed was cancelled upon his paying the debt due to 
said Travis Bagby of about $1200.00, and thereafter said Gar- 
rett sold said land for $5000.00. And in relation to the charge 
of said Garrett against said Bagby of usury, we have no evi- 
dence of the correctness of said charge. We further report 
that the spirit manifested by these brethren is not such as 
it ought to be, and recommend that brother Garrett retract 
the charges heretofore made and publickly announced against 
brother Bagby, and that brother Bagby accept such retract; 
and we further report that each of the brethren made charges 
against each other in our presence which we think should 
be withdrawn or sustained.

April 14th, 1839. The church having convened for busi- 
ness. On motion: Sister Emeline C. Cooke, a member of 
Bruington church, King and Queen county, having presented 
a letter of dismission from that church when united to an- 
other of the same faith and order, and having applied for 
membership in this church, is unanimously received, and 
thereupon the right hand of fellowship given her by the pas- 
tor on behalf of the church. 

On the motion of bro. Richard H. W. Godwin and sister 
Sarah A. E. Godwin, his wife, and they having removed from 
the bounds of this church to the county of Middlesex, a let- 
ter of dismission is granted them in due form. 

Considering it desirable to have preaching connectively 
with our church at least two Sundays in the month: Re- 
solved that a committee consisting of bros. Pollard and Lewis 
be appointed to invite Bro. John Bird to occupy our pulpit 
one Sunday in the month, to be arranged to suit his conve- 
nience. And bro. Bird being present was thereupon invited 
agreeably to the request of the church, and the call accepted 
by him. 

The case of brother Garrett was called, and for reasons 
appearing to the church continued until Saturday next, and 
bro.

“I am realy sorry for the charges made by me against John 
Bagby as stated in the committee’s report, and do hereby 
retract the same believing that I was mistaken.” 


May 11th. The church having convened for business; 
on motion, Bro. Eubank is appointed to represent this church 
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in the next General association to be held in Richmond on 
the 1st day of June next. 

The church approves the appropriation to bro. Ira M. 
Allen, agent for the American Bible Tract Society to con- 
stitute bro. Todd a life member of said society. 

On motion the Treasurer is directed to forward by bro. 
Eubank the sum of Ten dollars as a donation to the General 
association. 

The church considers that the retraxit made by brother 
Garrett of charges made by him against brother Bagby is 
such as bro. Bagby ought to receive, and therefore the said 
Garrett is restored to our communion and fellowship. 


After having fully investigated the case of brothers Gar- 
rett and Bagby, the church is of opinion that there was not 
the least grounds for the charges made by bro. Garrett 
against bro. Bagby. On motion, ordered that brother Gar- 
rett appear here at our next monthly meeting and show cause 
why he has not settled the claims due Bro. John R. Haynes 
and John Bagby as required by report of the committees, 
and bro. Lewis Jeffries is appointed to notify him of this 
order. 


May 26th. Bros. Lewis Jeffries and Walker D. Hart are 
also appointed to represent this church in the General asso- 
ciation to be held in Richmond in June next, the church hav- 
ing subscribed sufficiently to entitle them to seats. 


June 9th. The case of brother Garrett being brought 
before the church, and he failing to appear although duly 
summoned, is excommunicated from our fellowship for the 
following reasons: Ist. because he has failed to comply 
with the promises he made to settle claims due from him to 
bro. John Bagby, and to settle the matters of difference be- 
tween him and brother Haynes. 2nly. because having re- 
tracted the charges made by him against bro. John Bagby, 
afterwards did in the presence of brother Z. Lewis renew 
these charges and because lastly he has thought proper to 
treat with contempt the request of the church to him, to ap- 
pear before the church and to show cause why he has failed 
to comply with his promises. 


July 27th, 1839. The church having convened, Bro. Z. 
Lewis informed the church that he had been publicly adver- 
tised by Doctor Beverley Smith as a liar, and the church 
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being of opinion that the charge should be investigated in as 
much as they cannot hold in fellowship a member deserving 
such a name; on motion a committee consisting of bros. 
Phil Eubank, Wm. B. Todd and Lewis Jeffries are appointed 
to wait on Doctor Smith and know on what his charge has 


been founded. 


August 10th, 1839. The church having convened and 
proceedings opened by prayer: The committee being present 
who were appointed investigate the charge preferred by 
Doctor Smith against Bro. Lewis made their report, which 
was adopted and ordered to be recorded, and is as follows, 
towit: 

We the Committee appointed by the Mattapony Church 
to examine into the charges made by Doctor Beverley Smith 
against our member Doctor Z. Lewis have performed this 
duty and do now report. In order to arrive at the truth, and to 
enable us to form proper conclusions it became necessary as 
we discovered in the course of the investigation to trace the 
difficulties between these two individuals up to their very 
commencement. This we have done, and from an impartial 
and as far as practicable thorough examination are forced to 
the opinion that our member’s conduct is to be regarded as 
defensive and in the way of retaliation in as much as Doctor 
Smith did use language in reference to him prior to his, 
Smith’s, location amongst us, and before brother Lewis had 
heard of his intention to settle here, which was calculated 
to irritate. It would be very tedious to enumerate all the 
circumstances connected with this disagreeable affair; we 
therefore have declined entering into them unless required by 
the church to do so and shall now notice more particularly 
the charge of lying which Dr. Smith prefers against brother 
Lewis, 1f our memory serves us aright. 


Doctor Smith gave us two resaons for his charge. The 
Ist is that our member still denies having interfered with 
his patient, Miss Mayo—and \the 2nd is that our member has 
pronounced him unworthy the notice of a Gentleman. In 
relation to the first reason we must say we believe Doctor 
Smith mistaken, since Mrs. Braxton a baptist and sister of 
Miss Mayo sustains brother Lewis assertion! that he did not 
interfere, she further states that both she and her sister en- 
deavored to disabuse Doctor Smith’s mind of the impression 
he had received, assuring him they believed our member was 
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ignorant of the fact that she (Miss Mayo) was his (Doctor 
Smith’s) patient: as to his second reason, we think the Doc- 
tor is in an error as to his idea of what constitutes a lar, 
he would probably find by consulting moral writers on the 
subject that he and they are at issue. Your committee there- 
fore, after a fair and candid investigation, unhesitatingly ac- 
quit our member of the heinous crime which has been publicly 
charged against him, and highly gratified should we be if 
we could acquit him of all impropriety in this matter. But 
we are constrained by a sense of duty to say that his de- 
portment has been very objectionable in sending by Mr. 
Broach the offensive message that he would smack Doctor 
Smith’s jaws if he were not so contemptable; we conceive 
he lost sight of the principles contained in that book which 
christians profess to make the rule of their conduct. Nothing 
could have justified the message in the humble opinion of 
your committee, for our directory teaches us when smitten 
on one cheek to turn the other also. It teaches us when re- 
viled to revile not again. It notifies us that to the Most High 
God alone belongs vengance. He says it is mine I will repay. 
In view of all this and indeed of the whole tenor of the scrip- 
tures which discountenances in language too plain to be mis- 
understood a conformity on the part of the christian to the 
vain and chivalrous notions which govern the irreligious 
portion of the community. Your committee are decided and 
unanimous in the opinion that our brother has acted rashly, 
particularly in sending such a message by Mr. Broach, and 
recommend to him in future more moderation in the various 
and difficult transactions with his fellow men; and to endea- 
vor to render a fuller obedience to the divine precepts, all 
which under a deeper sence of our own imperfections, is 
respectfully submitted by -

ness and asked the forbearance and forgiveness of the Church,

dation, and that they consider him a man of integrity and 
truth and their confidence in him is still undiminished. 

It appearing to the satisfaction of the church that bro. 
George Broocke has again fallen into the sin of drunken- 
ness, he is therefore excommunicated from their fellowship 
and communion. , 

Bros. Campbell and Eubank are appointed to settle the 
Treasurer’s account and report—whereupon they report the 
sum of $27.30 due from him to the church. 

On motion it is ordered that the Treasurer pay the sum 
of $25.00 to our pastor. 

On the motion of sister Harriet Broocke, a member of 
this church, who has removed to the bounds of the Pocorane 
church, a letter of dismission is granted in due form to 
join that church.

The church having convened, and 
meeting opened by prayer: On motion, bros. Wm. B. Todd, 
John Pollard and Phil Eubank are appointed to represent 
this church in our next association, and in case of the failure 
of either of them to attend, brother Walker D. Hart is ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy. 

On motion, Bro. Wm. B. Todd is appointed to prepare 
the church letter to the next association. 

The Treasurer is directed to pay to bro. Campbell six 
dollars for cleaning out the church for the year ending Au- 
gust 18309. 

Bros. Campbell and Haynes are appointed to procure 
glass and putty and have the windows to the church repaired. 

On motion, our pastor, Elder Wm. Todd, and brethren 
Wim. B. Todd and John Pollard are appointed a committee to 
wait on bro. Edward Hart, and know why he has absented 
himself from our regular communion. 

The Treasurer is directed to forward by our messengers 
to the association the sum of Three dollars as a donation. 

The Treasurer is directed to pay the sum of Twenty- 
five dollars to Bro. John Bird for ministerial services ren- 
dered this church. 

Brethren Benj. P. Cooke and John Pollard are appointed 
to make collections for this church.

September 7th, 1839. The communication of Doctor B. 
Smith to the committee who were appointed by this church 
to investigate the charges preferred by him against our mem- 
ber Doctor Z. Lewis requesting them to furnish him with 
our proceedings had in the course of the investigation, being 
laid before the church and duly considered, It is resolved that 
we will take no further action upon the subject. 

Adjourned. 


Sept. 26th, 1839. The letter prepared by bro. Wm. B. Todd 
from this church to our next association was read, adopted 
and ordered to be forwarded. 


Novem. 8th. Robert Garrett, formerly a member of 
this church applied for readmission into our fellowship, and it 
appearing to the church important that Bro. John Bagby 
and Bro. John R. Haynes should be present, the case is con- 
tinued until Wednesday next, and bro. John Redd is appoint- 
ed to request their attendance on that day. 


Novem. 13th. The church met according to appoint- 
ment, Prayer by brother Eubank. The church then proceed- 
ed to business. Brother Eubank presented an account:-against 
the church for bricks furnished, amounting to $2.50, which 
was ordered to be paid by the Treasurer. 


The committee appointed to investigate the conduct of 
bro.

On motion: Bros. Pollard and Courtney are appointed 
a committee to investigate the title to the church lot. 

Adjourned by prayer.

Richard T. A. Gresham.and John H. Snead, and sister Lucy 
Gresham, they having removed from the bounds of this 
church, and it is ordered that the Clerk furnish said letters 
in due form.

Bros. Robert Courtney and William B. Todd are appoint- 
ed a committee to wait on Mr. James M. Jeffries and know 
of him whether or not he will either for or without consid- 
eration convey to such persons as may be fixed upon his in- 
terest if any he has in the ground and house on which the 
Brick Church is now situated. | 

On motion, the following rules of order were adopted 
and ordered to be added to our rules of Order and Decorum: 

Ist. Any member wishing to speak shall rise from his 
seat and respectfully address the Moderator, and he shall 
confine himself closely to the subject under discussion. 

2nd. No person shall speak more than once on the same 
subject—until all the members present who may indicate 
a wish to speak shall have spoken, nor shall any member 
speak more than twice without leave of the church. 

Adjourned. 


July lith, 1840. The church having convened for busi- 
ness and our Pastor being absent, brother Robert Courtney 
was called to the chair and meeting opened by prayer. 

Bro. Eubank reported that Betsy, the property of James 
M. Jackson, had been guilty of theft, in taking several pieces 
of pork from Mr. Thomas E. Carlton, the gentleman with 
whom she lives, which has been clearly proven beyond doubt, 
thereupon bro. Eubank is appointed to notify her to attend 
before the church tomorrow morning and answer the charge 
aforesaid. 

Bro. Eubank having also reported that Irena, belonging 
to James M. Jackson, and Abram, belonging to the estate of 
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Col. A. R. Harwood are hostile to each other and it appearing 
to the church that the matter ought to be inquired into Bro. 
John Cooke and Turner are appointed a committee to inves- 
tigate the matter and report to the church tomorrow. 


The church having understood that Sister Maria Cle- 
verius a member of this church is in the habit of communing 
with the sect who call themselves Reformers, contrary to the 
rules of this church. On motion Brother William B. Todd 
is appointed to inform her that it the established rule among 
the Baptist denomination not to allow their members to 
commune with others who are of a different faith and order, 
and also to inform her that 1f she is not disposed to conform 
to the established custom among the Baptist that the rules 
of this church will then be inforced, and report to our next 
meeting. 


July 12th, 1840. The church having convened for busi- 
ness: Betsy, the property of James M. Jackson, who had 
been charged with theft appeared and confessed her guilt, 
but expressed much penetence and hoped the church would 
pardon her and the church being of opinion that her conduct 
had been such as could not in the least be justified, she is 
therefore excommunicated. 

Bros. Cooke and Turner reported that they had waited 
on Irena and Abram, as required by the order of yesterday, 
and after bringing the parties together and investigating the 
whole matter, they became satisfied with each other, and 
fully reconciled, which report was received as satisfactory 
by the church and the committee discharged. 


Aug. 8th, 1840. The church having convened for busi- 
ness, meeting was opened with prayer: Whereupon the 
church proceeded to the appointment of delegates to our next 
association, to be held with Bruington Church, and there- 
upon Elder William Todd, and brethren Robert Courtney 
and John Redd were appointed, and in case of the failure of 
either of them to attend Bro. John Pollard is appointed to 
supply the vacancy. 

It is ordered that Three dollars be forwarded by the del- 
egates as a donation to our next association. 

On motion Bro. Richard H. Bagby is appointed to write 
the church letter to the next association. 

The Treasurer is directed to pay to bro. Campbell six

Aug. 8th, 1840. The Treasurer is directed when funds 
sufficient shall come to his hands to pay to Elder William 
Todd, the Pastor, the sum of $30., and to Elder John Bird, 
who has preached for us during the year the sum of Twenty- 
five dollars. 


Octo. The church having convened, The letter prepared 
by Bro. Richard H. Bagby from this church to our next asso- 
ciation was read, adopted and ordered to be forwarded. 


Novem. 7th. On motion sister Catharine Pollard for- 
merly a member of Nuchols’ church, Goochland County, is 
admitted a member of this church by unanimous consent. 


C. C. Atkins having notified the church of his wish to be 
again received into this church, Bro. Eubank is appointed 
to inform him that the church will hear his application at 
our next meeting. | 


Feb’y 12th, 1841. The church having convened for busi- 
ness and meeting opened with prayer, and the impropriety 
of servants attending stores and other places on the Sabbath 
for purposes of traffick being under consideration, Resolved 
unanimously that we as a church will permit our servants 
to go to stores on some day of the week other than Sunday 
for the purpose of buying such articles as they may need, 
and that we inform our servants accordingly. 


It appearing to the satisfaction of the church that John, 
the property of Brother Lewis Jeffries, has been guilty of 
acts of misdemeanor which render him unworthy of the 
countenance and confidence of the church; it is therefore re- 
solved that he be excommunicated from our body, which is 
unanimously done. 


April 25th. The church having convened for business, 
and meeting opened with prayer: The propriety of having 
preaching at this place at least twice in every month being 
under consideration, and our pastor from other engage- 
ments being unable to occupy more than one Sunday, it is 
unanimously resolved that Elder Thomas B. Evans be invited 
to preach for us the fourth Sunday in each month, and that 
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Bro. Robert Courtney be requested to notify brother Evans 
of the above by letter or otherwise. 


May, 1841. The church having convened and meeting 
opened with prayor, the Church proceeded to the appoint- 
ment of a delegate to represent this church in the General 
association, and other anniversaries to be holden in the town 
of Charlottesville in June next, and thereupon bro. John Pol- 
lard was appointed, and it is ordered that the Treasurer pay 
to brother Pollard whatever sum may be necessary to pay 
his expenses there and back. 

Brother Richard H. Bagby, a member of this church, 
having shewn some indication of talents and usefulness in 
the ministry, after due consideration and prayerful delibera- 
tion on the part of the church is permitted and licensed by 
the church to exercise his gifts in public. 


The church not having received a decisive. answer 
from Bro. Evans in relation to the call made by this church, 
it is unanimously resolved that bro. Evans be again invited, 
and that bro. Courtney again make known this request. 


June 12th. The church having convened for business 
and meeting opened by prayer: A communication being re- 
ceived from Bro. Eli Ball, Agent of the General association, 
and the contents thereof being under consideration, it is 
unanimously resolved that this church will contribute the 
amount required as her ratable proportion of the funds 
necessary for the purposes of said association, and it is or- 
dered that bro. Ball be notified accordingly. 


July 11th. The church having convened for business, 
meeting opened by prayer: The church being informed that 
sister Matilda Garrett has connected herself with the con- 
gregation known by the name of Reformers or Campbellites 
who worship at Smyrna meeting house contrary to the rules 
of this church; bro. John Redd is appointed to wait on sister 
Garrett and know of her why she has left our communion. 


George Lee, a coloured man, formerly a member of lower 
College Church, King Wm. is received as a member of his 
church, he having produced previously before this church a 
letter of dismission from said church, and thereupon the said 
George is recognized as a deacon in this church to keep up 
good order and discipline among the coloured members. 
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July 11th. On motion: A letter of dismission is granted 
to sister Anne E. Garrett, and it is ordered that the clerk fur- 
nish such in due form. 


August. On motion, a letter of dismission is granted to 
sisters Martha E. Crafton and Martha Crafton, and it 1s or- 
dered that the clerk furnish such letter in due form. 


Aug. 7th, 1841. The church having convened for busi- 
ness. Meeting opened by prayer: On motion bros. Richard 
H. Bagby and Phil Eubank appointed to settle Treasurer’s 
account and report and thereupon reported a balance of 
$13.81 due from the Treasurer and report rec'd. 

On motion, bro. Eubank is appointed to write the church 
letter to our next association. 

Bro. Redd who was appointed to wait on Mrs. Matilda 
Garrett and know why she had left our communion and con- 
nected herself with the sect, or denomination, known as Re- 
formers or Campbellites, reported that he had so waited on 
Mrs. Garrett and she without assigning any reason stated that 
she wished and intended to remain among the Reformers. She 
is thereupon excommunicated from this church for so con- 
necting herself to the said Reformers without the consent 
and contrary to the rules of this church. 

The Treasurer is directed to pay to Bro. Campbell six 
dollars for cleaning out the church for the year ending Au- 
gust 1841. 

The church proceeded to the appointment of delegates 
to our next association, and thereupon bros. Robert Court- 
ney, Eubank and Pollard were appointed; in case of their 
failure to attend; brethren R. H. Bagby and William B. Todd 
are appointed alternates. 

On motion, bro. Pollard is appointed to procure pipes 
for the stoves and to have the windows mended. 


The church proceeded to make appropriations for the 
Pastor and assistant, and thereupon appropriated the sum 
of $100.00 to Elder William Todd and $60 to Elder Thomas 
B. Evans, the assistant pastor, and the following brethren 
pledge themselves to see that the same is raised, to wit: Ro. 
Courtney, John Redd, John Pollard, Phil Eubank, Benjamin 
P. Cooke and Richard H. Bagby. 

The church having appropriated $160.00 to the payment 
of our pastor and assistant pastor, the deacons are requested 
to use their exertions to raise the said sum. 
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It is ordered that Three dollars be forwarded as a dona- 
tion to our next association. 


Septem. 11th. The church having convened, the letter 
prepared by brother Eubank on behalf of the church to our 
next association was read, adopted and ordered to be for- 
warded. 

The last association having requested the churches com- 
posing the association to express their opinion in relation 
to the basis of representation, and this church being of the 
opinion that the present is the best that can be adopted. 

Resolved that our delegates to the next association be 
instructed to vote against any amendment or alteration to the 
Constitution of our present association in relation to that 
subject. 

Brother Pollard this day presented to the church a Grant 
from the Governor of this Commonwealth, dated the 30th 
of July 1841 for 2% acres of land (being the lot on which 
the Brick Church now stands) and the appurtenances; which 
was accepted, and thereupon Brother Pollard was appointed 
to procure a deed conveying such title as may secure the 
right of the said 2% acres' of land to the Baptist denomina- 
tion and it is directed that all expense that may be incurred 
by him shall be paid by the church. 

Bros. Courtney, Haynes and William B. Todd are ap- 
pointed a committee to examine the church and report what 
repairs are necessary to be done, their character and prob- 
able cost. 


Jan’y 8th, 1842. The church having convened for busi- 
ness and meeting opened by prayer: The committee appointed 
to examine the repairs necessary to be done to the church, 
made their report, and after some amendments was adopted 
as follows:

On motion brethren Lewis Jeffries, John R. Haynes,

Evans having undertook to occupy our pulpit on the 4th 
Lord’s day in each month, Resolved unanimously that brother 
Richard H. Bagby be called to fill his place, and that the clerk 
furnish him with a copy of this resolution. 

Meeting adjourned ‘by prayer by brother Phil Eubank. 


Jan’y 9th, 1842. Application being made; Milly and Rose, 
late the property of Mrs. Sally Fauntleroy, and now the 
property of Mrs. Martha Harwood, formerly members of 
Bruington church, are admitted as members of this church, 
they having produced before the church a letter of dismission 
certifying that they are members in good standing. 

Fanny, the servant of brother Phil Eubank, who has been 
excommunicated from this church, made application to be 
restored, and it appearing to the satisfaction of the church 
that she has repented of the sin for which she was excom- 
municated and has reformed is thereupon restored. 


Feb’y 12th. The committee appointed to examine the 
condition of the roof of the church reported that they had 
examined the same and that they considered the same safe 
and that.it is worthy of repairs. Whereupon the deacons 
of the church, and brethren Doctor Lewis, Doctor Todd, 
Lewis Jeffries and John Pollard are appointed to open sub- 
scriptions and raise funds for the purpose aforesaid. 


Feb’y 27th. The church having convened and it appear-

The church having convened for the purpose 
and application being made by sister Elizabeth Bagby, the 
wife of Capt. Isham Bagby, for admission as a member 
in this church, the same is admitted she having produced 
a letter of dismission from Bruington Church certifying her 
good standing &c. and thereupon the right hand of fellow- 
ship was given her by the Pastor on behalf of the church. 

On the application of sister Marian Hundley and sister 
Jane Stiff, and brother Napoleon Street, a letter of dismission 
is granted them to join the Exol church, and it is ordered that 
the Clerk furnish the same in due form. 


May 8th. The church being convened proceeded to the 
appointment of delegates to represent this church in the next 
General association, and, other anniversaries to be holden in 
the City of Richmond, and thereupon brethren Robert Court- 
ney, William B. Todd and Benjamin P. Cooke were appointed. 


June 11th. The church having convened, on motion the 
Saturday before the second Lord’s day in next. month is set 
apart for the ordination of brother Richard H. Bagby to the 
ministry, and Elder William Todd, the pastor of this church, 
is requested to procure the necessary aid to the performance 
of the service aforesaid. 
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On motion, the church was requested to take into con- 
sideration the propriety of electing another deacon at our 
next monthly meeting. 


July 8th, 1842. The church being convened for business, 
and they having resolved to appoint another deacon pro- 
ceeded to the election by ballot, and thereupon brother Ben- 
jamin P. Cooke was duly elected.

The church proceeded to the appointment of delegates 
to represent this church in the next association, and there- 
upon Elder William Todd, Doctor William B. Todd and Wil- 
liam P. Courtney were duly elected, and should either of 
them fail to attend, brothers Z. Lewis and John Pollard were 
appointed alternates. 

On motion, brother Z. Lewis appointed to write the 
church letter to the next association. 

Ordered that Three dollars be forwarded as a donation 
to our next association. 

The committee appointed to settle the account of brother 
Cooke as late Treasurer reported a balance of $28.13 due from 
him, which is this day paid over to brother John N. Gresham 
the present treasurer. 

On the motion of sister Margaret Hart and brother 
Thomas H. Jeffries, letters of dismission are granted them 
and are to be considered as dismissed from this church when 
united to another of the same faith and order. 


Brethren William P. Courtney and Philip Eubank are 
appointed to cite brother Napoleon Street to appear at our 
next monthly’ meeting to answer the charges now preferred 
against him and report.

Miss Maria Cleverius, a member of this church, having 
united herself (as it appears to the satisfaction of the church) 
to the sect called Reformers or Campbellites contrary to the 
rules of this church, is therefore excommunicated from our 
fellowship. 

George W. Broocke who was excommunicated from this 
church on the 1oth of August 1839 for intemperance, on ap- 
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plication and the church being fully satisfied that he has re- 
pented of his sin and reformed his life, is restored to our 
fellowship and brotherly regard. 


Aug. 13th, 1842. Brother Richard H. Bagby having sig- 
nified his determination to decline preaching to the coloured 
people on the third Sunday in each month as heretofore; a 
committee consisting of brethren William B. Todd, Pollard, 
Eubank, BYP: Cooke, J. Cooke, Campbell, Wm. Wright, Jr., 
Lewis and W. P. Courtney are appointed to superintend their 
meetings, and give such instruction as they may think best 
calculated to promote their spiritual wellfare. 

Lucy, the property of brother B. P. Cooke, formerly a 
member of Ebanezer Church, Glouster county, and excom- 
municated from that church, but having removed to this 
neighborhood, and having resided here for several years past, 
and her master being examined touching her general deport- 
ment, and the church being satisfied that she has reformed her 
life, is now restored to this church. 


Sept. 7th, 1842. On the motion of brother John R. 
Wright, a letter of dismission is granted him and is to be 
considered as dismissed from this church when united to 
another of the same faith and order. 


Sept. 10th. On the motion of brother Thomas Crafton 
a letter of dismission is granted to him, and is to be con- 
sidered as dismissed from this church cata united to an- 
other of the same faith and order.

Sept. 10th, 1842. The church proceeded to make appro- 
priations for the support of the Gospel at this place, and 
thereupon appropriated

Todd and 
75.00 to the use of Elder Richard H. Bagby. 


Resolved that the deacons apply to each male member 
of the church for contributions for the support of the Gospel 
and other expenses of the church, and that they report all de- 
linquents. 

Brother Robert Courtney, the agent of this church for 
benevolent purposes resigned his appointment, which is re- 
ceived, and thereupon brother William P. Courtney is ap- 
pointed agent for the purpose aforesaid. 


Sept. 11th. Sister Hannah Gresham presented a letter 
of dismission from the Bruington church and applied for ad- 
mission in this church, and thereupon was unanimously re- 
ceived as a member of this church, and the right hand of 
fellowship given her by our pastor, Elder Wm. Todd, on be- 
half of the church. 

Application being made, a letter of dismission is granted 
to Canada, servant of Col. Wm. Garnett, of Norfolk, and is 
to be considered as dismissed from this church when united 
to another of the same faith and order. 


Sept. 11th, 1842. The case of Belinda and Louisa being 
before the church: The said Louisa appeared but Belinda 
failed to do so, and the case being fully investigated, and 
Louisa heard in her own defense and the church being unani- 
mously of the opinion that they are both guilty, the said 
Louisa and Belinda are excommunicated from the church.

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CHURCH COVENANT 


We, whose names are hereto subjoined (baptised upon 
profession of faith), being persuaded that it will conduce to 
the glory of God and our own spiritual prosperity ; and there- 
fore that it is both our duty and privilege to be formed into 
a Gospel Church, have. resolved in the face of God and in the 
name of Jesus Christ thus to unite ourselves together in one 
body under one head, jointly to live and to act as a church 
according to the spirit and precepts of the Gospel of Christ. 
We own and acknowledge the Holy scriptures as the only 
standard by which all practices in religion are to be tried. 
According to this standard, we maintain that Baptism only 
belongs to those who give satisfactory evidence of true faith 
in Jesus Christ; and is rightly performed only by immersion 
in water; that it is not the means by which we actually re- 
ceive pardon, justification and acceptance with God; but is 
declaration of our interest as believers in these great and 
saving blessings, and at the same time a pledge of our con- 
version to God; and that it is the proper manner of openly 
putting on Christ. That the Lord’s supper is intended for 
the social commemoration of the death of Christ and the 
saving benefits thence resulting; and appears properly to 
belong to baptised believers in church fellowship. More-

also that they had excommunicated Henry, belonging to 
James M. Jeffries on the charge of Theft. whereupon the 
same is confirmed and the said Maria and Henry are there- 
fore considered as excommunicated from the church.

that the 2nd bill named was by an endorsement made by said 
firm, paid the 8th day of March 1836, and that the third bill, 
amounting to $171.37, suit was brought, to which the said 
Lewis, by the advice of his counsel, plead the statute of lim- 
itation and thereby defeated a recovery of said debt by law. 
Now, while we believe that Bro. Lewis was conscientious 
in the course he was induced to pursue in making the above 
plea, and acquit him of any moral impropriety, yet while he 
claims to have paid the debt, relying on a receipt of which 
the above purports to be an extract, we are of the opinion 
that it can apply only to the bill first above mentioned, as it 
corresponds therewith in date, articles and amount, and can-

Your favour of 26th Sept. was duly rec’d and we 
should have acknowledged it before but were in hopes that 
Dr. Lewis would ere this have paid you the amo. of our claim, 
We are supprised to learn that Dr. Lewis says he has paid 
a part of this for we have never heard from him since the 
goods were purchased by him. We wrote him at several 
times and in no instance did we receive ai reply, we were at 
a loss to know how to place the account before him till we 
finally wrote to Messrs. Daniel & Christian, Richmond on the 
subject & they referred us to you. We regret that they de- 
fered so long sending the account to you after we sent it to 
them in Decr. 1840. We think he cannot plead the statute 
of Limitation in as much as he has removed from this to ano- 
ther State, and was for a time not to be found, and if he was 
in King and Queens County, we frequently wrote him and 
demanded the claim, which letters he must have received. 
We addressed to the Post Master in the Spring of 1840, en- 
quiring if Dr. Lewis resided there, and in reply we obtained 
the name of Benjamin Hart as Post Master, and he stated 
that Dr. Lewis resided there, and to him we sent our claim 
on the Dr. and again afterwards wrote him, but never could 
obtain the second reply from him. As this account was made 
in Nov. 1836, and was claimed by you during the past year, 
we think there is no room for him to claim the statute of 
Limitation. When we sold the Dr. these goods in Nov. 1836, 
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he was about removing to Virginia after a residence of some 
years in our City, & intended to visit us in the spring when 
he promised to pay us the account, and from the high char- 
acter he bore here as a Gentleman we had no hesitation in 
sending him the goods and trusting to his honour to pay us 
as promised. Indeed we cannot think for a moment, after 
he has reflected on the matter, that he will think of denying 
the claim or give any reason for not paying it—but will yet 
sustain the high character we have always entertained of 
him, and promptly pay us our just due.

4thly: A Statement prepared by James M. Jeffries, 
which is as follows: 


Some time in the summer of 1842 (I think in July) I re- 
ceived by letter from Philadelphia an account from J. & B. 
Orne against Dr. Z. Lewis; on the day I received the etter 
covering the account, I met with Dr. Lewis at the house of 
Mr. John Pollard, and there presented the account; he in- 
spected it, and replied to me that he was under the impres- 
sion he had a receipt against said account. I requested him 
to find said receipt and put it in his pocket so that I might 
examine it when we again met. The next time I saw him I 
asked him if he had found the receipt, he replied he had for- 
gotten to look, but would do so at an early day and shew it 
to me. The next time I saw him I again asked him if he had 
found it, he said he had, but forgot to put it in his pocket, he 
then promised me to do so, but when I asked him again for 
it, he still said he had forgotten to place it in his pocket, 
during the fall of the same year, I several times mentioned 
the matter to Dr. Lewis and he as often told me he had the 
receipt but could not think to put it in his pocket, thus the 
matter stood until about the last of December, 1842, when 
I rode to his house and desired to see the receipt to which he 
had so often referred. He then presented me a bill of Messrs 
J. & B. Orne with a receipt dated in October 1834, composed 
altogether of different items, and for the aggregate sum of 
$103.00, whilst the account I held against him was dated in 
Novem. 1836, and for the aggregate sum of $171.37/100. I, 
of course, remarked to Dr. Lewis that the paper shewn me 
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Was no receipt against the account I held, he examined and 
compared the two bills, and admitted that they were irre- 
concilably varient but declared that the bill which he had 
for $103.00 contained all the items he had ever purchased of 
Messrs J. & B. Orne. I expressed the astonishment which I 
realy felt that these people should have trumped up an ac- 
count against Dr. Lewis for goods which he had never 
bought. He then said he had always regarded the Messrs 
Ornes as honest men, and he could not believe they intended 
to defraud him and that he could only account for their send- 
ing such an account against him, by supposing that the goods 
charged him had been actually sold to a man of his name in 
the State of New York, in which state he said therewas a 
man of his name, and I think he said of his profession, and 
that he supposed he, Dr. Lewis, had been mistaken by the 
Ornes for the same person. I then requested Dr. Lewis to 
let me take a Copy of the said receipt that I might send it 
to Philadelphia with his declarations in reference to the mat- 
ter, this he consented I should do, and I proceeded to copy 
the substantial parts of the bill and receipt, an exact Copy 
of which Copy is as follows:

The Copy which I took was on the 3rd page of a letter 
the. Messrs Ornes had written me and was immediately un- 
derneath the bill they had annexed to their letter and this ac- 
counts for the fact that the bill filed in the suit being in my hand 
writing, which I think will be so found to be. Immediately 
after getting the Copy of the receipt I wrote to my clients, 
informed what Dr. Lewis said, and either sent them a Copy 
or informed them of the purport of the receipt, stating to 
them of course that the receipt exhibited had nothing to do 
with the case, but calling their attention most particularly 
to the alledged mistake and requesting them to send me a 
statement from their books of all the dealings they had ever 
had with Dr. Lewis, this they did, and that statement shewed 
an account corresponding identically in all respects with the 
bill and receipt which Dr. Lewis had exhibited to me, that 
statement is now in the possession of Wm. P. Courtney. Upon 
recieving the last mentioned statement and a letter from my

clients protesting that the alleged mistake was a mere pre- 
text to escape the payment of a just debt. I instituted suit 
against Dr. Lewis on the account. On the day when the cause 
was expected to be called for trial, Dr. Lewis took me out 
at the Court House, and said to me that the receipt of the 
Ornes which he had previously shewn me had been lost or 
stolen from his office and asked me if I still had the Copy 
which he had permitted me to take. I told him I had, he then 
remarked to me that if I would exhibit said receipt and it 
did not shew that the money was not due for which he was 
sued he would confess a judgment. I replied to him I was 
perfectly agreed to do so, and glad that he had made such a 
proposition, he then rebarked that he must see his Counsel 
about it, or words to that amount. I told him very well; he 
shortly afterwards returned to me and said he was advised 
by his Counsel to submit his case to their management. The 
case was during that or the next day called and when called 
I announced myself ready for the Plff. Dr. Lewis who was 
in Court, by the side of his Counsel, rose and addressed him- 
self to the Court (as near as I can recollect his words) as 
follows: “I am not ready to try this cause unless Mr. Jef- 
fries will produce a Copy of a receipt which he has against 
the account on which I am sued,—the original of which I 
have lost or it has been stolen from my office.” I, feeling 
indignant at such a statement after what had passed between 
Dr. Lewis and myself on the subject out of doors, rose and 
said to the court that supposing such a paper to be in my 
possesion as was spoken of by Dr. Lewis, he had no right to 
require the production of it, but the statement that I had 
such a paper was utterly false; that I had the Copy of a re- 
ceipt which the Defendant had voluntarily said to me if I 
would produce and it did not show the money for which he 
was sued to have been paid he would confess a judgment for 
the debt, that I had readily assented to his proposition and 
when I had done so he himself withdrew because the bill and 
rect, a Copy of which I had was of a prior date to the one 
sued on, of a different amount and composed altogether of 
different items. The Judge immediately remarked, as well 
as I can recollect: if Mr. Jeffries had such a paper as the 
Deft. describes he could not be compelled to produce it, and 
for such a paper as Mr. Jeffries describes it has nothing to 
do with the cause and cannot be evidence, so, gentlemen, you 
must proceed at once with the trial if Mr. Teffries prefers 
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it, but advised me to take time to reply specially, the matter 
which I avowed my intention to reply to the pleas of the 
statute of limitation which had been already pleaded in two 
forms by the Deft. The case was subsequently tried on the 
pleas of the Statute of limitation and a verdict under the 
Court’s instructions for the Deft. The foregoing is a true 


statement of the matter to which it refers.

In 1842, Mr. James M. Jeffries came to the Clerk’s office 
and said to me he had received an account from Philadelphia 
against Doctor Z., Lewis for collection, and that he thought 
it probable I knew something about it. I examined the ac- 
count and said to him that Dr. Lewis had purchased for me 
a carpet in Philadelphia about the time and the price charged 
in the said account. Afterwards Mr. Jeffries told me that he 
had applied to Dr. Lewis for payment of this account, who 
said that he had a rect. for all goods ever purchased from 
the Messrs Ornes and would exhibit to him the receipt for 
the same. About the latter part of the year I asked Mr. 
Jeffries if he had settled the business with Doctor Lewis 
referred to above, who replied that he had not, that Dr. 
Lewis had not produced the rect spoken of and that he in- 
tended to go to Dr. Lewis’s on that business. In a subse- 
quent conversation on the subject and prior to the institution 
of the suit, Mr. Jeffries shewed me a Memorandum of a rect 
which he had taken from one in Dr. Lewis’ possession en- 
dorsed on a letter from the Messrs Ornes on the subject of 
the account which I verily believe to be the one shewn me 
on yesterday, from the fact of its being endorsed on a letter 
from Messrs. Ornes and being dated in 1834—which I per- 
fectly recollect— At the Spring term of the Superior Court 
of 1843, Mr. Jeffries asked me for the papers of the case of 
the Ornes vs. Lewis, and observed to me that Doctor Lewis 
had promised to confess a judgment for the amount in con- 
troversy, if he (Mr. Jeffries) would produce the copy of the 
rec’t, taken from one exhibited to him by Dr. Lewis, and that 
rec’'t did not show that the amount in suit had been paid. In 
a short time Mr. Jeffries returned the papers saying that 
Doctor Lewis told him he had been advised by his attornies 
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to let them manage the case; when the cause was called at 
the term referred to, Doctor Lewis called on Mr. Jeffries to 
produce the Copy of the receipt in his possession which would 
shew that the money in the suit had been paid; Mr. Jeffries 
replied that he never had a Copy of a rect for the amount 
of the bill in suit, but that he had one for articles purchased 
some two years prior to the bill in suit, which he was willing 
and ready to produce if it would do them any good. The De- 
fendant’s atty then replied very well, Sir, we will rely on our.

Evans 
and Rich’d H. Bagby, and any other ministering brethren 
whose services they can procure, to attend at our next church 
meeting to be held the Friday before the 2nd Lord’s day in 
Jan’y. 1846, and aid us with their Counsel and advice. 

On motion, sister Boughton is appointed to superintend 
and clean out the Church, and keep fires in the stoves, for the 
next year, and the Treasurer is requested to pay her the sum 
of $15.00 for attending to the House the present year. 


Bro. Wm. B. Todd offered the following resolution: 
Whereas, brethren Wm. P. Courtney, John Pollard, Philip 
Eubank and Benjamin P. Cooke, members and Deacons of 
this Church, did undertake as such, and upon their responsi- 
bility to investigate the cause of indebtedness of brother Z. 
Lewis to J. & B. Orne, and also the mode of defense set up 
by said Lewis in the action brought against him by said Ornes 
to recover said debt, and being of opinion upon a full exposi- 
tion given, that the said brethren were actuated from the best 
motives to promote both the welfare of the church and the 
good of bro. Lewis. Therefore, resolved (that notwithstand- 
ing the decision of the church made in Church meeting, had 
on the 17th day of October last, differing in conclusion from 
the opinion and advice given by the said brethren to bro.

Resolved: that, the deacons of this church on investi- 
gating the conduct of brother Z. Lewis in relation to a cer- 
tain suit, brought against him by the firm of J. & B. Orne, 
of Phila., which investigation resulted in the adoption by 
them of a written opinion, acted conscientiously and in the 
discharge of their duty as members and officers of the church. 

Whereas, this Church has heretofore had under its con- 
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sideration the conduct of bro. Z. Lewis in relation a claim of 
the Messrs Ornes of Phila., and the said Church meeting de- 
cided by a majority that the said Lewis did not owe the 
same, and whereas a large minority of the said Church meet- 
ing considering the said investigation not sufficiently thor- 
ough have made repeated efforts to have the said subject 
more thoroughly investigated by this church or by referrence 
to ministering brethren from other churches and, whereas, a 
majority of the church are opposed to any such reinvestiga- 
tion and whereas, it is our opinion that the peace and pros- 
perity of this church has been, and will continue to be seri- 
ously disturbed, if under existing circumstances this subject 
is not disposed of in some amicable way, which in a way of 
mutual concession can be agreed upon by the body of the 
church. Therefore, resolved that this whole subject be in- 
definitely postponed, unless brethren Montague, Christian 
and Notham, or any two to act, in the discharge of the duties 
devolving on them as a Committee in settling the difficulties 
between Elder Wm. Todd and brother Lewis should deem a 
further investigation of this matter indespensable and so re- 
port to this Church. 

Whereas, feelings have been excited since the investiga- 
tion of this case commenced, calculated to destroy the peace 
of the church, and to injure the cause of Christ, and whereas, 
great care will be necessary in future, in order to prevent 
a continuation of such feelings. Therefore, resolved, that we 
recommend to all the members of the church to avoid in 
future all conversation on the subject, and that they exercise 
towards themselves a disposition of self examination and 
concession, and towards others a spirit of forbearance and 
forgiveness, and we pledge ourselves each to the other to 
conform to the spirit of these resolutions. 

The foregoing resolutions were adopted with but one 
dissenting voice. The meeting then adjourned by prayer by 
brother R. H. Bagby.

The Committee appointed to investigate the causes of 
difficulty between brethren Wm. Todd and Z. Lewis, and to 
effect if possible a reconciliation, having met for that pur- 
pose and having had the matter under consideration made 
their report, which was read, and on motion was received 
and ordered to be spread upon the record of the proceedings 
of the Church, and is as follows: 

Pursuant to the resolution of Mattapony church, the un- 
dersigned met at their meeting house on the 6th of February 
1846, and appointed Elder Philip Montague Chairman. After 
prayer and admonition of the chairman, they proceeded to 
hear the statements of brethren Todd and Lewis and others 
in relation to the difficulty existing, and which had been re- 
fered to them, and after various efforts to bring the brethren 
to some specific understanding, it was determined by them 
that nothing could be effected without a reference to the 
original matter, out of which the whole subject grew. Not 
feeling themselves authorised under the resolution of the 
church to enter upon any investigation of the Orne case 
which seemed to produce the whole difficulty, and so express- 
ing themselves, it was proposed by some of the brethren 
present that the following resolution be adopted, which was 
agreed to by brethren Todd and Lewis, and other brethren 
present: 

“Resolved that the whole matter of difficulty existing 
between brethren Todd and Lewis be refered to the com- 
mittee called by this church, composed of Elders Montague, 
Notham and Christian, and that they be authorised to call 
for any testimony which they may think relavant to the 
matter.” Your committee was then prepared to investigate 
the case of indebtedness out of which the personal difficul- 
ty arose. When met for the purpose, however, unexpectedly 
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to themselves, the consent pledged in the resolution was with- 
drawn by Doctor Lewis for reasons assigned, and the whole 
subject left as before. Being unable to effect any reconcili- 
ation without reference to the original matter which they 
conceive to be so linked with it as not to admit of a sepera- 
tion, they would respectfully report to the Church this fact 
as requested by their resolution, and express their deep re- 
egret that nothing can be done by them to adjust this most 
important difficulty. They have seen nothing in the personal 
difficulty which might not, under ordinary circumstances, be 
easily adjusted; both brethren in their opinion have at times 
manifested a wrong spirit, but they conceive that this has 
originated in a misapprehension of each other’s conduct. 

Reference is here made to the fact made known to us 
that these brethren refuse to speak to each other. 


In relation to the settlement of any case of discipline by 
a majority of the church there can be but one opinion, but 
in this case there being complaints that a fair and full inves- 
tigation had not been had, they are of opinion that all par- 
ties ought to be willing for a rehearing. In ordinary cases 
the minority ought to yield, but we conceive it to be due to 
a minority, unless they are known to be refractory to grant 
to them a rehearing of any case which they, the minority, 
may think is not fully and fairly investigated. They would 
in conclusion remind their brethren all*that the cause of our 
common master is suffering and for this cause every one 
ought to be willing to make sacrifices—-to suffer if need be.

After prayer 
by Elder Montague, they entered into an investigation of the 
whole matter of difficulty between brethren Todd and Lewis, 
as resolved on yesterday, and beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report. Although brother Lewis has not exhibited to us 
satisfactory evidence, that he has paid the debt due to the 
Messrs Ornes, and although we conceive the plea of the act 
of Limitations at any period to a just debt to be immorral, 
still we can but say that there are some circumstances which 
leave upon our minds the probability that it was settled 
through Mr. Hart, or at any rate, that Hart may have re- 
ceived the amount from Lewis. We are fully persuaded that 
bro. Lewis is entirely conscientious in the belief that’ he has 
paid the amount to the Ornes, and, therefore, think our breth- 
ren, the Deacons, were right in acquiting him of all moral 
impropriety in this case. “But, whilst we cannot fully con- 
cur with them in the recommendation that bro. Lewis pay 
the amt. claimed by the Ornes, still we must acquit these 
brethren, as well as the Pastor of the Church, of all improper 
motives in any thing they have done. On the contrary, we 
conceived it to have been their duty to investigate thoroughly 
this subject, and believe they did it in that way, which in 
their consciences they regarded as scriptual. We regret very 
much that so much feeling has been manifested by our breth- 
ren, but hope from the spirit exhibited today that all the 
wounds will be healed, and that peace and harmony be re- 
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stored. We would most affectionately recommend, under 
all the circumstances, that this most disagreeable case be 
indefinitely postponed, and that brethren continue to pursue 
towards each other that christian intercourse and communion 
which ought ever to exist among brethren, remembering at 
all times that to err is human, and that frailty and imper- 
fections are the portions of the very best of men. And we 
would further advise our brethren in future not to speak 
of this subject, but endeavour to conciliate each others feel- 
ings by cultivating a spirit of brotherly love. All of which 
is respectfully submitted.

The Committee appointed to report new Rules of order 
for the government of the church made their report, and with 
some amendments adopted, as follows: 
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Resolved: 1st That stated meetings for church disci- 
pline and public worship shall be held on the second Lord’s 
day in every month, and the saturday preceeding, at Todd’s 
Meting house. Service to commence between II and 12 
o'clock. 

2nd: That the Lord’s supper be administered once in 
every month, commencing with the month of January in 
every year. 

ard: That when a free male member shall notoriously 
neglect to attend church meetings for business, he shall be 
deemed delinquent and be dealt with accordingly, unless suf- 
ficient reason shall be assigned for such omission. Any mem- 
ber living in the habitual neglect of public worship of God 
shall likewise be considered delinquent, and for repeated vio- 
lations shall be excommunicated ‘from the church. 

4thly: That we discountenance extravagance and su- 
periority in dress and pomp and vain parade in life, and re- 
nounce those amusements and pursuits which appear incon- 
sistent with the christian character. 

sthly: That in case of claim or debt where one member 
may have complaint against another for nonpayment, &c. 
the complainant shall state the matter, or have it brought 
before the church to be settled by the acting members or by 
a committee appointed for that purpose, and any member who 
shall refuse to comply with the decision of the church or com- 
mittee shall be excommunicated from fellowship. 

6thly: That the Minister sall act as Moderator in Church 
meetings, and in case of his absence, a moderator shall be 
chosen by the members present from among the Deacons of 
the Church, and in case of their absence, from some other 
member of the Church. It shall be the duty of the moderator 
to preserve order, state clearly and propound distinctly every 
question which may come before hte Church, and ascertain 
and announce the decision, he shall open and close every 
Church meeting with prayer, or call on some other person to 
perform that service, he shall take no part in debate without 
first calling some other person to the Moderator’s chair, he 
shall not vote except the church be equally divided and in 
that event he shall give the casting vote; he shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the decision of the 
Church. 

7thly: That no person shail speak more than once on 
the same subject until all the members who may indicate a 
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wish to speak shall have spoken; nor shall any member speak 
more than twice without leave of the church; and it shall be 
the duty of the Moderator to see that these rules are strictly 
adhered to. 

8thly: That it shall be the duty of the Pastor of the 
Church, if circumstances seem to justify, to deliver an ap- 
propriate address to the church, touching their duties to God, 
to the Church, to one another and the Pastor, and to the 
world at large. 

gthly: That the Church Covenant, Constitution and these 
Rules be read in Church meeting whenever it may be neces- 
sary, or upon the application any member. 

On motion, the Deacons of the Church are appointed a 
Committee to ascertain who are properly members of this 
church, both white and coloured, and report to our next 
church meeting.

The undersigned two of the Committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the matter of difference between brethren John Pol- 
lard and Wm. G. Wright in regard to the dividing fence be- 
tween them, respectfully report: That they in company with 
the said brethren, on the 13th of June last, went upon the line 
and examined that part of the fence which seemed to be the 
principal matter of controversy, viz: that portion running 
from a large white oak to the canal which drains the mea- 
dow,—and then down the canal in a Westerly direction to the 
line of Richard Bagby, Esq. But happily for us, for the two 
brethren and for the church of which we are all members, 
that after hearing both the brethren and consulting and ad- 
vising with them, they agreed to meet each other in a spirit 
of compromise, by which we trust the whole difficulty grow- 
out of this matter has been amicably, equitably and finally 
adjusted. The agreement is as follows: That the fence on 
the canal before mentioned is to be removed from its present 
location, and placed on the land of bro. Pollard, along a hill- 
side which approaches very near to the canal. That the same 
is to be a stake and cap fence, and one half thereof to be 
made by bro. Pollard, and the other half by bro. Wright. 
That bro. Wright is to furnish and drop in place two rails to 
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a panel along that part of the dividing fence which has here- 
tofore been repaired by him, and which he failed to repair 
last spring, in regular order the same being assigned to bro. 
Pollard as hereinafter mentioned. That then the two breth- 
_ ren agree to divide the whole line of fence separating the two 
farms, and each one to keep his portion in good substantial 
repair; Bro. Wright taking that portion commencing at a 
line of Richard Bagby: before mentioned, and running in an 
easterly direction to a small ditch emptying from the meadow, 
which seems to commence near the dwelling house occupied 
by bro. Wright and his mother, into the meadow below, be- 
longing to bro. Pollard; and bro. Pollard to take that part 
running from the ditch above mentioned, in the same direc- 
tion, to the point where the line between the two farms ter- 
minates—Each party to have the privilege, if necessary, to 
eo with their servants, carts, teams, &c. on the lands of the 
other, for the purpose of carrying materials for repairing 
the fence, and they further agree, that hereafter, if from any 
cause the fences as at present located shall be removed or 
divided in any other way, the whole line of fence herein de- 
scribed shall be the property of the party who keeps the 
same in repair, that is to say, that part assigned to bro. 
Wright shall be his property or the property of those who 
he represents, and that assigned to bro. Pollard shall be his 
property, and either party shall have the privilege to go with 
their servants, teams, carts, &c. on the lands of the other for 
the purpose of removing the same, provided that neither 
party shall have the privilege either for’ the purpose of car- 
rying materials to repair the fence or of removing the same, 
of going over and thereby injuring any growing crop be- 
longing to the other.

Our beloved friend and brother, William Bernard Todd, 
the Assistant Pastor of this church is no more—The sabbath 
preceding his death he was apparently blessed with good 
health, and in the full enjoyment of that degree of cheerful- 
ness, which is the constant reward of good actions. On that 
day he was actively, and we believe most usefully employed 
in his Master’s service, preaching the gospel of peaae and 
good will to a loving and beloved congregation, and attend- 
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ing to other duties of divine appointment; so that at its close . 
he might well have comforted himself with the reflection 
that he had made a “Sabbath day’s journey toward Heaven.” 

Alas, who would have supposed that was his last Sabbath 
day on earth? Indeed are the “works of a gracious and mer- 
ciful God inscrutable, and his ways past finding out.’ Next 
morning he arose with the death spot upon his face, and sur- 
veying it with the skill peculiar to the profession in which 
he had attained so eminent a position, with a calmness and 
resignation beautifully illustrating his pious walk and pure 
and virtuous life, he expressed apprehension of his danger to 
the dearest object of his affection, the companion of his life. 


On Tuesday it was apparent that his practised eye had 
detected too certainly the dread character of his malady. 
Prostrating him on Wednesday, and defying medical © skill, 
before ten o’clock of Thursday evening it put an end to one 
of the purest and best of men. We feel that, as a church, and 
as a community, we have lost our brightest ornament, and 
dearest friend, yet we do not murmur at the decree of our 
Master, but we trust, with becoming humility and cheerful- 
ness resign him to the hands of his Lord, who in his wisdom 
has seen fit to take him! to himself to reap the reward of his 
useful labors on earth.

I have received your communication informing me of 
my election as Pastor of ch. at Mattaponi. I beg that you 
will convey to the ch. my thanks for the confidence hereby 
indicated in one so unworthy, and further that you will sig- 
nify to them my acceptance of the trust. 

It would not be in place for me to send to the ch. any 
lengthy communication on the present occasion; but you 
will indulge me in a few thoughts on subjects intimately con- 
nected with your welfare as a ch., as well as of general in- 
terest. 

As regards myself, I would only say that I shall endeavor 
to visit you at your homes as much as may consist with the 
discharge of other necessary duties. I only ask that you will 
bear'in mind my other imperative calls and not expect too 
much in this respect. My preaching will be plain, often 
practical, and I trust I shall not “shun to declare unto you all 
the counsel of God.” And if on any occasion, what you may 
hear from the pulpit come in conflict with the pre-conceived 
opinions of any one among you, I only ask a patient hearing 
and a candid comparison with our only standard of authority 
—the Bible. You may rest assured that I will never descend 
to be personal, harsh or denunciatory. May I not ask that 
you will weigh well what you hear, and conform your lives 
and conversation to the truth? 

I would direct your special attention to the Sabbath 
School organized among you. It is doubtless the child of 
many prayers. It is the strong-hold—the hopeful pillar of 
the ch. of christ; it is your own child and it will yield you 
the credit and the blessing of a faithful parent. “In due season 
you shall reap if you faint not.” It were well if you could 
follow it up with a weekly prayer meeting. 

As regards the salary you propose to give, I have only 
to ask that it be paid promptly and semi-annually.

Brother John Washington from the Committee on Com- 
munion &c., made the following Report, which was read, 
and after some appropriate remarks in support thereof made 
by brother Washington, was unanimously adopted, and or- 
dered to be spread upon the records of the church, and is as 
follows: The committee appointed by the Mattapony church 
to consider and report upon the propriety of handing the com- 
munion to members of other denominations, submit the fol- 
lowing: That the Communion, or Lord’s supper is the Lord’s 
table, instituted by him; That by his law he has constituted 
and appointed certain prerequisites to be performed before 
partaking of his supper. That the church is the Executive 
of the Lord on Earth to execute his law and to judge of the 
performance of his prerequisites. That Baptism is a per- 
sonal individual act, but the Lord’s supper is a social ordi- 
nance belonging to his church, and to be observed by it as his 
church. That none can partake of the Lord’s table except 
such as have obeyed his law and conformed to his pre- 
requisites, and the church must be the judge of such obedi- 
ence. From these principles we have to inquire first—What 
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is the law as pertaining to the right of communion, and sec- 
ondly what are the prerequisites as embodied in the law. 

The law is God’s word. 

The prerequisites are conversion, baptism and church 
membership, as in first precedent under the Commission on 
the day of Penticost Acts II “Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized, and the same day there were added 
unto them about three thousand souls, and they continued 
steadfastly in the Apostles doctrine and in breaking of bread 
and in prayers, &c.” 

The term “conversion” we understand to mean “living 
faith and repentance” and not such faith as the Revd A. 
Campbell defines to be “the bear belief of the bear word.” 
“Baptism” we understand to mean “immersion”, and that 
alone, into the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 


That as Conversion, Baptism and church membership 
are the prerequisites to Communion, so are conversion and 
baptism as above defined, prerequisites to church member- 
ship. 

That the local churches as Executors of the law have no 
right to permit any to the Lord’s supper who do not come 
up to this standard, which he has constituted, nor have they 
any right to exclude from his supper any that do come up 
to this standard. That the Pedo-baptists are excluded is ap- 
parent, as they do not come up to this standard, nor do we 
know of any other denomination, which as a denomination, 
from its teachings and doctrines does conform to this stand- 
ard. But we do know some individual members of the Pedo- 
baptists, and many of the Reformed church whose views and 
doctrines accord with our own, and in our judgment con- 
form to the Lord’s standard. To such we would gladly ex- 
tend a christian invitation to the Communion, were it not 
that the one class are members of a denomination, that as a 
denomination does not hold with immersion, and the other, 
while it holds with immersion, still as a denomination, so far 
as we can learn from its standard author and prominent 
members, teach and believe in a faith and repentance or 
conversion very different from our own.

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sinner, though a believer, is still required to repent and be 
baptised in order to the remission of his sins, and conse- 
quently that they are not remitted before and without bap- 
tism, and further, on p. g. 173, “we do say with singular 
emphasis that it is not the duty of the sinner, the unbaptised 
to pray for the remission of his sins.” To hand the com- 
munion to such, we cannot as Executors of God's law. To 
hand it to those members of this denomination who agree 
with us and in whose faith and ours we see but little or no 
difference would be to endorse by us the doctrine of the de- 
nomination, as a denomination, to sanction the foregoing 
doctrines (as given by Lard) of Mr. Campbell and Mr. Lard, 
and be guilty of inconsistency; to refuse to those so near us 
an invitation to the Lord’s table imposes a painful christian 
duty. He instituted the communion and prescribed the terms 
on which it could be partaken. We have but to execute those 
terms. To receive those of the Reformed church, who agree 
with us, willbe in effect to receive the whole denomination. 
Therefore, Resolved that in conformity with the long estab- 
lished usages of the Baptist church, we invite to the com- 
munion such as are of the same faith and order as ourselves.

Since our report made to the last church meeting, our 
attention has been directed to the erection of the Baptistry, 
dressing rooms, &c., and with the view of availing ourselves 
of the greatest amount of information upon the subject, and 
of adopting the best construction of a Baptistry, Bro. Jno. S. 
South, one of the committee, accompanied by brother Lewis 
Taylor who is aiding in the work, visited the City of Rich- 
mond, and examined the Baptistry lately erected in the Ist 
Baptist church there, and as far as practicable, we have 
adopted that. plan. The Baptistry now in erection in our 
church is formed of brick, laid with hydraulic cement, and 
coated with the same—size 5 by 8 feet; depth 3-ft. 8 inches, 
with steps passing down from the dressing rooms in rear of 
the pulpit; platform covering Baptistry passing back upon a 
railway through the folding doors in the rear of the pulpit, 
so as to open the Baptistry in full view of the congregation 
when the ordinance of baptism is performed; two dressing 
rooms are in progress of erection on either side fo the pulpit, 
with doors to each leading from the body of the church, also 
two doors opening immediately at the top of the steps lead- 
ing down into the baptistry. We have made an opening in 
the platform in the rear of the pulpit for steps leading down 
into the basement, so that dressing rooms may be there 
constructed for use of the coloured members, if the church 
think proper hereafter to erect them; for the present, we 
think two rooms sufficient. 

A great amount of pains, time and attention has been 
devoted this object, and the best efforts of the committee 
have been given to the subject, with the view of carrying out 
the: wishes of the church, being confined to the limits in 
which they had to ereét the baptistry, and the dressing 
rooms; the committee have found themselves cramped, but 
having done the best they could under the circumstances of 
the case, they submit their action to the church for their 
consideration. 
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We think the cost of the work now in progress will be 
about $250.00.

Wash- 
ington to amend the Constitution in certain particulars at 
once, there being no clause or section in that instrument 
forbidding it, but subsequently a substitute was offered that 
the chair appoint a committee of five to revise and report on 
the constitution at the next meeting, which was adopted. The 
Committee appointed were: 
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Jno. Washington, Wm. Martin, Jno. Pollard, Lewis Jef- 
fries and Wm. P. Courtney. 

The Committee appointed to nominate a sexton, define 
duties &c. reported the following words, to wit: The com- 
mittee appointed to define the duties of the sexton, for the 
Mattaponi Church, and to recommend some one for that 
office, and also to fix the salary, make the following report— 

It shall be the duty of the sexton to sweep the church 
out well every Sunday or the Saturday before the regular 
preaching days, and brush the benches and pulpit and fur- 
niture well, and during the Sabbath school, the house is to 
be swept out and benches brushed every Sunday—during 
protracted meetings or meetings in the week, the house must 
be well cleaned out. He shall furnish the pulpit with water 
whenever it is needed, and the large pitcher full every meet- 
ing day or at the Sunday school is all that shall be required 
of him for the congregation. He shall attend to the Bap- 
tistry—see that the gutters or conductors are in good order, 
also the cistern—to pump the water into the Baptistry when 
needed, and after the ordinance is over, draw it off. He shall 
keep the dressing rooms in good order, and if necessary have 
fire in the stoves for those who have been baptized to dress 
by. It shall be his duty to raise the windows and open the 
blinds when needed, and for the safety of the church he shall 
low the windows (if open) and close the blinds immediately 
after the dismissal of the congregation, and shall see that all 
the doors are properly fastened. He shall always have the 
key in place. He shall see that the stoves are in proper con- 
dition—kept well cleaned out and in cool or cold weather 
have good fires—the fires to be made early enough to warm 
the building before the congregation assembles. It shall be 
his to procure wood, for which the church will pay. We do 
not think the sexton should be required to open or close the 
Baptistry immediately before and after the administration 
of the ordinance, that matter, it seems to us, more properly 
belongs to others. 

We think the sum of thirty Dollars sufficient for the 
services herein required, and we recommend Philip E. Brooks 
for the office of sexton.

The report having reached the church that a portion of 
its members have of late been encouraging and indulging in 
a species of amusement usually regarded by baptists and oth- 
er christians, and now by thinking men of the world, as in- 
consistent, we feel called upon to express our views as a 
church. 


We conceive that both the scriptures and our own Rules 
of order are plain enough upon matters of this kind. The 
first of these enjoins upon christians to “avoid every appear- 
ance of evil”; to “stand not in the way of sinners’; to refuse 
the “pleasures” of the world (Lu. 8:14—I Tim. v:6. &c); to 
stand aloof from whatever “offends or causes a weaker bro- 
ther to stumble.” We are moreover required to avoid all 
“reveling” (Gal. v:21; I Pet. IV:3) and “whatsoever we do, 
whether we eat or drink, to do all to the glory of God.” 


The rule of order reads: “That we discountenance and 
renounce those amusements and pursuits which appear incon- 
sistent with the christian character.” Our understanding of 
these prescribed rules of God’s word, and of our own volun- 
tary society is that while they allow such innocent amuse- 
ments as involve no evil tendency or association, they do ex- 
pressly forbid whatever, either by tendency or association 


— Te —-) 
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is calculated to bring reproach upon the cause of our Master, 
Christ. The spirit of these laws is unquestionably this: That 
we live, and are called, as christians, not to gratify the de- 
sires of the flesh, but to honour christ. “Whatsoever is not 
of faith is sin’; Whatever necessarily obliterates the dis- 
tinction beween the church and the world is sinful. We, 
therefore, with earnest love for all our erring brethren and 
sisters, but with yet higher regard to the will of Christ to the 
success of his cause, and to the spirit and teachings of our 
church covenant and rules do agree upon the following: 


Resolved 1st: That we are willing to grant all reason- 
able indulgence to our younger brethren and sisters in mat- 
ters involving the sacrifice of no vital principle, and to be- 
lieve that the things of which we complain are the result of 
thoughtlessness and indiscretion. 


Resolved 2nd: That we discountenance dancing by our 
members, in every shape and form in public or private. 

Resolved 3rd: That our brethren John Pollard and Wm. 
P. Courtney be requested to seek an interview with any of 
our members who may of late have violated the spirit of this 
resolution, either by encouraging or practicing dancing, and 
affectionately request them to signify at once to the church 
whether or not they will relinquish it, which was unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

On motion, John Pollard, John S. South and Wm. P. 
Courtney are appointed a committee to wait on bro. Philip 
Gatewood Burnett with reference to certain charges against 
him. 

The Clerk of this church is requested to correspond with 
Mt. Zion Church with reference to Bro. Jos. Landrum. 

Bro. Walter R. Carlton is appointed to wait on bro Ro. 
R. Garrett with reference to his delinquencies in not attend- 
ing ch. meeting or the worship of God, on our regular days 
for worship in his sanctuary. 

The attention of the church was called to the subject 
of church members engaging in the sale of ardent spirits. 
Several members expressed their views upon this and kindred 
topics, and with the hope that the only one of our members 
engaged in this traffic, Bro. Martin, may be induced without 
further action to relinquish it, the church agreed that the 
matter should lie over until the next meeting.

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2. Whatever is in violation of the views and wishes of 
the brethren, or whatever tends to stumbling or offence 
should be given up. “All of you be subject one to another.” 
“Tt is good neither to eat flesh nor to drink wine nor any 
thing by which thy brother stumbleth or is offended.” 

3. Whatever obviously tends to evil should be discour- 
aged by the church. “Avoid every appearance of evil.” Sev- 
eral of the churches of Asia were condemned for encouraging 
and fellowshipping things obviously evil (see Gal III:6, I 
Gori Vis Rev. Il:6-15 &c.). 

4. Moreover one of the inspired writers directly and 
emphatically condemns “putting the bottle to his neighbor’s 
mouth.” Habk:II 15-16. 

We, therefore, in church meeting assembled do enter the 
following resolutions—Resolved 

Ist That deeming the traffic in ardent spirits to be used 
as a beverage as pernicious in its tendency especially in a 
church member, and inconsistent with the spirit and teach- 
ings of the New Testament, we do discountenance it in our 
members. 

2 That in all affection and sympathy for our brother 
Wm. Martin, we do earnestly request him to discontinue this 
practice. 

A letter was handed in by bro. Jno. N. Gresham from a 
sister church in Norfolk, recommending sister Georgianna 
Gwaltney, and she applying for membership is unanimously 
rec'd as a member of this church. 

On motion, the sum of $7.00 is appropriated for the use 
of sister Kitty Hall, to be paid out of the poor fund of the 
church—and Bro.

that we would not countenance the retailing of ardent spirits 
by any of our members to be drank as a beverage. There-

“The committee appointed to recommend some plan for 
promoting among the members of the church more syste- 
matic and liberal contributions, both for the support of the 
church and for the spread of the Gospel, after careful con- 
sideration with a similar committee from Bruington church 
offer the following report :— 

Your committee consider the command, “Honor the Lord 
with thy substance and with the first fruits of all thy in- 
crease,’ as binding upon christians as it was upon the Jews, 
since our privileges and obligations are even greater than 
theirs, and the need of money for the support and promotion 
of God’s cause is certainly as great under the gospel as under 
the legal dispensation. We think, therefore, instead of giv- 
ing nothing as is the case with many members of our 
churches, or giving occasionally when called on, what we can 
conveniently spare, or it may be making now and then a 
liberal contribution, under the influence of an exciting ap- 
peal; it is the duty of each christian, from principal, con- 
strained by the love of Christ, to devote a liberal portion of 
all his increase, from whatever source, as God has prospered 
him, to the cause of Christ, from whom all our blessings 
come, and whose claims are paramount to all others. The 
recognition of this duty in theory and practice lies at the root 
of the improvement so much needed. Its proper discharge 
will bring untold blessings, temporal and spiritual, upon 
those who bring all their tithes into the store-house of the 
Lord, and abundantly supply for all needful purposes, the 
Treasury of the Lord’s house. The contributions should be 
made cheerfully “with a willing mind”; made systematically 
and frequently, and by every member according to his abil- 
ity, “for it is required according to what a man has, and not 
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according to what he has not’—‘“upon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay by him in store as God has 
prospered him, that there be no gathering when I come.” 

We regard the current expenses of the church as debts 
of the first dignity, being voluntarily incurred by the church 
of which he is a member; when he unites with it, so without 
good reason every one ought to be required to discharge 
that obligation or after faithful instruction and admonition, 
be excluded from the fellowship of the church. 

Ist. We therefore recommend a continuance of the as- 
sessment plan for the current expenses of the church, for 
the present, and its stricter enforcement; that the appor- 
tionment shall be adopted at the monthly meeting in Decem- 
ber, for each ensuing year, and that payment be made quar- 
terly. 

2nd. That all members of the church be urged to adopt 
each one for himself, as supplemental and auxiliary to the 
above plan, the most convenient and applicable to his condi- 
tion in life, one of the following modes for raising his por- 
tion of the church expenses, and also funds for benevolent 
objects—(1) Lay by in store weekly a part of the receipts 
of that week, and pay such savings monthly into the treasury 
of the Lord: (2) Or estimate your yearly income and set 
apart a. liberal portion for the cause of Christ, and pay in 
monthly one twelfth of the consecrated portion: (3) Or let 
those to whom neither of the above suggestions is applicable 
set apart a portion of his time, say one day in each month 
the proceeds of which time shall be paid into the treasury 
monthly. 


3rd. That the Deacons be instructed to procure twelve 
envelopes of small size for every member of the church, and 
arrange the details for a regular public collection at each 
monthly meeting in connection with the usual religious ser- 
vices. And that in case of the absence of any brother he 
may hand in his envelope at any time during the month, and 
the Deacons shall pay over their receipts to one of their 
number whom they shall appoint treasurer. The funds col- 
lected shall be paid out quarterly in liquidation of the Pas- 
tor’s Salary, and other expenses of the church, by order of 
the Deacons; and the treasurer shall submit to the church 
quarterly, a report of the receipts and disbursements; and 
once a year, the dues to the church; all of which reports 
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shall be spread upon the treasurer’s book, as part of the 
records of the church; each member shall have the privilege 
of designating the object to which the surplus over his as- 
sessment shall be given, but any surplus in the treasury not 
designated by the contributor, may be appropriated by the 
church.

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“To Mattapony Church—its deacons and members 
Dear Brethren: 

I have learned through your late action in church session 
that certain brethren—some 24 in all—complain of me as 
your pastor, first, because of a statement made by me on Sun- 
day from the pulpit some 12 mos. ago, and, secondly, because 
of a “threat” to resign, if certain monies were not paid by 
a given time. It will be observed that both of these have 
reference to the money liabilities of the church. It seems 
strange that a Committee should be empowered to hear and 
report complaints against a Pastor, for but few could re- 
main Pastor of a church under such circumstances. And 
I must be permitted to say that it is highly probable that a 
number of the brethren who complain were absent on both 
of the occasions to which their complaints refer. ‘ 


At the time of the first statement made in May 1868, 
the church was in arrears to the Pastor partially for more 
than two years, and at the latter date (January Ch meet- 
ing), it was in arrears to the sexton for 66, and to two of the 
Deacons for money advanced for the church, and the Pastor 
had) then received for his last years services not more than 
twenty or twenty five dollars in cash. What was a Pastor 
who loved his church, and anxiously desired to see it pros- 
per to do at such a time? For several months the attention 
of the church has been called to these matters. Committees 
have been appointed but to bring back barren reports. Three 
alternatives were left me. One was to resign forthwith. 
But the brethren assured me publickly and privately that 
this deficiency had no reference to me personally, and I was 
reluctant to resign. Another plan was to bear it all and say 
nothing. This I honestly thought would bankrupt and ruin 
the church. The third, which I adopted, was to state can- 
didly to the church the state of things, and urge the brethren 
to meet the exigency, and inasmuch as a large number of 
the members were not accustomed to attend church meet- 
ings, | determined after much prayer and reflection to make 
the statement publicly from the pulpit, in order to reach those 
not in the habit of coming to church meetings. Was there 
any, thing wicked or malicious or unbecoming in this? Did 
I say any thing not true? and are any here afraid to hear the 
truth? I have not done violence to any of my neighbors, 
brethren., By the grace of God I have not preached any 
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false doctrine. I have committed no out breaking sin, that 
brethren should publish me on the church book for all future 
generations to read. Why then should brethren act so to- 
ward me? 

By what I read in the New Testament, I find that the 
churches are therein required to support their Pastors. If 
any one doubts this, it is because he has not acquainted him- 
self with Christ’s law on the subject. I learn further that it 
is enjoined upon the Pastor to teach and exhort members in 
all their duties. I learn that they must esteem him very 
highly for his work’s sake and obey him in the Lord. I have 
tried honestly to do my part, have you done yours? In this 
connection, it has been charged that I threatened to resign, 
&c. I was particular in my language on that occasion. I told 
the brethren that I did not wish them to regard it as a threat, 
but a sincere desire to impel the church in the path of duty. 
This was a last resort with me, and only shows how unwill- 
ing I was to leave you. If in all this a sincere desire to serve 
the church and honor my Master is not manifest, it would 
be vain for me to tell you that I have been guided by motives 
of the highest considerations in the course pursued. If any 
one fancies that I have been influenced by paltry regard to 
personal and pecuniary motives I forgive him but he greatly 
wrongs me. The steps taken were taken after much prayer 
and reflection. It is due to myself and to you that I should 
make this statement. To apologize for doing what I felt to 
be my duty, would be to degrade my high office and to dis- 
grace myself. The pole star guiding me all the time has been 
the good of the church, and the glory of Christ. Who may 
ask me to apologize for this? 

A. brief statement and I am done. I have been Pastor here 
for 13 years. In 1856 when I took charge of the church, it was 
suffering greatly from late personal troubles and difficulties. I 
set myself and called my brethren to my aid to heal the sore. 
The history of the church will tell how far I succeeded. Since 
then we have had our trials, I leave it cheerfully to you brethren 
to say by what motives I have ever been guided, and how far we 
have been blessed in steering clear. 


When cruel war came on I stood to my post—largely sup- 
ported by my own personal resources. I did what I could to 
nerve and sustain your men in the field, and to comfort your old 
men, your wives and children at home. My right arm I have 
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lost while employed actively and directly in the service of the 
churches. During my ministrations (as your church book will 
show) a number have been baptized; of whites, more than half 
of your present total white membership. Two ministers of the 
Gospel have been sent fourth, the Sabbath school is now more 
flourishing than ever before in the history of the church. I have 
stood by your bedsides in sickness; I have been over the open 
graves of your mothers and children; I have led your candidates 
down into the water; I have rejoiced with the rejoicing and wept 
with those weeping. Yet let no one charge me with egotism, be- 
cause I say this much. Like Paul I can say, “it is not I but 
Christ in me” and “God forbid that I should glory” &c. 

I will not stoop to ask any church to let me remain its Fas- 
tor. Wherever Iam I shall still try to do my duty. Nor shall 
I pause to tell you what pressing trials | have undergone in your 
service, I shall meet you at the Bar of God, and “my record is 
on high’. I sincerely feel for the brethren in_the loss of their 
property, and retain kind regards for you all. May the blessings 
of the great Head of the church be with you and upon you, in- 
dividually, and as a church! Grace, mercy and peace!

brother H. R. Pollard, one of our number, as the most feas- 
able and the most likely to raise certainly and promptly the 
amount agreed to be paid to the pastor. Your committee 
have been more than ever impressed with the weighty obli- 
gation that rests upon the church to pay promptly the amount 
agreed to be paid our pastor, and would fain impress that 
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obligation upon all of our members. The plan adopted by 
your committee in substance is this, viz.

No. 2, to be assigned to March and April, and so on through 
the year. That it be expected certainly that the members in 
each class pay the amounts with which they are assessed 
during two months covered by that, class with the privilege 
of paying before the time arrives, if any one desires. 

That there shall be a collector appointed for each class, 
who is expected to be diligent in making collections, and 
persistent that the members of his class shall pay during the 
months covered by it. Your Com. recommend that this plan 
be adopted as of the first of January last., and that the Col- 
lectors be put to work at once to collect what is still due 
from the members of their respective classes, and that the 
collectors be instructed to inform the members of their classes 
when they will be expected to, pay during the next year. 

Your Com. finds that there is due the pastor on last 
year’s salary $31.26, which will be reduced by members who 
have done work for the pastor, amounting to $14.87, leaving 
$16.39 still due, which they hope may be met by the surplus 
likely to be raised by this year’s assessment. Your Com. 
herewith returns an assessment and classification of mem- 
bers in accordance with the above described plan. 

From the assessment it will appear that the amounts to 
be paid by some of the members have been increased, but 
your Com. found this necesary, and does hope that each mem- 
ber will come up cheerfully and give their assent, and pay 
promptly the amount so assessed.

CHURCH COVENANT. 


We, whose names are hereto subjoined (baptized upon 
profession of faith) being persuaded that it will conduce to 
the glory of God, and our own spiritual prosperity; and there- 
fore that it is both our duty and privilege to be formed into 
a gospel Church, have resolved in the fear of God, and in the 
name of Jesus Christ, thus to unite ourselves together in one 
body, under one head jointly to live and act as a church ac- 
cording to the spirit and precepts of the gospel of Christ. We 
own and acknowledge the holy Scriptures as the only stan- 
dard by which all principles and practices in religion are to 
be tried. According to this, we maintain that Baptism only 
belongs to those who give satisfactory evidence of true faith 
in Jesus Christ; and is rightly performed only by immersion 
in water; that it is not the means by which we actually re- 
ceive pardon, justification and acceptance with God, but it is 
a declaration of our interest as believers in these great and 
saving blessings; and at the same time a pledge of our con- 
secration to God, and that it is the proper way of openiy 
putting on Christ. That the Lord’s supper is intended for 
the social commemoration of the death of Christ, and the 
saving benefits thence resulting; and appears properly to be- 
long to baptized believers in Church fellowship. Moreover, 
we consider it proper to add as touching certain great lead- 
ing truths held forth in the holy Scriptures—that we ac- 
knowledge and avow the doctrines of the depravity and just

In all questions or cases coming before the church, 
a majority of the members present shall be sufficient for a 
decision, except in the reception or admission of members, 
in which case, the church if possible, should be unanimous. 
In cases of special importance a full church meeting is par- 
ticularly desirable. 

5th. It shall be the duty of the church, and especially 
of the Deacons, to use all proper means for the purpose of 
keeping up the regular and stated preaching of the gospel 
and other exercises of divine worship—to procure if practi- 
cable a Pastor to dwell among us; and in want or absence of 
a Pastor to encourage the regular meeting together of the 
Church for social worship, reading the Scriptures, exhorta- 
tion &c. every Lord’s day, when they cannot attend some 
other place of worship, to greater edification. 

6th. It shall be considered the duty of all the members 
of the church possessed of this world’s goods to contribute 
thereof as God may have prospered them, toward the requi- 
site expenses of the church, whether for the support of the 
minister, the assistance of the needy or any other necessary 
purpose, and on the Deacons it lies particularly to see this 
duty is not neglected. 
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RULES OF ORDER 


Ist. That stated meetings for church discipline and pub- 
lic worship shall be held on the second Lord’s day in every 
month and the Saturday preceding at Todd’s Meeting House. 
Services to commence between I1 and 12 o’Clock. 

2nd. That the Lord’s supper be administered once in 
every month, commencing with the month of January in ev- 
ery year. 

3rd. That when a male member shall notoriously ne- 
glect to attend the church meetings for business he shall be 
deemed delinquent and be dealt with accordingly, unless 
sufficient reason shall be assigned for such omission. Any 
member living in habitual neglect of public worship of God 
shall likewise be considered delinquent, and for repeated 
violation shall be excommunicated from the church. 


4th. That we discountenance extravagance and superi- 
ority in dress and pomp and vain parade in life and renounce 
those amusements and pursuits which appear inconsistent 
with the christian character. 


5th. That in cases of claim or debt where one member 
may have complaint against another for nonpayment, &c. 
the complainant shall state the matter or have it brought 
before the church to be settled by the acting members or by 
a committee appointed for that purpose, and any member 
who shall refuse to comply with the decision of the church 
or committee shall be excommunicated from fellowship. 


6th. That the minister shall act as Moderator in church 
meetings and in the case of his absence a moderator shall be 
chosen by the members from among the Deacons of the 
church, and in case of their absence from some other mem- 
bers of the church. It shall be the duty of the modérator to 
preserve order, state clearly and propound distinctly every 
question which may come before the church, and ascertain 
and announce the decision. He shall open and close every 
church meeting with prayer, or call on some other person to 
perform that service. He shall take no part in debate with- 
out first calling some other person to the Moderator’s chair. 
He shall not vote except the church be equally divided, and 
in that event he shall give the casting vote. He shall decide 
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all questions of order subject to an appeal to the decision of 
the church. 

7th. That no person shall speak more than once on the 
same subject until all the members who may indicate a wish 
to speak shall have spoken; nor shall any member speak 
more than twice without leave of the church, and it shall be 
the duty of the Moderator to see that these rules are strictly 
adhered to. ae 

8th. That it shall be the duty of the Pastor of the church 
if circumstances seem to justify, to deliver an appropriate 
address to the church, touching their duties to_God, to the 
church, to one another and the Pastor, and to the world at 
large. 

oth. That the Church Covenant, Constitution and these 
Rules be read in church meeting whenever it may be neces- 
sary, or upon the application of any member. 
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CONSTITUTION AS AMENDED 
November 12th 1859. 


Art. ist. This church is called and known by the name 
of The Mattaponi Baptist Church. | 

Art. 2nd. Persons are admissible to membership in this 
church who shall have given satisfactory evidence of repent- 
ance towards God and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, and have 
been baptized (that is immersed in an orderly manner, in the 
name of the sacred Three, as directed by our Lord; and such 
persons are entitled to continue in Church fellowship, as 
long as they are considered not guilty of unchristian conduct 
and maintain no serious error to the troubling of the Church 
and the injury of the cause of religion. 

Art. 3rd. The Government of the Church shall be in the 
hands of the free white male members; other members may 
assist in the discipline as witnesses, and in passing and giving 
any necessary information in matters for the decision of the 
church—But the colored members are to assist in those mat- 
ters only that concern one another as Church members. In 
the choice of a Pastor all the free white members shall be 
entitled to vote. 

Art. 4th. In all questions or cases coming before the 
Church, a majority of the members present authorized to 
vote shall be sufficient for a decision, except in the reception 
or admission of members, in which case the Church, if pos- 
sible should be unanimous. In cases of special importance, a 
full Church meeting is desirable. 

Art. 5th. It shall be considered the duty of the Church, 
and especially of the deacons, to use all proper means for 
the purpose of keeping up at regular and stated periods of 
time preaching of the Gospel and other exercises of divine 
worship; to procure if practicable a Pastor to dwell among 
us, and in the want or absence of a Pastor to encourage the 
regular meeting together of the Church for social worship, 
reading the scriptures, exhortation &c every Lord’s day when 
they cannot attend some other place of worship to greater 
edification. 


Art. 6th. It shall be considered the duty of all the mem- 
bers of the Church possessed of this world’s goods, to con 
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tribute thereof as God may have prospered them, towards 
the requisite expenses of the Church, whether for the support 
of the minister, the assistance of the needy, or any other 
necessary purpose; and on the Deacons it lies particularly 
to see that this duty is not neglected. 

Art. 7th. This constitution shall not be altered or 
amended except by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present authorized to vote; and not then, except and unless 
the proposed alteration or amendment shall have been put 
in writing, publicly read in Church meeting, and handed to 
the Clerk for his custody, for at least one month, or at least 
one regular Church meeting before the coming of that Church 
meeting, by which the so alteration or amendment shall be 
adopted, nor shall any proposition to alter or amend this 
constitution or notice of such proposition be made except at 
the regular Church meeting.

THE CHURCH’S INFLUENCE FOR GOOD AMONG 
THE COLORED PEOPLE 


The colored members of the Mattaponi Church went to 
themselves and organized the Zion Baptist Church, July, 
1869. Dr. Richard Hugh Bagby and Dr. Alfred Bagby (white) 
and Rev. Samuel Harden (colored) were the leading men 
in setting them apart. Some of the most prominent men in 
the new church were Beverly Sparks, Marcus Hamilton, 
Thomas Holmes, Robert Waller, John Huggens, Andrew 
White, Cyrus Robinson, Phil Chamberlin, Nelson Taylor, 
Washington Carter, John Tabb and John Holmes. 

Rev. Beverly Sparks was chosen pastor. He remained 
the pastor until his death, October, 1892. 

Rey. Beverly Sparks was born in Gloucester County, 
Virginia, in 1818. His first owner was a Mrs. Cooke. About 
tee vedio old] became the servant, of Dr. W.°B. Todd. He 
was Dr. Todd’s valet and carriage driver until the death of 
Dr. Todd in 1855. After the death of Dr. Todd he managed 
the business and the farm “Shilo”, (They had moved from 
Belmount a little before the death of Dr. Todd) for his mis- 
tress, Mrs. Julia Todd, until 1870. Her farm and business 
prospered under his management. Strange but true, her farm 
and financial condition started backward the year after he left 
her, and continued to go backward until her death. 

Mrs. Todd taught him, though contrary to law, to read 
and write. The late Dr. B. H. Walker claims the honor of be- 
ing his first teacher, before Mrs. Todd. 

The following account will show that he took great 
interest in her affairs. In 1863, when Gen. Phil Sheridan 
passed through the county and carried off many of the best 
horses and many of the colored people, Beverly Sparks saved 
the situation at Shilo by hiding Mrs. Todd’s carriage horses, 
so “True and Trusty” was he. (Mrs. Todd had bought those 
horses in Baltimore for $500.00). When the Yankees rode 
into Shilo’s yard and demanded, “Where are those fine 
horses?” George Seldon cried out, “A man by the name of 
Beverly Sparks has hid them”. ‘Where is he?” shouted a 
cavalry man. “Yonder is he,’ cried George Seldon. Then 
it was a race between Beverly Sparks and the Yankees. 
Beverly got the best of the race, thereby saving himself and 
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the horses, the property of his mistress. 

When the public schools were started in King and Queen, 
he was put on the board of trustees, which position he filled 
until his death. 

In the late sixties he was called to the pastorate of the 
Angel Visit’s Church near Ozeana, Essex County, Virginia, 
which charge he filled nearly twenty-two years. It was esti- 
mated by some that during his life, he baptised about 1,500 
people and married nearly 400 couples. He believed in hav- 
ing a home. So in 1868 he bought 1o1 acres of land and 
soon after he added 39 more. He was a believer in education 
and his children had to attend the public school, regardless 
of any conditions, and when a day was too bad for any teacher 
to be out, you could hear him saying to each child, “Get a 
book.” He sent his first boy to Hampton in 1874. 

He was married three times. His third wife died two 
years before him. He died October 7th, 1892, leaving eleven 
children. Religiously, physically, mentally and morally, he 


Was a man.

Permit me to add that the son, Rev. M. H. Sparks, who 
furnished the foregoing account of the organization of Zion 
Colored Baptist Church, is at present the pastor of this 
church, succeeding his honored father. To him is much credit 
due for the amiable and friendly relations between the white 
and colored people of this community. His father was a man 
of the highest moral character, honest, industrious, frugal 
and of strong convictions. He was held in the most affec- 
tionate esteem by all of the most prominent men and women 
of those ante bellum days. |

JESSE H. HARRIS 


The subject of this sketch first came to the writer’s 
notice about fifty years ago. He was then a lad of fifteen 
years of age, with an honest face, of sturdy build and of 
much more than the ordinary intelligence. His mother asked 
me to take him and teach him a trade. I was impressed 
with the youngster and readily agreed to do what I could 
with him. He seemed delighted to know that I would take 
him and entered at once upon his duties with a cheerful 
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spirit. I soon found he was inclined to join a lot of youngsters 
whom I knew were not fit associates and I gave him a lec- 
ture which he heeded at once. I told him | would not allow 
him to run around with that crowd while in my employ and 
he must choose at once the course he would take. He agreed 
and asked me how he was to spend his evenings after work- 
ing hours. I said, “You can spend them as I spend mine, in 
the reading of good books.” He began, apparently some- 
what bored at first but I found he became more interested 
with the developments of his mind and trade, (he was learn- 
ing the blacksmiths trade). After living with me five years 
he suddenly sprung a surprise by telling me he wanted to 
go to Hampton Institute to finish his education. I confess, 
I was in a quandary. I knew his head was as level as a 
phylosopher but I had become so attached to him that I hated 
to let him go. I finally gave my consent and let him have the 
necessary equipment with a recommendation. He made good 
at Hampton and after graduation, went north and engaged 
in teaching school. He has lived in Boston and Everett, Mass. 
where he raised his family. He is now employed by the Har- 
vard University at Cambridge. He was a member of the 
school board in Everett, a Teller in a bank and in addition 
to his secular work he has been a great success as a teacher 
in his Sunday School and a valuable member of his church. 
Several of his daughters are graduates of good schools and 
are teaching school. There never has been a semblance of 
the so called race hatred in his disposition and conduct and 
all his white acquaintances are his friends. His whole life 
shows what a penniless boy, (tho a colored boy), can do when 
he conducts himself properly and is possessed with an am- 
bition to succeed. He owns valuable property in Everett 
and is a substantial citizen. His life is a demonstration of 
what Webster says, “You may make monuments of marble 
and stone, but time will topple them, and write inscriptions 
on steel and brass, but time will erase them, but good im- 
pressions made on human hearts will live on thru the eternal

RESOLUTIONS ON THE DEATH OF COLONEL 
JOHN POLLARD 


(November 10, 1877—Minute Book No. 4, p. 40) 


Col. John Pollard, a member of Mattaponi Church, died 
at his residence on the 14th day of September, 1877, in the 
75th year| of his age. He was one of the constituent mem- 
bers of the church, at its organization in 1828, was appointed 
Sunday School Superintendent in 1842 and Deacon in 1843, 
which position he held to the time of his death. 

It is too often the case that virtues real or imaginary 
are unduly magnified and unmerited eulogies pronounced on 
the death when truth and good morals would be better sub- 
served by that silence which refuses alike to speak evil of 
the dead or to sacrifice truth in the bestowment of undeserved 
praise. How pleasant then the offering of a tribute where 
the tenderest sympathies of our hearts can be impressed 
without doing violence to truth, where no evil can be spoken, 
where no silence is necessary. and where no eulogy need be 
false. We do not claim that our brother was free from faults 
and imperfections, but we can truthfully say that in all his 
relations in: life, as father, husband, church member, deacon 
and S. S. superintendent he was without reproach. As deacon 
he met the Scriptural requirements of truthfulness, sincerity, 
candor, sobriety and freedom from avarice, and in his life 
was exemplified the truth, that “they that have used the office 
of deacon well, purchase to themselves a good degree and 
great boldness in the faith which is in Christ.” The good 
degree was manifested by the estimation in which he was 
held by his brethren and the world, by the growth of grace 
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and strength of faith which enabled him to discharge with 
fidelity his duties as deacon. As Sunday School Superintend- 
ent he exhibited rare gifts. Though advanced in years he 
had the freshness and vivacity of youth—with the gravity 
of the deacon, he had the sprightliness of the child, always 
trying to interest and instruct the children. His labors were 
greatly blessed and his loss to the church and Sunday School 
is irreparable. The great element of his success was his 
zeal and faith—his heart was in his work and his faith was 
in God. 

Resolved, that for the signal blessing of such a member 
of our church, whose life and death were so fruitful of good, 
so calculated to impress and benefit the community, our 
thanksgiving is due our Heavenly Father. 

Resolved that we as a church have lost one of our most 
useful members, our senior deacon and Sunday School Sup- 
erintendent, whose loss to us is as we believe his eternal 
gain. 

Resolved that we tender to the family of our dear brother 
our heartfelt sympathy in this their time of trouble, recom- 
mending them to that Savior who was so dear to our de- 
ceased brother, and whose comfort and support sustained 
him in his departing hour. 

Resolved that a copy of these resolutions and foregoing 
preamble be spread upon the records of our church and a 
copy sent to the widow and family of our deceased brother. 


RESOLUTIONS ON THE DEATH OF DEACON BROOKE 
(July 4, 1889—Minute Book No. 4, p. 163) 


Our senior deacon and beloved brother Philip Edward 
Brooke has been gathered to his fathers. Pious in life, pru- 
dent in conversation, conservative in action, he left an un- 
tarnished reputation. Though possessing little culture, yet 
he was well versed in the Scriptures and anxious to learn 
more, being an interested member of the Bible class. 

He became a member of our church by baptism on the 
17th day of July, 1842, and on the oth day of April, 1848, 
was elected deacon. So he “used the office of a deacon for 
years, and was found blameless,’ for he was grave, not 
double tongued, nor given to much wine, nor greed of filthy 
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lucre. Standing over the grave of a brother, who has left 
such a valued heritage in his life we do 

Resolve, that his death has caused us sincere grief, and 
we tender to his afflicted family our sympathy in their sore 
bereavement. 

Resolved 2nd, that a page in our record be dedicated to 
his memory, on which shall be recorded this preamble and 
resolutions, and further that a copy be furnished the family 
of our deceased brother. 


RESOLUTIONS ON THE RESIGNATION OF ALFRED 
BAGBY, D. D. 


(Nov. 2, 1890—Minute Book No. 4, p. 180) 


Whereas our beloved Pastor, Rev. A. Bagby has sev- 
ered his connection with us, 

Resolved, that we feel that we have lost a true friend 
and leader after thirty-five years of faithful service. 

Resolved, that we will ever treasure in our memories, 
his sermons when with us, that we can never cease to feel 
that he is one of us, though separated from him in the flesh, 
and that he will ever have our warmest sympathy, and our 
heartfelt wishes that the blessings of Almighty God may 
attend him wheresoever his lot may be cast. 

Resolved, that we honor him for his high attainments in 
Christian character and for his fearless and uncompromising 
disapprobation of any thing savoring of hypocrisy or pre- 
tense of Christianity, and that we heartily commend him 
to any church, which may be so fortunate as to secure his 
services. 

Resolved, that as we have had many seasons of rejoicing 
under his ministry, and many through it have been led to the 
Rock that is higher than all earthly good, so we do earnestly 
hope and pray that his usefulness may be greater in the 
future than ever in the past and that his last days may be 
his best. 
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AMENDMENT TO RULES OF ORDER CONCERNING | 
THE USE AND SALE OF INTOXICATING 
LIQUORS ADOPTED AUGUST 1, 1896 


(Aug. 1, 1896—Minute Book No. 4, p. 11) 


Whereas both public sentiment and Christian conscience 
have become so enlightened as that the one frowns upon, and 
the other loathes the custom of selling and drinking spiritous 
liquors as a beverage, 

Therefore be it resolved— 


No member of this church shall engage in the sale of 
ardent spirits, either as principal or agent except as a licensed 
druggist, and be retained in the fellowship of the church, 

And any member of this church who is a patron of the 
bar-room shall as soon as his conduct in this respect is known 
by the church, be cited to appear before the church and ac- 
count for such conduct, and if he does not account and prom- 
ise immediate reformation, the church will at once withdraw 
from him her fellowship. 


EXTRACTS FROM MINUTE BOOK, VOLUME 5, WHICH 
IS THE CURRENT BOOK BEGINNING IN 1916 


July 11, 1920.—As previously arranged and ordered the 
meeting was called to order by the pastor for the purpose 
of considering the matter of a parsonage. 

The following letter was received from brother C. C. 
Vaughan and read by bro. Pollard. 


“Cumnor, Va., July 1oth, 1920. 
Mattaponi Baptist Church, 
Dear Brethren and Sisters: 


In consideration of my love and affection for the church 
I desire to give a parcel of land lying immediately on the pub- 
lic road leading from Cumnof to Stevensville, Va., and front- 
ing the gate leading into “Spring Farm”, the number of acres 
to be decided by the Finance Committee of the church. 

This certain piece of land I give for the purpose of its 
use as a parsonage for the Mattaponi Church, trusting the 
membership will unite in the enterprise of the construction of 
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a suitable building that will be a comfortable home for the 
future pastors and a credit to the church, I remain 
Faithfully yours, 
C. C. Vaughan.” 


On motion a vote of thanks was extended to bro. 
Vaughan and the offer accepted. 


Jan. 22, 1922—The Sunday School for 1921 showed won- 
derful growth along all lines, financial and spiritual. The 
largest number ever enrolled by the Sunday School in all 
its history—225 officers, teachers and scholars. Sixteen of 
the scholars were added to the roll of our church membership 
by baptism. 


Feb. 11, 1923—At a call church meeting the following 
resolutions were adopted. 


Whereas our pastor, Rev. T. N. Tombes, has felt called 
to another field of labor and has offered his resignation as 
pastor of our church, and whereas his work among us, though 
so short, has been so fruitful and full of blessings, therefore; 
be it resolved: 


First, that it is with the deepest regret this resignation 
feccepted to takereffect March I, 1923. 


Second, that the going away of brother Tombes is a de- 
cided loss not only to this church, but to the community at 
large and more especially to the young people in our midst. 


Thrid, we pray that the richest blessings of Heaven may 
attend him wherever he goes and that he may always prove 
himself a workman that needeth not to be ashamed rightly 
dividing the word of truth. 


Fourth, that along with him goes our sincerest devotion, 
our tenderest affection, and our fondest love. 


Fifth, we commend brother Tombes, as a pastor zealous 
and good works, as a preacher sound in doctrine, as a leader 
wise and prudent. 

Sixth, that these resolutions be spread on our church 
records, a copy be sent to the local papers, and a copy fur- 
nished brother Tombes. 
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Feb. 18, 1923—On Sunday, Feb. 18, 1923, our beloved old 
church which has stood so long and meant so much to us, 
as a place of worship, and to the world at large, was burned 
by fire. 

We thank God that He has spared it to us so long. 


Note: The brick walls were left standing and the min- 
utes record that the house was rebuilt and formally re-dedi- 
cated on August 31, 1924. See herein page 72. 


Oct. 18, 1925—Whereas our pastor, Brother E. L. Jenk- 
ins, has accepted a call to a church in Maryland, near Balti- 
more, and 

Whereas, he has offered his resignation as our pastor 
to take effect the first of November, 

Therefore, Resolved— 


Ist. That we the members of this church in church 
meeting assembled accept the resignation of our pastor to 
take effect as above stated. 


2nd. That we commend him and his noble wife as true 
yoke-fellows in the Master’s cause and kingdom, as humble, 
faithful Christians ever ready to do all they can to extend. 
the Redeemer’s Kingdom in the world. 


3rd. That we commend them also to their fraternal 
fellowship and Christian care. 


4th. That a copy of these resolutions be spread on our 
church records and a copy be handed to Bro. E. L. Jenkins,

POLLARD 


Oct. 9, 1926—The following resolutions were offered and 
unanimously adopted. 


Whereas God in His wisdom has seen fit to take from 
our midst our brother, Robert Nelson Pollard, and whereas 
this church desires to place on record some token of its ap- 
preciation and love for our beloved friend and brother 

Therefore, be it resolved: 

Ist. That we lift up our hearts in gratitude and love

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Me-tor so lone a time, he being in the eightieth year of his 
age and the sixty-seventh year of continuous membership of 
our church.
